The firft edition of this part was 
in 1605 ; and while he was very grave- 
ly and leifurely meditating and prepar- 
ing the Continuation, which was impa- 
tiently expected, there comes out at 
Teraeona, in 16x4, a Second Pact of 
the Hiftory of Don Quixote, by Aloil- 
zo Fernandez de Avellaneda of Torde- 
fiSas.

The reaibn of 
his calling thefe Novels fo^ is^ as he 
acquaints uS) becauie his other novels 
had been tax'd as more 6tyrical than 
exemplary | which fault refplving to a* 
mend^ he has in every one of thelie 
propos'd fbme virtue or other for imi- 
tation. Of thefe it muft be juftly ikid^ 
that in the original they do not dif-

Cervantes himfelf gives them, that they,

Some authors (ay, that his firft adventure was that of 
the pafi called Poerto Lapice \ others, that of the wind- 
mills ; hut all that I could difcover of certainty in this 
mattery and that I meet with in the annals of La Mancha, 
is, that he travelled all that day j and towards the even« 
iog, he and his horfe being heartily tir*d, and almoft 
£miiih*d, Don Quixote looking about him, in hopes to 
difcover iome cafile, or at leaft fotne ihepherd*8 cottage^ 
there to repo£B and refrelh himfelf, at laft near the road 
which he kept, he efpy*d an ion, as welcome a fight to 
his loogiog eyes as if he had difcover^d a ftar directing 
him to die gate, nay, to the palace of his redemption* 
Thereupon baft*ning towards the inn with all the fpeed b» 
could, he got thither juft at the^ clofe of the evening. 
There flood by chance at the inn-door two young female 
adveotureia, alias comoooa wenches, who were going to 
Sevile with fome carriers, that happened to take up their 
losing there that very evening: and, as whatever our 
knight-enant faw, thoog^it, or imagined, was all of a 
romantick caft, and appear*d to him altogether after the 
manner of the books that had perverted his imagination, 
Ife no (boner faw the inn, but he fancy*d it to be a caftle 
fenc*d with ibor towen, and lofty pinnacles glittering with 
filver, together with a deep moat, draw-bridge, and all 
tho(e other appurtenances pecvdiar to fuch kind of places. 

Therefore when he came near it, he ftoppM a while at 
a diftance from the gate, expe6lug that fome dwarf wou*d 
appear on the battlements, and found his trumpet to give 
nodce of the arrival of a kntght j but finding that no 
b<xhr cime, and that Rosmante was for making the bed 
of his way to the Aable, he advanc*d to the inn-door, 
where fpyiog the two young doxies, they feem'd to him 
two bMudfuI damfels, or graceful ladies, takmg the bene- 
fit of the frelh air at the gate of the caftle.

The wenches, affrighted at the approach of a 

man casM in iron, and ami*d with a hnce and target, 

were for running into their lodging; but Don Quixote 

perceiving their fear by their flight, lifted up the pafte- 

board bearer of his helmet, and di&overing hi* wicherM 

dufiy face, with comely grace and grave delifery aooofted 

them in this manner ; " I befeech ye, ladies, do ooc fly, 

*' nor fear the leaft offenoe i the ordier of knighthood, 

'* which I profofs, does not permit me to coontenanoe or 

** offer injuries to any one in the oniverfe, and lenft of 

*' all Co virgim of fuch high rank as yonr prefence de- 

** notes.** The wenches look*d earaeftly upon him, cn- 

dearoaring to get a glimpfe of his face, which his ill- 

contriv*d beaver partly hid ; but when they heard tfacm- 

felves fUled virgins, a thing fo out of the way of tfadr 

profeflion, that they tould not forbear hoghtng ootnght ; 

which Don Quixote refeoted as a great affroot* *' Give 

** me leave to tell ye, ladies, ery*d he, that mo defly 

*' and civility are very becoming in the fiiir fee ; whescai 

** laughter without ground is the highefl piece of indif- 

** cretion : However, added he, I do not prelome to iajr 

'* this to eSend you, or incur your difpleafore ; ao, 

** ladies, I afTure you I have no other defign hot to do 

'* you fervice.** This uncomnion way il exprefl&m, 

jom*d to the knight's fcorvy figure, increased their nurth ; 

which incem*d him to that degree, that this might have

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ovjM tluQgi to tfn estremity, had not the inn-keeper 
luckiTy appear*d at that jun^ure. He was a man wbofe 
bordeo of ht inclin*d him to peace and quietnefi^ yet 
when he had obfervM fuch a ftraoge difguiie of haman 
ihape in his odd annoar and equipage> he . could hardly 
iorbear keeping the wenches company in their laughter $ 
but having the fear of fuch a warlll^^ppearance before 
hia e^, he refoUM to g^ve hun good words, and there- 
Ibre accoiled him civilly : Sir knight, (aid he, if your 
worfliip be difpos*d to alight, you will fail of nothing 
beie but of a bed ; as for all other accommodations, you 
may be fupplyM to your mind. Don Quixote obferving the 
homility of the governor of the cafUe, (for fuch the inn- 
keeper and inn feem^d to him) Senior Cafiellano, (aid he, 
the leaft thing in the world foffices me j for arms are the 
only things I value, and combat is my bed oi repofe. The 
ion-keeper thought he had callM him * Caftellano, as 
taking him to be one of the true Caftilians, whereas he 
was indeed of Andalulia, nay, of the neighbourhood of 
St. Lucai , ab lefs thievlfli than Cacus, or lefs mifchievous 
tban a truant-fcholar, or court-page, and therefore he 
made him this reply \ ** At this rate. Sir knight, your 
** bed might be a pavement, and your reft to be dill 
*^ awake ^ you noay then fafely alight, and I dare a/Ture 
*' you, you can hardly mils being kept awake all the 
*^ feat long in thia houfe, much lefs one fingle night." 
With that he went and held Don Quixote's ftinup, who 
hsvbg not broke his faft that day, difmounted with no 
maU uouble or difficulty. He immediately defirM the 
goTciuor (that is, the inn^keeper) to have fpecial care of 
hafieed, afluring him, that there was not a better in th« 
^tt'erfe; upon which the inn -keeper viewed him nar- 
^^}y, but could not think him to be 4ialf fo good as Doa 
Q««xote faid : However, having fet him up in the ftable, 
w came back to the knight to fee what be wanted, and 
toood him pulling off his aroaour by the help of the good- 



CafitUano Jignifiti both a cwftahU or mtrnor of a 
*^*i Mdan inbabitwt oftbo tingdm oJCafili in Spain, 
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natarM wenches, who had already recondlM thatiTQl^ 
to him ; bat though they had eas*d him of his corflet and 
back-plate, they could by no means undo his gorget, noi 
take off his ill contrivM beaver, which he had ty*d U> fafl 
with green ribbons, that 'twas impoffible to get it off with* 
out cutting them ; now he would by no means permit 
that, and fo was forced to keep on his helmet all night, 
which was one of the moft pleafant fights in the world : 
And while his armour was taking off by the two kind 
laffes, imagining them to be perfons of quality, lod ladie 
of that caftie, htLvery grateiully made them the IbUow* 
iDg compliment, \m imitation of an old romanocj

DON Qmxote's mind being diftarb*d with that thought^ 
he abridg*d even his (£>rt fupper : And ai fooo 9S 
he had done, he caUM bis hoft^ then fhut him and him- 
ielf up in the ftabie> and falling at hit feet^ I will never 
life ffom this place* cry*d he, moft valorous kaigl^, 
till yoo have gracioufly vouGbfafed to grant noe a booo» 
which I will now beg of yoo, and which will redound 
• IP your honour and the good of mankind. The inn-keeper, 
ftran^ly at a Joii to find his gaeft at his feet, and talking 
at this rate, endeavourM to make him riie, but all in 
vain, till he had pn^misM to grant him what he aik*d. I 
cspeded no Icfs from your great magnificence, noble Sir» 
teply*d Don Qgisote, and therefore I make bdd to tdl 
youy that#ie boon which I beg, and you gefteroufly oon- 
defcend to grant me, is, that to^oMcrow you will be 
pleafed to beftow tbe honour of knighthood upon me* 
This night I will watch my armour in the chapel of your.* 
cafUe, and then in the OMining you ihall gratify me,' 
as I pafiionately defire, that I may he duly ^ualifyM 
to feek OQt adventures in every coiner of the oniveHe, 
to relieve the diflreft'd, according to the laws of chivalry, 
and tbeindinations of knight-eriaots like my if^. The

as any one in the world could faie. He then afk*d Don 
Quttoce v»hethet he had any money > Not a crofs^ re- 
■ ]kly*d the knight, > for J never read in any hiftory of chi- 
valry that. any kntgbt-errant ever carry *d money about 
him. You are mifUiken, cry*d the inn^keeper ; for ad- 
mit the hiAories are filent in this mstter, the authora 
thinking it needlels to mention things ff> evidently oeceT- 
lary as money and clean fliitts, yet tliere is no reafoa to 
believe the knighn went withoat either ; and you may 
stfk afiurM, chat all the knights-errant, of whom fo ma- 
ny hiftoiiea are &U> had their purfea well lin*d to fupply 
themfelves with neoeiTaiies, and carry*<l alfio with them 
fome flnrtt, and a finall box of falvas to heal their WMnds ; 
fer they had not the conveniency of furgoom to cure 'em 
every time they lisught in fields and de^vts* unleis they 
were fo happy ss to have ibme fagel or mapcian for their 
to friend -give- them prefent affiftance, fending them ibme 
damfel or dwarf through the air in a cloudy with a iiaaall 
bottle of water of fo great a virtue, that they no fooncr 
tafted a drop of it, but their wounds were as perfedly 
cured as if they had never receiv*d any. But when they ' 
wanted fuch a friend in former ages, the knights thought 
themfelves oblig'd to take care, that their fquires flioiild 
be provided with money and other necefSiries, as lint and 
falves to dreis their wounds j and if thofe knights ever

nuft therefore advife yoa, cominu*d he, nay, I might 
even charge and command you, as you are ihortly to be 
my fon in chivahy« never &om this time forwards to tide 
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without money, nor without the other ne<e0aries of which 
I fpoke to yotty which yoit wili find vety benefklal when 
yoQ IcaA exped it. Doit Quixote promisM to perform ?ery 
poodoajiy all his iojundtions j and h thej^ difposM 
every thiAg in otder to his watching h^i arms in a great 
yard that adjoined to the ion. To which putpofe th« 
Icnighty having got them all together, laid them in a 
hocfe-troogh clofe by a well in that yard j thetf bracing 
his target, and grafping his lance, ]\s& as it drew dark, he 
began to walk about by the horfe-trough with a graceful 
deportment. In the mean while the inn-keeper acquaioCf 
ed all tboic that were in the hoafe with the exUavagancicfl 
of his giied, his watching his arms, and his hopes of be- 
ing made, a knight. They all admir'd very much at |b 
ftrange a kind of folly, and went on to ohferve him at a 
diftaoce j whete they faw him ibmettmes walk about with 
a great deal of parity, and fometimes lean oq his lance, 
with his eyes all the while fix*d upon his ariDl. *Twas 
BOW undoubted night, but yet the moon did fliioe with 
locha bvightneis, as might almoft have vyM with that of 
the planet which lent it her ^ fo that the knight was 
wholly exposed to the fpedstors view.

Hut 
the caniei ikever regarded thefe dreadful threats { and lay« 
log hold on the < armour by the Araps, without any more 
ado threw it a good way from him } though it had been 
hettet fer him to have jet it alone ; for P^n Quipcote no 
looner law this, but hfting up his eyes to heaven, and ad«

dition j and had he back*d that blow with another, the 
fellow would certainly have had no need of a {urgeon* 
This done, Don Qjuxote took up his armonr, laid it agiin 
in the horfe-trongh, and then walk*d on backwarda and 
forwards with as grest nncaocein as he did at firft. 

Soon after another carrier, not knowing what had hap^ 

pen*d, came alfo to water his mules, while the firft yet 

lay on the ground in a tiaace | hut .as he offered to clear 

the trough of the armour, Don Qdaote, without fpeak- 

ing a word, or imploring anv one's aflifiaoce, once mofc 

dropp'd his target, lifted up nia lanoe, and then let It fill 

fo heavily on the ftellow's pate, that without :d$ampag 

bis 'lanee, he broke the carrier *< head in three or four 

places. His outcry foon aiarmM and brought tbither all 

the peo^ in the inn, and the landlord among the raft j 

which Don Quixote petceiving, Thou queen of beauty 

(cry^d he, bracing on bis fhield, and drawing his fword) 

thou cooftige and vigour of my weakened heart, now is 

the tine when thou muft «nliven thy adventurous flave 

with the beams oi thy greatnefr, while this moment he 

16 engaging in fo terrible an adventure ! With this, in bis 

•pmion, he /bund himfelf fnppiy*d wih fuch an jdditian 

of courage, that had all the carrMis. in the world at once 

uttack*d him, he would undoubtedly have iac*d them all. 

On the oriier fide, the carrien, eaiag*d to iat their com- 

- fades thus us*d, though they were afiraid to come near, 

gave the knight fuch a volley of fisnes, that he waa lbtt*d 

to ihelter himfelf as well as he covld under the covert of 

his target, without daring to go far ham the horic'trQttgb, 

left he fhould fcem Co abandon his arms. The inn« 

keeper caird to the carriers as loud as he could to let him 

•lone } that he had told them already he was mad, and 

confequently the fciw would acquit him, though he fhoold 

kill *effi. Don Quixote alfo niade yet more noilc, calKog 

'em falie and treacherous villains, and the loud of the 

•tftle bile and vnho&iuUe. and a ^ifewrlMua kttigbt« 
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for lofferiiig a knight^emnt to be fo abuiM. I wooU make 
thee know (cry*d he) what a periidioDS wretch thou ait» 
had I but receiv*d the order of knighthood j but for yoo» 
bale, ^nominioas rabble ! fling on, do your worft 3 coniiB , 
<m, draw xntitct if you dare, and receive the reward •£ 
your indifcretion aixl jnfoleDce. This be fpoke with h 
mucfa fpirit and undaontedne^, that he flrock a tofor in- 
to all his afldilants ; fo that partly through iear, and parO^ 
ly tluough the inn-keeper^t perfwafions, they gave over 
ffinging flones at him ) and he, on his fide, permitted 
the enemy to carry off their wounded^ and theo returned 
to the goard of his arms as calm and compos*d as before. 

The inn- keeper, who began fomevrhat to diiireiifh thefe 
mad tricks of his gueft, re{blv*d to difpatch him forth- 
with, and btftow on him that unlucky knighthood> to 
prevent farther mifchief: fo coming tp him, he excused 
himfeif for the infolence of thofe ba& fcoandrels, as being 
done without his pi itlty or confent ; but their audaciouC* 
aefi, he (aid, was fufikiently piinifhed. He added, that 
he had akeady told him there was no chapel in his caftle ; 
lod^that indeed there was no need of one to finifli the reft 
of the ceremony of kni^thood, which confided only in 
the application of the fword to the neck and fliouldeny as 
he had read in the regifter of the ceremonies of the ordarj 
and that this might be performed as well in.9. field as any 
where elCe : That he had already fulfiU'd the obligation of 
watching his arms, which required no more than two boon 
watch, whereas be had been four bouts upon the guard. 
Don Quixote, who eafily believed him, tsld him he was 
leady to obey hiro> and deiir*d bim to m^ke an end of the 
bttfinels as ibon as pv)irM>le, for if he were but knighted, 
and ihould fee himfelf once atUf}k*d, he belie»*d he ihould 
not leave a man aiiye in, the c<»itle, except thofe whom he 
iboold defire him to fpare for his fake. 

Upon this tbe mn-keeper, left the knight flioold pro- 
ceed to fuch extremities, fetched the book in which he 
ns'd to fet down the carrieis accounts for firaw and 
barky $ and having brought with him the two kind fo- 
males, already mentiuo^d, and a boy- that held a pie^ 
of li^f^^d Oi^le u hi* h^a he>der^fioi^.Qgno»e 
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«> Irneelt Tbeo reading b his manttal, as if he had 
been rcpeatiog fome pious ondon, in the midft of his 
devotkm he lifted up his hand, and gave him a. good 
blow on the neck, sad then a gentle flap on the back 
with the flat of his fwofd, (HI! mumbling ibme words be- 
tween lus teeth in the tone of a prayer. After this fau 
cidered one of the wenches to gicd the fword abont 
the knight*s waift \ which fhe did ^ith much fblemnirf, 
and, I may add, difcretiony con6dering how hard a thing 
it wss to forbesuring laughing at every circumftance of the 
ceiemony s *Tis true, the thoughts of the knight^s bte 
piowefi, did not a little contribute to the fuppreflion of 
her mirth. As ihe ptdtA on his fword, Heav*n, cryM 
the kind lady, make your worflup a hidky knight, and 
profper yon wherever you go* Don Qoiiote defirM to 
know her name, that he might underfttiiid to whom he 
was indebted ioK the favour & had beftowM upon him^ 
and alio make her partaker of the honour he was to ae- 
^lire by the flreogth of his arm. To which the htdj 
anfwerM with all humility, that her name was ToloGij 
a coblei^s daughter, that kept a flail among the littk 
ftops of Sanchobioaya at Toledo ; and that whenever he 
pleas*d to command her, (he would be his humble fervant. 
"Doxk Quixote begg*d of her to do him the favour to add 
hereafter the title of lady to her name^ and for his falce to 
be callM from that time the lady Tolofa ; which (he pro* 
mia'd to do. Her companion having buckrd on bis (purS| 
OGCafioa*d the like conference between them \ and when 
he had afked her name, ihe toid him flie went by the 
name of Mfller> being the daughter of an honeft mifler of 
Antequera. Our new knight intreated her alfo to ftile 
hetielf the lady MtUer, making her new efFeis of iervioe. 
Thefe extnoidinary ceremonies (the like never feeo before] 
bebg thus hurrioi over in a kind of poft-hafle, Don 
Q^ote oonld not reft tlfr4ie had taken the field in ^ueft 
of adventures j thersfbre having immediately (addled his 
Kounante, and being mounted, he embrac*d the inn* 
keeper, and retnra'd hhn (o many thanks at (b extrava- 
gant a rate, for the obligatkm he had laid upon him in 
4itbbiag him.« Jen^ht, that *tis uopoffiblc to ^t»- a true 
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rduioa of 'eiiii all i To which the uwokeeper, in hafts 
to get rid of ]nin» retomM as rhetorical, though ihorter^ 
aiifwas i and, without ftooping his horfe for the reckoa* 
iA|, was ^iad with all hit hcatt to ice Imn fo* 

C H A P. IV. 
Wha^ i^^ ih$ kmgbt after bt had Ufl the Imt. 

UR OR A began to tiHier in the mora, when Don 
(^txote iaWfA out of the inn, fo well pleased, (9 
and U) oreijoy'd to find himfelf knighted, that he 
t*d the fame |ati&fa£lion into his horfe, who feem*d 
mdy to btiH( his girths for joy. But calling to mind the ad« 
BMOttkcs which the inn*keeper had given him,. concerning 
%Kt ^oviGon nf aeccflary accommodations in his travels, 
^aiticiikrly money and clean ihirti, he teiblv^d to return 
(ome to furnidi himfelf with them, and likewife get hxm 
« fqnire, defigning to eatertam as foch a labouring man^ 
Us nei^bour, who was poor and had a charge of cbiW 
dren> hot yet vsry fit for the office. With this refolotioft 
he took ^e road which led to his own village ; and Ro«* 
zijiant«9 that iieemV to know his will by inftitid^, begaer 
Co carry him a round trot fo briikly, that his heels fvem 
&aicely to touch the ground. The knight bad not tra<# 
TeU*d far, when he fancy*d be heard an effenunate voice 
complaining in a thicket on his right hand. '* I thank? 
** heaven (faid he when he heard the cries) for fiivouriog 
*' fliefofoon with an opportunity to perform the duty of 
" my profeffloay and reap the fruit of my defires ! For 
** tfaiefe comphints are certainly the moam of fome diftref* 
« fed creature who wants my prefent help.** Then turn- 
ing to that fide with ail the fpeed which Roainante could 
«ldce, he no iboner came into the wood but he found a 
mare tyM to an oak, and to another a young lad about 
0CKB ycais of age^ mtkcd fi»m thp waift apwaids. Thi« 

war 
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was he who made fuch a lamentable outcry $ and not 
without caufe, for a iufty country-tiellow was trapping 
him foundly with a girdle, at every ftripe putting him in 
mind of a proverb, Keep ywsr mouth Jbut, and your cfn 
cpen^Jirrab, Good mafter, cry*d the boy, Fll do fo no 
more ; as I hope to be fav*d, 1*11 never do fo again I la- 
deed, mafier, hereafter Til take more care of your goods. 
Don Quixote feeing this, cry*d, in an angry tone, " Dif* 
*' courteous knight, 'tis an unworthy a£t to fbike a per- 
'' fon who i^ not able to defend himfelf : Come, beftride 
*' thy fteed, and take thy lance,** (for the farmer had 
fomethlng that look*d like one leaning to the fame tree 
to which hb mare was ty*d) " then 1*11 make thee know 
*' thott haft aded the part of a coward.** The cdontry- 
feUow, who gave himfelf for loft at the fight of an ap- 
paritfiH] in armour brandlHung his lance at, his face, an- 
fwer*d him in mild and fubmiflive words : '< Sir knight, 
" cry*d he, this boy, whom I aaa chaftifing, is mj 
" fervant, employ*d by me to look after a flock of 
** fheep, which I have not far off; but he is io heedldt, 
** that I lofe fome of *em every day. Now, becaufe I 
" correA htm for his carelefhefs or his knavery, he frya 
*' I do it out of Govetoufiiefs, to defraud him of his 
** wages : but, upon my life 'and foul, he beliea me.*' 
^* What! the lie in my prefence, yoo faucy clown 
*' (cry*d Don Quixote] ; by the fun that fhines I have a 
** good mind to run thee through the body with my 
*' lance. P^y the boy this inftant, without any more 
** words, or, by the power that rules us all, 1*11 im« 
*' mediately difpatch, and annihilate thee : Come, un- 
** bind him this moment.** The country^man hong 
down his head, and without any further reply unbound 
the boy; who being afk'd by Don Quypote what^ hit 
mafter ow*d him ? told him *twu nme months wages> 
at feven reab a month. The knight having caft it op« 
feund it came to fixty -three reals in all ; which he or* 
der*d the farmer to pay the fellow immediately, unleia ht 
^ intendeil to lofe his life that very moment. The poor 
couacry.inaa trembliiig for fear^ told hiflo^ that^ ai be 
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WIS oa the bn'ok of dettb^ by the oath he hsd fwom 
(bjr the by he had not fwom at alJ) he did not owe the 
lad h much ; for there was to be deduced for three pair* 
of Aoes which he had bought him, and a real for his 
betag let blood twice when he was fick. That may be, 
replyM Don Quixote ; hot fet the price of the (hoes and 
the bleeding agaiafi the ftripes which you have given 
him without caufe : for if he has us*d the fhoe-Ieather 
which you paid for, you have in return mifus'd and im- 
pairM his &in fuHiciently ; and if the furgeon let him 
blood when he was Ack> you have drawn Hood from 
him now he is in health \ io that he owes you nothing 
on that account. The worft is. Sir knight, cry'd the 
haaa^ that I have no money about me \ but let An« 
drew go home with me, and 1*11 pay him every piece out 
of hand. What ! I go home with him, cry^d the 
yooagftery the devil a>lud. Sir ! not I, truly, I know 
better thiogp ; for heM no (boner have me by himiiBlf, but 
he^d flea me alive like another St. Barthobmew. He 
will never dare to do it, reply^d Don Quixote j I conv- 
mand him, and that^s fufitcient to reftraio him : there* 
fore provided he will fwear by the order of knighthood 
which has been conferr'd upon him^ that he will duly 
obferve this regulationi I will freely let him go, and 
then tbou art fecure of thy money. Good Sir, take 
faced what yoa (ay, cry*d the boy ; for my maimer is no 
knighty nor ever was of any order in his life : He*s John 
Hajdndo^ the rich farmer of Quintinar. This (ignifies 
little^ aofwerM Don Quixote, ibr there may be knights 
among the Haldudo^s \ befides, the brave man carves out 
his fortune^ and every man is the fon of his own works. 
That's true, Sir, quoth Andrew ; but of what works can 
this mafter of mine be the fon, who denies me my wages, 
which I have earaM with the fweat of my brows } I 
do not deny to pay thee thy wages, honeil Aodrew, 
cry*d the mafler; be but fo kind as to go along with 
me^ and by all the orders of kni^tbood in the world, I 
fwear^ I'll pay tbec every piece, aa I faid, nay and per^ 
Vol. I. D ftm'<l 
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liim^toboot*. ^ Yota may fpare yoar perfiirae> fait 
*' Dcm Quixote ; do bat pay lum in teab, and I am fatis- 
*' fied \ bat be fure yoa p^ribnn your oatli $ for if yoa 
'* failf I myieJf fweaf by the fane oath to return and 
** find you oat, and pnnifli yooj though you flioald bide 
** yourfelf as dofe as a Hxaid. And if yoa wohid be in- 
** fonn*d who 'tis that hys thefe hriooftiont on yoo^ that 
" yoa may underftand how highly it concerns you to ob- 
*' ferfe 'em, know, I am the Taloroos Don Quixote de 
*' la Mancha, the tighter of Wiongp, the revenger and 
*' redreflfer of grievaiices { and fo iarewel t Bat remember 
** what you have promnM and fwom, as yoa wUl'anfwer 
*' the contrary at your petti.** This faid, he dappM 
fpurs to Rosinante, and quidcly kft the mAfter and the 
nan a good way behind liim. 

The country-man, who fbllowM him witb both his 
eyes, no fooner perceived that he was pafs'd the woods, 
and quite oat of fight, bat he went back to his boy An* 
diew. Come, child, faid he, I will pay thee what t 
owe thee, as that tighter of wrongs, and redrefler of 
grievances has ordered me. Ay, quoth Andrew, on my 
word, you'Jl do well to fulfil the commands of that good 
knight, whom heaven grant long to live ; for he is fo 
brave a man, and fo juft a judge, that adad if you don't 
pay me he'll come back and make his words good. I dare 
fwear as much, anfwer'd the mafter ; and ro fliew thee 
bow much I love tbee, I am willing to increafe the debr, 
that I may enlarge the payment. \^i(h that he caught 
the youngfier by the arm, and ty'd him again to the 
tree ; where he handled him fo onmercifully, that fcarce 
any figns of life were left in him* Now caU yoor righter 

^ T^fiyw rtmm a thimr ftrfiaifi^ h « Sfamjh nr* 
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of wsmgSy Mr. Andrew, try*d the farmer, and ^fon flitlt 
fee be'li ne*er be able to undo what I hate done : though I 
Chiok *^is bac a part of what I ought to do, for I have a 
. g.^ mind to flea you alive, at you faid I would, you 
raical. However, he uotyM him at laft, and pve him 
leave to go and feek out his judge, in ofder to have hia 
decree f^Sc in execution. Andrew went Jiis ways not very 
well pleased you may be fure, yet fully refolv^d to find out 
th^ valorous I>on Quixote de la Mancha, and give him an 
txtSt account of tEe whole tranfa^ion, that he might 
pay the abofe with (even fold ufury : In. fliort, he CTept 
• off fobbing and weeping, while his mailer flaid behind 
Uughiog. And in thu mumer w|is this wrong redrefled 
hf the valorous Don Qtuxote de la Maocba. 

In the mean time, being highly plea fed with himitlf 
and what bad happened, imagining he had given a moft 
fertonate and noble beginning to his ieatt of arms, aa 
ht went 00 towards hit village, *' O moft beautiful of 
** beaoties,** faid he with a low voice, ** Dulcinea 
'* del Tobofi) I well may*ft thou deem thyfelf moft 
" iiappy, fince *twat thy good fbctune to captivate and 
'* bold a wilHog Have to thy pleaftire fo valorous and k* 
** jiowned a knt^t aa is, and ever fliail be, Don Qgixote 
'* de la Maocba \ who, as all the wocld knows, had the 
** honour of kmghthood beftowed on him but yefterday^ 
" and this da^ redreifed the gseateft wrong and grievance 
" that ever injuftice conld deGgO) or cruelty commit t 
^* This day hat he wiefled the fcoorge out of the handa 
*^ of fliat torawntor, who fi> immercifuUy treated a tender 
« infmt, withoot the leaft oeeafion ^7en.V Juftas he 
had iaid this, he found himiclf at a place wheie foar 
roadsvowt \ and this made him pte&ntly bethink of thofe 
croit-ways whldi often us*d to put kntghts^errant to a 
Ibnd, to confult with themfelvet which way they ihoiald 
take : And that he might follow their example, he flopp*d 
a-while, and after he had ferioofly reflected on the mat« 
ter, gave Rosinante the reins, fubje£ting hia own will to 
that of hit horfe^ who puHuUighis firiViotent^ took the 
way that ied to his own ftahle. 
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Don Qmxote bad not gone above two miles, but be 
jifcoverM a company of people riding towards hun, who 
provM to be merch ints of Toledo, that were going to buy 
filks in Murcia. They were fix in all, every onefcreenM 
with an umhiella^ befides four fervants on horfe-back, 
and three muleteers * on foot. The knight no fboner 
perceived *em, but he imagined this to be fome new ai- 
venture ; and becaufe he was refolv*d to imitate as much 
as poflible the pail&ges which he had read in his books, he 
was pleas*d to reprefent this to himfelf as fuch a particalar 
adventure as he had a fingular defire to meet with ; and 
fo, with a dreadful grace and aflurance, 6xing hunfelf in 
his ftirrups> couching his lan^j and covering his breafl 
with his target, he pofied himfelf in the middle of the 
toad, expefting the coming up of the foppofed knights- 
errant. As foon as they came within hearing, with a 
loud voice and haughty tone, *' Hold, cry*d be, jet all 
'^' mankind Ihnd, nor hope to pafs on fardier, anlefi all 
^* mankind acknowledge and confeis, that there is not 
''in the unlverie a more beautiful damfel than die em- 
** prels of La Mancha, the peerlefs Dulcinea del Tobofo." 
At thofe words the merchants made a halt^ to view the 
unaccountable figure of their opponent ; and eafily ^xi- 
je£iuring, both by his expreflion and difguife, that die 
poor gentleman had lofl his fenfes, they were wiUing to 
underftand the meaning of that ftrange coofeffion which 
he would force from them ; and therefore one of tbe com- 
pany, who lov'd and underftood rallery, having difcre- 
tion to manage it, undertook to talk to htm. **" Signor 
** cavalier, cry*d he, We do not know this worthy lady 
" you talk of; but be pleated to let os fee ber, aoid then 
** if we find her poflefs'd of thofe matchlefs charms, of 
** which you aflert her to be tbe midrefs, we will freely, 
** and without the leaft compulficm, own the truth 
*^ which yon would extort from us«*^ ** Had I once 
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'' Oewcd jfoo tbat bcnoty, leplyM Don Qoiioee, "WlHit 
** wooder woaU it be to acknowledge (o notoriocn a 
'' truth ? The importuce of the ihidg lies in obligiog 
*' ]poa to belkfe st, ctafeia it, affirm it> Aieear it, and 
*' mainrain it^ withont fedng her $ and therefore make 
*' this acknowfedfment this very moment, or koow^ 
*' *tis with me yon muft join in battle, ye prond and un- 
" lealboable mortals. Come one by one, as the laws of 
** cfahralry require, or all at once, acoxdiog to the dK- 
*^ honourable pradice of men of yoar fiamp \ here- I 
" expert you all my fingle felf, and will ftaod the en* 
" ooooter, confiding in the ja{Bce of my caufe.*' ** Sir 
<< knight *, leplyM the merchant, I befeech you, ia 
*^ the name of all the prinees here preient, that for the 
** diicharge of oar eoofiacncea, which wtU not permit m« 
**' affimB a thing we never heard or faw, and which* 
*^ befides, tends fo much to the difliooour of the on- 
** prefiea and qneem of Akaria and Eftremadora, your 
'^ worihip will vonchiafo m let as fee fome portraitnrtt 
** of tiiat lady, thoogh *twere no Ugger tiian a grain 
*' of wheat $ for by a fmall fample we may judge of 
^' the whole pieoe, and by that means reft fecure and, 
'^ fiitisfy^d, and yoa oootented and appeas*d. Nay, I 
** verily befieve, that we all find ourfcUes already fo in- 
** dinable to comply with you, that though her pi£hire 
*^ iboold reprefenther to be blind of one eye, and dldilling 
*' veimiilion and brimftone at the other, yet to oblige 
" you, we (boald be ready to lay in her favour what- 
*^ ever youa: wordiip dcfires.** ** Diftil, ye infamous 
" iboandrek, leplyM Don Quixote, in a burning rage! 
*' diftil, fay yoa ? Know, that nothing diftils from her 
** but amber and civet : neither is (he defedive in her 
• *f make or lhape> but more ftrelght than a Cuadaramlaii

jBg this, with his J'<tDce couched, he ran fo Airioaily at 
the merchant who thas provokM him, that had not good 
fortune fo ordered it, that Rozioante (hould ftumUe luid 
£dl io the mid ft of 1^ career, the audacious trifler had 
paid dear for his rallery : But as Rouxiaate ielly he tfarewr 
down his mafter^ who rollM and tumbled a good way on 
the ground, without beiog sAAe to get upon hit 1^» 
though he os*d all his fkill and flrength to tfftGt it, £o 
CDCumber*d he was with his lance, target, fpors, helinet, 
and the weight of his rufiy armour. However, in this 
helplefs copdition he pky*d the heroe with his tongue j 
** Stay, cry*d he, cowards, rafcab, do not fly I 'tis not 
*' through my fault that I lie here, but throu^ that of 
*' my horfe, ye poitroohal** 

One of the grooms, who was none of the beft«natar*d 
Creatures, hearing the overthrown knight thus infoleiitly 
txeat his mafter, could not bear it without returmng him 
sin anfwer on his ribs ; and therefore coming op to him, 
- as he Jay wallowing, he ibatch*d his lance, and bavihg 
broke it to pieces, he fo belaboured Don Quixote's fides 
with one of them, that, in fpite of his arms, he thra(h*d 
him like a wbeat-Aeaf. His mafter indeed caU*d to him 
not to lay him on fo vigoroufly, and to let him alone ; 
but the fellow, whofe hand was in, would not give over 
rib>roa(ling the knight, till he had tir*d out his paffion 
and hirofelf j and therefore running to the other pieces 
of the broken lance, he fell to it again without ceafiog, 
*till he had fplinttt*d them all oo the kn^ht*s iioa iodo-

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fare. He, oo hifi fide, aotwithftanding all thU ftonn of 
bailiniiioes^ lay ^ the while bellowing, threatning hea- 
ven and earthy and thofe vilUinous loffians, as. he took! 
them to be. At laft the mule-driver was tiiM, and the 
merchants poriu'd their journey, fufficiently farmih*d 
with matter of dlfcourfe at the poor knight's expeoce. 
When he found himfelf alone, he try*d once more to g^t 
on hit feet ; bat if he couM not do it when he had tfte 
oie of his limbs, how Hiould he do if now, bruis'd ahH 
batter'd as he was ? But yet for all this, he efteem'd 
himfelf a happy man, being flill perfuaded, thuhismif- 
^tone was one of thofe accidents common in knigbt- 
errantry, and fuch a one as he cou*d wholly attribute (o 
the falling of his horfe ; nor could he poflibly get up> fo 
&re and morti^*d as his body was all over.

A further account of our knigbrs mtfortuntSt 

DON Quixote perceiving that he was not able to ^^ 
ftir, refoIvM to have recourfe to his ufual remedy^ * ' 

which was to bethink himfelf what paffage in his books 
™ght afford hino fome comfort : And prefently . hi$ fdify ..■^'' . - 
"ought to his remembrance the ftory of Baldwin and thi" 
"oanjuis of Mantua, when Chariot left the former wouod- 
^ on the mountain ; a (lory learned and known by little 
children, not unknown to young men and women, cele- 
brated, and even believ*d, by the old, and yet not a jot 
more authenfack than the miracles of Mahomet, This 
feem'd to him as if made on purpofe for his prefent cir- 
^tnftancet, and therefore he fell a rolling and tumbling 
'P and down, exprefSng the greateft pain and refentment, 
and [breathing out, with a bnguifhing voice, the fame 
^plaints which the wounded knight of the wood is iaid 
^ we made: 

aim' 
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** Alas ! where are you, lady dear, 

" That for my woe you do not moin ? 

** You Ihde know what ails me here^ 
•* Or arc to me dlfloyal grown !" 

Thus he went on with the lamentations in that 
sunce^ till he caogp to thefe verfes : 

" O thou, my uncle and my prince^ 
*' Marquis of Mantua, noble lord 1 ■ 

When kind fortune ^ orderM it, that a plonghmaii, 
who liv*d in the fame village, and near his houle, hap- 
pett*d to pals by, as he came from the null with a fiick of 
wheat* The fellow feeing a ooan lie at his full length on 
the ground, aik*d him who he was, and why he made 
fach a fad complaint I Don Quixote, wkofe diftemperM 
brain prefently reprefented to him the country-man for the' 
marquis jof Mantua, his imaginary uncle, made him oo 
anfwer, but went on with the romance^ giving him an 
account of his misfortunes, and of the lovet of his wife, 
and the emperor*s fon, juft as the book relates 'em. The 
fellow ftar*d, much amazed to hear a man talk fuch unac- 
countable ftuff; and taking off the vizor of his helmet, 



* broken all to pieces with blows beftowM upon*t by the 
r, he wip*d off the duft that covered hb face. 



mule-driver. 



and prefently knew the gentleman. Mafler Quizada! 
cry*d he, (for fo he was properly callM when he had the 
right ufe of his fenfes, and bad not yet from a fober gen- 
' tleman transformed himfelf into a wandering kniaht) how 
'came you in this condition ? But the other continued bit 
Romance, and made no anfwers to all the queftions the 
country-nian put to him, but what followed in courfe in 
the book : Which the good man perceiving, he took off 
the battered adventurer's armour, as well as he could, and 
fell a iearching for his wounds ; but finding no 6gn ^ 
blood, or any other hurt, he endeavoured to let him upon 
his legs'; and at lad with a great deal of trouble, he 
'^'^av'd him upon his own aisj at being the more eaiy and 
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Seatk carriage : He alfo ^ot all the knight*8 arms toge- 
ther, not leaving behind fo mach as the fplinten of hit 
lance { and having ty'd 'em up, and ]aid *cm on RozK. 
lunte, which he took by the bridle, and his afs by the 
biter, he led *eoa all towards the vUiflge, an(l trudg*d a- 
foot hioifelf very pcnfive, while he refleAed on th% extra- 
va^ocies which he heard Don Qaixote utter. Nor ^S^% 
Don Qdxote himfelf leis melancholy, for he felt himfelf 
fo bn^d and mortifyM, that he could hardly fit on the 
aft ; and now and then be bteathM fuch grievous fighs, as 
feemM to pierce the very jlkies, which mov*d his compaf- 
fionate aeighboor once more to intreat him to declare to 
him the caufe of lus grief: But one 'would have itnaginM 
the devil prompted him with ftories, that had fon)e refem- 
blaoce of his drtumftances ; for in that infbnt, wholly 
forgetting Baldwin, he bethought himfelf of the moor 
Alnndarezj whom Rodrigo de Narvaez» Alcayde of Ante- 
qaera, ^k and carried prifoner to his caffie \ To that 
when the hoiband-man aik*d him how he did, and what 
ul'd )uiD ? he anfwered word for word as the prifoner 
Abindarez reply *d to Rodrigo de Narvaez, in the Diana of 
George de Monte-mayor, where that adventure is related \ 
tpplyiag it fo properly to his porpofe, that x!bt country* 
nan wiihM himfelf at the devil rather than within the 
^roig of fuch Grange nonfenfe \ and being^ now fully 
coovincM, that his neighbour's brains were turn*d, he 
BudetU the hafte he cooid to the village, to be rid of his 
troablefome loipertinencies. Don Quixote in the mein 
lime thus went <»: You muft know, Don Rodrigo de 
Karvaex, that this beautiful Xerifa, of whom I gave you 
*Q account, is at prefent the moft lovely Dulcinea del Tq- 
^fo, for whofe (ake I have done, ftill do, apd will at- 
thieve the moft famous deeds of chivalry that ever were, 
sre, pr ever (hall be feen in the univerfe. Good fir, re- 
V\y d the hu(band- man, as I'm a finner, I am not Don 
^Hgo de Narvaez, nor the marquis of Mantua, b.ut 
I*edro Alonfo by name, your worfhip's neighbour ; nor 
>n you Baldwin, nor Abindaraes, but only that worthy 
E^otleman Senior Quixada.- I know very well who I am^ 
^w«rM Don Qaixote \ and what's osorej I know, that 

Ijqpay 
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1 may Qot only be the perfons I have named, but alio the 
twelve peers of France, nay, and the nine worthies all ia 
one ; iince ^ly atchievements will cut>rival not only xhi 
famous exploits which made any of *em 6ngly Uluftxious^ 
but all their mighty deeds accumulated together. 

Thus difcourfing, they at laft got near their village 
about funofet ; but the country-man (bid at fonoe diftance 
till *twas dark^ that the diftrefled gentleman might not be 
feen fo fcurvily mounted, and then he led him hoi&e to 
his own houfe, which he found in great coofu6on. The 
curate and the barber of the village^ both of *efn Don 
Quixote*! intimate acquaintance, happened to be there at 
that jun^re, as alfo the houfe-keeper, who was argning 
with *em t What do you think, pray good do£lor Peres,£ud 
Ihe, (for this was the curate^s name) what do you think 
of my mafter^s mifchance ? ndther he, norhishoriej nor 
his target^ lance, nor armour have been feen thefe fix days.

on, have fet him befides his fenfes \ for now I tememfaeri 
I have heard him often mutter to himfelf, that he had a 
oiod to torn knight- errant, and jaunt op and down the 
world to find out adventures, lijfay Satan and B^rabbu 
e'en take all fuch books that have thus crackt the beft 
head-piece in aJll La Mancha ! His niece faid as miicb» ad- 
dbreffing herfelf to the barber : You muft.know, Mr. Ni- 
cholas, quoth (he, (for that was bis name) that maay 
dmes my uncle would read you thofe unconfdooable boob 
of dlfventures for eight and forty hours together } tbea 
away he'd throw you his book, and drawing his fword| 
he'd fail a fencing againft the walls ; and when he bad 
tir'd himfelf with cutting and (lafliiog, he would ciy, be 
had kiird four giants as big as any fieeples } and the fweat 
which he pot himfelf into, he would (ay, was the blood 
of the wounds he had redeived in the fight | then would 
he iwallow you a huge jug of cold water, and prefendy 
he'd be as quiet and as well as e*er he was in his life ; and 
he fiud, that thia iame water was a fort of prccioos driok 

brougibt 
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moghc him by the fage * Efquife a great magician, and 
lis fpecial friend. Now *tis I who am the caufe of all 
ius mifchiefy for not giving you timely notice of my un- 
rk^s raving, that yoa tm^i have put a flop to It, ere 
'twas too late, and have burnt all thefe excommunicated 
books } for ^ere are I don't know how many of them 
Jut deferve as much to be burnM as thofe of the rankeil 
bereticks. I am of your mind, faid the curate j and ve- 
rily to morrow flial) not pafs over before I have fairly 
Imnght *em to a trial, and condemn*d *em to the iUmes, 
that they may not minifter occafion to fuch as would read 
*em, to be perverted after the example of my good friend* 
The country- man, who with Don Qnixote ftood witboqt, 
liftomg to dl this difconrfe, now peife^ty under f^ood by 
this the canfe of his neighbour's diforder ; and there- 
fore, vritho^t any more ado, he called out aloud. Here ! 
boofe { open the gates there, for the lord Baldwin, and 
the lord marquis of Mantua, who is coming fadly wound- 
ed ; and for the moori(h lord Abindaraez, whom the va« 
loroos Don Rodrigo de Narvaez, Alcayde of Antequera^ 
brings prifoner. At which words they all got oat of doors | 
and the one finding it to be her uncle, and the other tq 
be her mafier, and the reft their friend, who had not yet 
alighted from the afs, becaufe indeed he was not able, they 
all ran to embrace him : to whom Don Quixote ; Forbear, 
laid he, for I am forely hurt, by reafon that my hoifc 
faird me ; carry me to bed, and if it be poffible let the 
eochantrefs ITrganda be fent for to core my wounds. Now, 
in the name of mifchief, quoth the houfe- keeper, fos 
whether I did not guefs right, on which foot my mafter 
halted ? come, get you to bed, I befeech you \ and, ipy 
life for yottr*s, weMl take care to cure you without fend- 
bg for that fame Urganda. A hearty curfe, and the curfe 
of CQfies, I iay it ag^in and again a hundred times, lighc 
opon thofe books of chivalry that have pat you In this

Here's the noble Don Platir, cry*d the barber. *Tis an 
old book) Bcflicd the Curate, and I can think of nothing 
in him that deferves a grain of pity x away with him^ 
«vitfaoaC any more words ; and down he went accordingly. 

Another book was openM, and it provM to be Th« 
koigfac of the crofs. The holy title, cryM the curate, 
Bugjbt in iboie meafure atone for the badneft of the book ; 
bot then, as the frying is, The devil lurh behind the cr»fs $ 
To the flames with him^ 

Then the barber taking down another book, cry'd. 
Here's The noirrour of knighthood. Oh ! I have the 
hooeor to know him, reply'd the curate. There yoo will 
6fld the lord Rinalde of Montalban, with his friends and 
companions, all of them greater thieves than Cacus, to<- 
Setbisr with the twelve peers of France, and that faithful 
liiftofiaD Turpin. Truly, I muft needs fay, I am only 
§6t condemning them to perpetual banishment, at leaft be** 
cattle their ^ry contains fomething of the famous * Boy- 
ardo's invention, out of which ^he Cbrifiian poet Ariofto 
alfo fpuQ his web i yet, if I happen to meet with him 
in thb bad company, and fpeaking in any other language 
than his own, I'll flirw him no manner of favour j but 
if he talks in his own native tongue, I'll tieat him witU 



• j4 famout Italian poet, author of ftveral eant§*i ef 
Orlando humoratOt from whom JSrioJio horrow^d a great 
part of hit Orlando Furiofi^ 
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all the refpe6l imaginable *. I have him at home ia 
Italian, (aid the barber> but I cannot underfUnd bin. 
Neither is it any great matter^ whether you do or not -|-, 
repIyM the curate ; and I could willingly have esKuaM the 
good captain who tranflated it that trouble of attempting 
to make him ipeak Spaniih, for he has deprived him of 

. a great AeaA of his primitive graces ; a nrisfortune incideot 
to all tbofe who pr^fame to tranflate verfes, fince their 
utpioft wit and indufby can never enable *em to in-eferve 
the native beauties and genius that fliine in the original. 
For thu reafon I am iot having not only this book, bat 
likewife all thofe which we {halt find here, treating of 
French affaits X^ laid up and ilepofited in fome dry vault, 
till we have maturely determined what ought to be done 
with *em } yet give me leave to except one Bamardo 
del Carpio, that muft be fomewhere here among the xe&, 
and another, call'd RoocefvaUes ; for whenever i meet 
with *em 1 irtrill certainly deliver *em up into the hands 
of the houfe-keeper, who ihall tofs them into the fiie. 
The barber gave his approbation to every particular, well 
knowing that the curate was fo good aiCbriftian, andfo 
great a lover of truth, that he would not have utter*d a 
falfity for all the world.

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ibr two things ; firft for its own excellencies ; aodj fe- 
condly^ for the fake of its author, who is faid to have 
been a learned king of Portugal : then all the adventure* 
of the caftle of Miraguarda are well and artfully manag*df 
the dialogue very courtly and clear, and the decorum 
ftri£^Iy obferved Vi equal chara^er, with equal propriety , 
and jydgnnent. Therefore, Mr. Nicholas, coontinu*d be, 
with fubmiflion to your better advice, this and Amadi* d« 
Gaol ihall be exempted from the fire ; and let all the reft 
be oondemnM without any further enquiry or examina* 
tion. By no means, I befeech you, return*d the barber^; 
for this which I have in my hai^ds is the famous Doo 
Bellianis. Truly, cry*d the curate* he, with his fe- 
condf third, and fourth parts, h^d- need of a dofe of 
Rhubarb to purge his exce^ive choler i befides, his cafUe 
of fame fliould be demolifli^d, and a heap of other rubt 
bifli removM ; in order to which I give my vote to grant 
*em the benefit of a reprieve \ and as they fhew figns of 
amendment, fo (hall mercy or juflice be us*d towards *em : 
30 the mean time, neighbour, cake *em into cufh>dy, and 
keep them fafe at home ; but let none be permitted to con- 
verfe with them. Content, cry*d the barber ; and to 
fave himfelf the labour of looking on any more books 
of that kind, he bid the houfe' keeper talce all the great 
volumes, and throw them into the yard« This was not 
fpoken to one ()upid or deaf, but to one who had a gKater 
snind to be burning them, than weaving the fineft and 
largefl web * : So that laying hold, on no lefs than eight 
volumes at once, fhe prefently made *em leap towards the 
place of execution : but as fhe went too eagerly to work, 
taking more books than fhe ^ould conveniently carry, ike 
happened to drop one at the barber*s feet, which he took 
up out of curiofity to fee what it was, and found it to be. 
the bifiory of the famous knight Tinnte-the White* 
Good- lack, a-day, cry*d th^ curate, is Tirante the White 
here ? Oh ! pray, good neighbour^ give it njie b)r all 
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means, for I promife myfelf to find in it a treafure of de- 
light, and a mine of recreaftiota. ' There we have that 
valorous knight * Don Kyiie-Eleifon of Montalbao, with 
liis brother Thomas of Montalban, and the knight Fon- 
feca ; the combat between the valorous Detriante and 
Alano ; the dainty and witty conceits of the damfel Pla- 
zerdemivida, with the loves and guiles of the widow Re- 
' pofada : together with the lady emprefs, that was in love 
with Hippolito her gentleman- u/her. I vow and protefl 
to you, neighbour, continued he» that in its way there is 
not a better book in the world : why here you . knights 
. eat and drink, deep and die natural deaths in their beds, 
'nay, and make their laft wills and teftaments ; with a 
world of other things, of whicl\ all the reft of thefe fort 
of books don^t fay one fyllable. Yet after all, I muft tell 
you, that for wilfully taking the pains to write fo many 
fooliih things, the worthy author fairly deferves to be fent 
to the galleys for all the days of his life. Take it home 
with you and read it, and then tell me whither I have told 
you the truth. or no. I believe you, reply*d the harber| 
but what (hall we do with all thefe fmaller books that are 
left ? Certainly, reply*d the curate, thefe cannot be books 
of knight-errantry, they are too fmall j youMI find they 
are only poets : and fo opening one, it happened to be the 
Diana of Montemayor ; which made him lay (believing aU 
the reft to be of that ftamp) thefe do not dcfervc to 
he puniihM like the others, for they neither have done, 
nor can do that mifchief which thofe fiories of chivalry 
have done, being generally ingenious books, that can do 
no body any prejudice. Oh! good Sir, cry*d the niece, 
burn *em with the reft, I befeech you $ for ihould my 
uncle get cur'd of his knight-errant frenzy, and betake 
himfelf to the reading of thefe books, we fliould have him 
turn ihephetd, and fo wander thro* the woods and fields ;

The gea- 
tlewomao b In the right, iaid the ctirate, and it will not 
beamiis to remove thatAumbling-block out of our friend^s 
way ; and fince we began with the Diana of Montemayor, 
I am of opinion we ought not to burn it, but only take 
out that part of it which treats of the magician Felicia, 
and the bchanted water, as alfb ail the longer poeois ; and 
let the work efcape with its profe, and the honour of be- 
ing the 6rft of that kind. Here*8 another Diana, quoth 
the barber, the feeond of that name, by Salmantinoj 
(of Salamanca) nay, and a third too, by Gil Polo. Pray, 
laid the curate. Jet Salmantino increafe the number of 
the ainunals in the yard j but as for that by Gil Polo, 
prefenre it as charily as if Apollo himfelf had wrote it } 
and go on as faft as yoacan, I befeech you, good neigh- 
bour, for it grows late. Here, quoth the barber, I've a 
book called the Ten books of the fortunes of love, by 
Anthonys de Lofraco, a Sardinian poet. Now, by my 
holy orders, cryM the curate, I do not thipk fince Apollo 
was Apollo, the mufes mufes, and the poets poets, there 
was ever a more comical, more whimfical book. Of all 
the works of the kind commend me to this, for in it^ 
way *tis certainly the heft and rooft fingular that ever was 
pobliih'd, and he that never read it, may fafely think he 
never in his life read any thing that was pleafant.

Had there 
been fewer of *em, faid the curate, they wculd have been 
note eft6em*d. 'Tis at the book ihould be pruo'd and

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clear*d of fevenl trifles that difgrace the teft : keep it 
however, becaufe the author is my friend, and for the 
fake of his other more 'heroick and lofty produ£tions. 
Here*s a book of fongs by Lopez Maldonardo, cry*d the 
barber. He*s aifo my particular friend, faid the curate : 
his verfes are very well llkM when he reads them himfelf^ 
and his vdce is fo excellent, that they charm us when- 
ever he fmgs *em. He feems indeed to be fomewhat too 
long in his eclogues \ but can we ever have too much of 
a good thing ? Let him be prefervM anoong the befit 
What*6 the next book ? The Galatea of Miguel de Cer- 
vantes, replyM the barber. That Cervantes hat been 
my intimate acquaintance thefe many years, cry*d the 
curate ; and I know be has been more converfant with 
misfortunes than with poetry. His booh indeed has I 
don*t know what that looks like a good delign ; he aims 
at fomething, but concludes nothing ; therefore we ujuft 
ftay for the fecond part, which he has promised us * ^ 
perhaps he may make us amends, and obtain a full par- 
don, which is denied him for} the prefent ; till that time 
keep him clofe prifoner at your houfe. I will, quotb 
the barber : but fee, I have here three more for you. 
The Araucana of Don Abnfo de Ercilla, The Aufiiradi 
of Juan Ruffo, a magidrate of Cordooa, and the Monfer- 
rato '^f Chriftopher dc Virves, a Valencian poet. Thefe, 
cry*d the curate, are the beft heroick poems we have in 
. Spanish, and may vie with the mofi; celebrated of Italy : 
referve him as the mod valuable performance which Spain 
has to boaft of in poetry. 

At laft the curate grew fo tir'd with prying into ib 
many volumes, that he ordered, all the reft to be burnt at

CHAP. VJI. 
Don Quixott'tfecMdfaily in qutfi of advenittns, 

WHILE they were thus employed, Don Quixote 
in a raving fit began to talk aloud to himlelf : 
Here, here, valorous knights, cry*d he, now^s the time 
that you muft exert the firength of your mighty arms j 
for lo, the oouttiers bear away the honour of the tourni- 
ment. This amazing outcry called awiiy the inquifitois 
from any further examination of the library ; and there- 
fore the houfe-keeper and the niece being left to their 
own difcretion, 'tis thought the Carolea, and Leo of 
Spain, with the deeds of the emperor, written by Don 
I^wis d* Avila, which to be fure were part of the col« 
lection, were committed to the flames unfeen and unheard, 
vrithout any legal trial $ a fate which perhaps they migh;c 
have eCcap'd, had the curate been there to have weighM 
what might have been urg'd in their defeiKe. 

When they came into Don Quixote's chamber, they 
found him rifen out of bis bed as mad as ever he was, 
tearing hts throat, and making a heavy bofile, laying 
about him with his fword back-ftroke and fore^iiroke, as 
broad awak6 as if he had never ilept. They ran in upon 
him, caught him in their arms^ and carry'd him to bed 
'g'in by main force ; where, after he was fomewhat quiet 
snd fettled, turning himfelf to the curate. Certainly, 
cry'd he, my lord archbiihop Turpin, 'tis a great didio- 
iK>Dr to us who are call'd the twelve peers, to fuffer the 
luights of the court to bear away the honour of the 
tottrnament without any further oppofition, after we the 
^night^adventurers had carry'd it for three days before. 
^ pacify *d, my good f^eod, reply'd the curate 5 fortune 

may 
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may have yet a better fucceia \n referve for yooi and thcf 
who lofe to day may win to morrow & at prefeot think on 
your health, for doubtlela you maft neadf be qow e^* 
tremely tirM, If not very muc|i wounded. Wounded ! 
reply*d Don Quixote, no ; but as for being broisM^ I will 
not deny it, for that bafe>born knight Don Orlando has 
battered all my limbs with the trunk of an oak, oat of 
meer envy, becaufe he fees that I only dare rival his ex- 
ploits : but ooay I no more be called Rinaldo of MoataU 
ban, if, in fpite of his inchantments, I do not make him 
feverely pay for this as foon at I can leave my bed i and 
therefore let my dinner be brought 'in, for. *tts what I 
want mofl; at this jun^ure, and then let me alone to re- 
venge this abufe. Accordingly they brought him iomc 
vi£luals, which when he had eaten, he fell afleep agaioy 
and they left him, all of them ftpangely amas*d at his 
onoommon madne&. That night the houfe- keeper burnt 
all the books, not only thofe in the yard, but all tboCe 
that were in the houfe ; and feveral fufFerM in the gene- 
ral calamity, that deferv*d to have been treafuY^d up in 
cverlafting archives, had not their fate and the remidaeft 
of the Inquiiitors orderM it otherwise. And thus they ve- 
xifyM the proverb, that tl?e goo4 ((fienfare tbt vo^rfefar 
the had. 

One of the expedients which the carate and the barber 
bethought themfelves of, in order to their friend's rccoT 
very, was to ftop up the door of the room where his books 
lay, that he might not find it, nor mi& them when he 
rofe J for they hop*d the effe^ would ceafe when they 
had taken away the caufe ; and they order*d, that if he 
enquired about it, they (hould tell him^ that a certain io- 
chanter had carryM away fiudy, books and all. Two days 
after, Don Ouixote being got up, the firfi thing he did 
was to go vifit his darling books ) and as he could not find 
the fiody in the phce where he had left it, he went up 
and down, and lookM for it in every room. Somctnnes 
he came to the place where the door U8*d to ftand, and 
then ftood feeling and groping about a good while, then 
caft his eyes, and ftar*d on &very fide, without fpcaking 

vor4t At i^, after a long deliberation, bp thought fit 
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to afk his faoufe- keeper which was tbeiway to h!s ftudj ? 
"What ftudy, (anfwer'd the woman, according to her io- 
i^ru^oos) or rather^ what nothiitg is it you look for f 
alas ! here's neither fbdy nor books in the houfe now, 
for the devil is ttin away with them all. No, 'twas not 
the devil, faid the niece, but a conjurer, or an inchanter, 
as they call *em, who, fince yon went, came hither one 
night mounted on a dragon o*th' top of a cloud, and then 
alighting, went into yoUr fhidy, where what he did, he 
and the devH beft can tell, for a while after, he flew oat 
at the roof of the houfe, leaving it all full of fmoke 9 
and when We' went to fee what he had done, we could 
neither find the books, nor fo much as the very ftudy ; 
only the houfe- keeper and I very Well remember, that 
when the old thief wcfnt away, he cry*d out aloud, that 
oat of a private grudge which he bore in his mind to the 
owner of thofe books, he had done the houfe a mifchief^ 
as we fliould foon perceive ; and then I think he callM 
himfelf the lage Muniaton. Not Muniaton, but * Fref- 
ton you fliould have faid, cry*d Don Quixote. Troly^ 
qaoth the niece, I can't tell whether it was Frefton or 
Frifton, but fure I am that his name ended with a ton. 
'Tis fo, retnrn'd Don Quixote, for he is a famous necro- 
mancer, and my mortal enemy, and bears me a great 
deal of malice \ for feeing by his art, that in fpite of aU 
his fpells, in ^roceft of timti I fliall fight and vanquish in 
fmgle combat a knight whofe intereft he efpoufes, there- 
fore he endeavours to dome all manner of mifchief ^ but I 
dare aiTure him, that he ftrives againft the Aream, nor 
can his power reverfe the firft decrees of fate. Who doubts 
of that? cry*d the niece: but, dear uncle, what makes 
yoa run your felf into thefe quarrels ? had not you better 
ftay at home, and live in peace and quietne(s, than go 
rambling up and down like a vagabond, and feekiftg for 
better bread than is made of wheat, without once fo 
much as oonfidering, that many go to feek wool, and 
come home (horn themfelves ? Ob, good niece, reply'd 
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Don Quixote, how ill thou underftandeft thefe matten I 
know, that before V\\ fufter my felf to be fhorn, I'll tear 
and pluck off the beards of all tbofe audacious mortals, 
that ihall attempt to profane the tip of one fingW hair 
within the verge of thefe muftachoes. To this neither 
the niece nor the goverheis thought fit to make any re- 
ply, for they percciv'd the knight to grow angry. Full 
fifteen d^ys did our knight retnain quietly at home^ with- 
out betraying the leaft Hgn bf his defire to renew bis ram- 
bling \ during which time there pafs^d a great deal of 
pleafant difcourfe between him and his two niends the cu- 
rate and the barber \ while he maintained, that there was 
nothing the world ftood fb much in need of as knigha- 
errant ; wherefore he was refolvM to revive the order : in 
which difputes Mr. Curate fometimes contradicted him, 
and fometimes fubmitted ; for had he not now and then 
given way to his fancies, there would have been no con- 
verfing with him. 

In the mean time Don Quixote earneflly foilicited one 
of his neighbours, a country-labourer, and a good hooeil 
fellow, if we may call a poor man honeft, for he was 
poor indeed, poor in purfe, and pooc in brains ; and, in 
ihort, the knight talk'd To long to him, ply*d him with 
fo many arguments, and made him fo many fair promife-s 
that at lafl; the poor filly clown confented to go along with 
him, and become his iQ^uire. Among other inducemeocs 
to entice him to do it willingly, Don Quixote forgot not 
to tell him, that 'twas likely £uch an adventure would 
prefent it felf, as might fecure him the conqueft of feme 
ifland in the time that he might be picking up a ftraw or 
two, and then the fquire might promi(e himfelf to be 
made governor of the place. Allur'd with thefe large 
promUes, and many others, Sancho Panca (for that was 
the name of the fellow) forfook his wife and childreo to 
be his neighbour's fquire. 

This done, Don Quixote made it his bufine& to fumiih 
himfelf with money \ to which porpofe, felling one houle, 
mortga^ng another, and lofiog by all, be at Uft got « 
pretty good fum together. He aifo borrowed a target of > 
friend, and having patchM up his head> piece and beaver 
well as he couid^ he gave bis fquire notice of the dsy 

% ajx 
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atid boar when he intended to fet out, that he might alfo 
fvm&k himfelf with what he thought neceffaryj but 
al)ove all he charg*d him to provide himfelf with a wal- 
let ; which Sancho promis'd to do, telling him he wouM 
alio take his a(s along with him, which being a very good 
one, alight be a great eafe to him, for he was not usM to 
travel much a-foot. The mentioning of the afs made the 
noble knight paufe a while ; he mus*d and ponderM whe- 
ther he had ever read of any knight-errant, whofe fquire i 
usM to ride upon an afs \ but he could not remember 
any precedent for it : however, he gave him leave at laft 
to bring his afs, hoping to mount him more honourably 
with the firft opportunity, by unhorfing the next difcour- 
tedus knight he (hould meet. He alfo fumifhed himfelf 1 
with fldrts, and as many other neceHaries as he could con- 
▼eniently carry, according to the inn-keepers injunctions* 
"Which being done, Sancho Pan^a, without bidding either 
hu wife orbhildrefl good- by 3 and Don Quixote, without 
taking any more notice of bis houfe-keeper or of his 
oiece, ftole out of the village one nieht, not fo much as 
fufpe£led by any body, and made fucb nafte, that by break 
of day they thought themfelves out of reach, ihould the/ 
happen to be purfucd. A^ for Sancho Pan^a, he rode like 
a patriarch, with his canvas knapfack, or wallet, and 
his leathern bottle, having a huge defire to fee himfelf 
goveraour of the i(!and^ which his mailer had pi^omifed 
him. 

Don Quixote happenM to flrike into the fame roadf 
which he took the time before, that is, the plains of 
Montiel, over which he traveird with lefs inconveniency 
than when he went alone,* by reafon it was yet early in' 
the morning \ at which time the fun-b6ams being almoft 
parallel to the fur face of the earth, and not dire£tly dart- 
ed down, as in the middle of the day, did not prove fo' 
ofienfive. As they joggM on, I befeech your worfhip,' 
fir knight- errant, quoih Sancho to his mafter, be fure' 
you don't forget what you promisM me about the iOand ; 
for I dare fay I fhiil mkke (hift to govern it, let it be ne* 
ver fo big. Vou mufl know, friend Sancho, repIyM Don 
Quixote, that it has been the conlhat practice of knighte-

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errant in former ages» to make their fquires governoun 
of the iflands or kingdoms they conquerM : now 1 am not 
only refolv^d to keep up that laudable coftom, but even 
to improve it, and outdo my predeceilbrs in generofity : 
for whereas fometimes, or rather moft commonly^ other 
knights delayed rewarding their fquires till they were growa 
old^ and worn out with fervice, bad days, worfe nights, 
and all manner of bard duty, and then put them oflF with 
fome title, either of count, or at leaf) marquefs of ibmc 
valley or province, of great or froall extent $ now, if 
thou and I do but live, it may happen, that before we 
have pafsM fix days together, I may conquer (vm^ king> 
dom, having many other kingdoms annexed to its imperial 
crown J and this would fall out moft luckily for thee \ for 
then would I prefently crown thee king of one of them. 
Nor do thou imagine this to be a mighty matter j for Ca 
ftrange accidents and revolutions, fo fudden and fo unfo/e- 
iceo, attend the profeffion of chivalry, that I might eafi- 
ly give thee a great deal more than 1 Iwve promifed. Why, 
'Ihould this come to pafs, quoth Sancho Pan^a, and I>be 
made' a king by fome fuch miracle, as your worfblp dp, 
then happy be lucky, my Whither-d*ye-go Mary Gutiero 
wou^d be at lead a queen, and my children infantas and 
princes, an\ like your worfhip. Who doubts of that ? 
cry'd Don Quixote ? I doubt of ir,VepIy'd Sancbo l*anca i 
for I can't help believing, that though it /hould rain king- 
doms down upon the face of the earth, not one of tbem 
would fit well upon Mary Gutiercz*s head | for I moC 
needs tell you, ihe's not worth two brafs jacks to make a 
queen of : no, countefs would -be better for her, an^t 
pleafe you ; aod that too, God help her, will be as much 
as (he can hacdfomely manage. Recommend the matter 
to providence, return'd Don Quixote, *twiH be fure to 
give what is moft expedient for thee j but yet dii'dain to 
entertain inferiour thoughts, and be not tempted to ac- 
r,-pt lefs than the dignity ofa vice-roy. No more I won't, 
fir, quoth Sancho, efpecially fince I have fo rare a mafter 
as your wor/hip, who will take care to ^ve me whatever 
''V be fit for m€, and what 1 may be able to deal with. 

CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIII. 

Of the good faccefs tobicb the valaroui Don Quixote bad in 
the moft ttrtifying and niver-U-b€-imagin''d adventure of 
the tvind-mi/Isj tvith other trarJaSiiom worthy to be 
tTMJmitted to pofterity, 

AS they were thus difcourfing, they difirovet'd fome 
thirty or forty wind-mills^ that are in that plain j 
and as foon as the knight had fpy*d them, Fortune, cry*d 
he, directs our affairs better than we our felves could have 
wtfh*d : look yonder, friend Sancho, there are at lead 
thirty outrageous giants, whom I intend to encounter ; 
and having depriv'd them of life, we will begin to enrich 
our felves with their fpoils : for they are lawful prize j 
and the extirpation of that curfed brood will be an accept- 
able fervice to heaven. What giants, quoth Sancho Pan- 
ja ? Thofe whom thou fee' ft yonder, arifwer*d Don 
Qmxote, with their long extended arms ; feme of that 
detefied race have arms of fo immenfe a fize, that fome- 
toraes they reach two leagues in length. Pray look better, 
Sir, quoth Sancho ; thofe things yonder are no giants, but 
wind. mills, and the arms you fancy, are their fails, whicn 
being whirled about by the wind, make the mill go. 'Tis 
a fign, cry*d Don Quixote, thou art but little acquamted 
with adventures ! I tell thee, they are giants ; and there- 
wre if thou art afraid, go afide*and fa) thy. prayers, for 
I am refolv'd to engage in a dreadful unequal combat 
agaioft them all. This faid, he clapp'd fpurs to his horfe 
^orinante, without giving ear to his fquire Sancho, who 
fcawl'd out to him, and affur'd him, that they were wind- 
wills, and no giants. But he was fo fully poflefsM with a 
ftrong conceit of the contrary, that he did not fo much as 
hear his fquire*s outcry, nor was he fenfible of what they 
were^ although he was already very near them : far from 
that. Stand, cowards, cry*d he as loud as he could ; ftand 
your ground, ignoble creatures,and fly not bafely froma finglc 
anight, who dares encounter you all. At the fame time 
"»e wind rifing, the mill-fails began to move, which, 
vhen Don Quixotfe fpy'd, Bafe mifcreants^ cryM he, 
\ Fa ihougV 
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fhough you move more arms than the giant Briareos, job 
ihall pay for your arrogance. He moil devoutly recom- 
mended bimfelf to his lady Dulcine<), imploring her afiifi' 
ance in this perilous adventure \ 'and fo covering himfelf 
with his ihield, and couching his l^nce, he rufli*d with 
Rozinante*s utmoft fpeed upon the firft wind-mili he could 
come at, and running his lance into the fail, the wind 
whirled it about with fuch fwiftneG, that the rapidity of 
the motion prefently broke the lance into (hiverSy and 
hurlM away both knight and horfe along with it, till 
down he fell rolling a good way off in the field. Sancho 
Pan^a ran as faft as his afs could driye to help hb mafteri 
whom he found lying, and not able to flir, fu(:h a blow he 
and Rozinante had received. Mercy o*me 1 cry*d Sancho, 
did not I give your worfhip fair warning ? did not I tell 
you they were wind-mills, and that nobody could think 
otherwife; unlefs he had alfo wind-mills in his head ? 
Peace, friend Sancho, reply*d Don Quixote : there ii 
nothing fo fubje£l: to the inconAancy of fortune as war. I 
am verily perfwaded, that curfed neaomancer FreAoo, 
who carry *d away my fiudy and my books, has traosform'd 
thefe giants into wind*mills, to deprive me of the hoooar 
of the vi£tory ; fuch is his inveterate malice againft me x 
hut in the end, all his pernicious wiles and ftratagems 
ihall prove ine(fe£lual againft the prevailing edge of my 
fword. ^1we/i^fay I^replyM Sancho ; and fo heaving him up 
again upon his legs, once more the knight mounted poor 
Rozinfknte, that was half {houlder-flipp*d with his fall. 

This adventure was the fubje^ of their difcourfe, U 
they made the beft of their way towards the pafs of 
JLapice * ; for Don Quixote took that road, believing be 
could not mifs of adventures in one fo pnightily freqoeotedt 
However, the lo(s of hi$ lance was no fqiall a01idtioa to 
him j and as he was making his complaint about it to hii 
f^uire, I have leadj faid he, friend Sancho, that a cer«

gas, having broken his fwcrd in the he^t of an engage- 
ment, puU'd up by the roots a huge oak-tree, or at lead 
tore down a maffy branch, and did fuch wonderful execu- 
tion^ cruOiing and grinding fo many Moors with it that 
day, that he won himfelf and his pofterity the firname of 
f The Pounder, or Bruifer. I tell thee this, bccaufc I 
ihtend to tear up the next oak, or holm- tree we meet j 
with the trunk whereof I hope to perform fuch wondrous 
deeds, that thou wilt eAeem thy felf particularly happy 
10 having had the honour to behold them, and been the 
ocular wltnefs of atchievements which pofterity will fcarce 
be able to believe. Heaven grant you may,cry*d Sancho : I 
believe it all, becaufe your worfhip fays it. But, an*t pleafc " 
yoQ,fit a little more upright in your faddle ; you ride fide* 
ling methinks ; but that, I fuppofe, proceeds from your 
being bnii8*d by the fall. It does fo, replyM Don Quixote ; 
and if I do not complain of the pain, 'tis becaufe a knight- 
errant muft never complain of "his wounds, though his 
bowels were dropping out through 'em. Then I've no ^pore 
to fay, quoth Sancho ; and yet heaven knows my heart, 
I (hoQ^d be glad to hear your worfhip hone a little now and 
then when fomething ails you : for my part, I (hall not 
fell to bemoan my felf when I fuffer the fmalleft pain, 
nnlefs indeed it can be proved, that the rule of not com- 
plaining extends to the fquires as well as knights. Don 
Quixote could not forbear fmiling at the fimp! icily of his 
fquirc ; and told him he gave him leave to complain not 
only when he plcas*d^ but as much as he pleas'd, whether 
he had any caufc or no ; for he had never yet read any thing 
to the contrary in any books of chivalry. Sancho dcfir'd 
him, however, to confider, that 'twas high time to go 
to ditiner ; but his maftcr anfwcr'd him, that he might 
eat whenever he pleas'd j as for himfelf, he was not yet 
dirpos*d to do it. Sancho having thus obtained leave, 
fix*d himfelf as orderly as he couM upon his afs ; and 
taking fome victuals out of his wallet, fell to munching 

t Machuca, fitm Machocar, to ^gund in a mrtar.

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ludily gs he rode behind his mafter j and ever and snoa 
he lifted his bottle to his nofe, and fetched fuch heart/ 
pulls, that it would have made the beft pamperM vintner 
in Malaga a-dry to have feen him. While he thu^ went 
on ftufhng and fwilling, he did not think in the lea^ nf 
all his mafter*s great promifes j; and was fo far from efteem- 
injg it a trouble to travel in queft of adventures, that be 
fancy 'd it to be the greateft pleasure In the world, though 
they were never fo dreadful. 

In fine, they pafs'd that night under fome trees $ froor 
one of which Don Quixote tore a wither *d branch, which 
in fome fort was able to ferve him for a lance, and to this 
he fix*d the head or fpear of his broken lance. Bnt he 
did not fleep all that night, keeping his thoughts intent 
on his dear Dulcinea, in imitation of what he bad read in 
books of chivalry, where the knights pals that time, 
without peep, in forefls and defarts, wholly taken np 
with the entertaining thoughts of their abfent naiftrefies. 
As for Sancho, he did not fpend the night at that idle 
rate ; for having his paunch well duflfM with roroething 
more fubftantial than dandelion- water, he made but one 
nap of it ; and had not his mailer wak*d him, neither 
the fprightly beams which the fun darted on his face, nor 
the melody of the birds,that chearfully one very branch wel- 
comed the fmiling morn, wou*d have been able to have 
made him ftir. As he got up, to clear his eye-fight, be 
took two or three long-winded fwigs at his friendly bottle 
for a morning's draught ; but he found it fomewhat light- 
er than it was the night before ; which misfortune went 
to his very heart, for he (hrewdly miArufled that he wai 
not in a way to cure it of that diftemper as foon as be 
could have wifliM. On the other fide, Don Quaote 
wou'd not break faft, having been feafting all night oo the 
more delicate and faveury thoughts of his miftrefs | and 
therefore they went on dire£lly towards the pais of La* 
pice, which they difcover*d about three a-clock. When 
they came near it. Here it is, brother Sancho, did Don 
Quixote, that we may wanton, and as it were, throft our 
arms up to the very elbows, in that which we call adven* 
^^'es. But let me givti tkee one neccilary caution i know,. 

that 
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that tho* tboo flioald*ft fee me in the greateft extremity, 
of d^nger^ thou xnuft. not offer to draw thy fword io my 
6%icu^t unleis thou 6ndeft me affifaulted by hafe plebeians 
aj>d tA^ ^uodrelB ; for in Tach a cafe thou may*ft alfiil 
thy na^fifir : but if tbofe with whom I am fighting are 
knighis, thou muft not do it j for the lawa of chivalry do 
not aliidw thee to encounter a knight, till thou art one thy 
felf. . Never fear, quoth Sancho ; IMl be fore to obey your 
worihip in that, I*U warrant you ; for I've ever lov'd 
peaoe and qoietnefs, and never car'd to thtuft my felf into 
frays ^qd quarrels : and yet 1 don*t care to take blows at 
any oP6*a hands neither j and {faou*d any knight offer to 
iet upon me fitft, I fancy I fliou*d hardly mind your laws ; 
for all laws, whether of God or rtan, allow one to ftand 
in his own defence if any offer to do him a mifchief* I 
agree to that, reply 'd Don Quixote 4 but as for helping 
inc agaioft any knights, thou muft fct bounds to thy na- 
tural iropulfes. I'll We fure to do it, quoth Sancho ; ne'et 
troft me if I don't keep your commandment as well as I 
do die iabbatb. 

As they were talking, they fpy'd coming towards them 
two monks of the order of St. Bencdift mounted on two 
dromedaries, for the mules on which they rode were fo 
higjb and ftately> that they feem'd little lefe. They wore 
tidingfmaiks, with glaffes at the eyes, againft the doft* 
and umbrjella's to ihelter them from the fun. After them 
came s coach, with four or five men on horfeback, and 
tw:o muleteers on f^t. There pov'd to be in the coach a 
Biifcayaa lady, who wa^oing to Seville to meet her huf- 
hand, that was there in order to embark for the Indies, 
to take poffeffion of a confiderable poft. Scarce had Don 
Quixote perceiv'd the monks, who were not of the ftnjc 
company, though they went the fame way, but he cry'd 
to lus fquxre. Either I am dccei?*d, or this will prove the 
mofi famous adventure that ever was known 5 for without 
all nuefUonthofe 'two black things that move towards us 
isvft be fome necromancers, that are carrying away by 
force fome princefs in that coach 5 aad 'tis my duty to 
prevent fo jrcat an injury. I fear mc this will prove a 
woiic jobu than the ^yiad-mills, quoth Sancho, *Slifc, Sir

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4on't you fee thefe are Benediftin friars, and 'tis likely J 

the coach belongs to feme travellen that are in*t : there- 1 

fore onoe more take warning, and don*t you be led away 9 

by the devil. I have alieady told thee, Sancho, reply '3 j 

Don Quixote, thot; art miferably ignorant in matters of 

adventures : what I fay is tru6, and thou (halt find it ib 

prefently. This faid, he fpttrr*d on his horfe, and pofted 

hinofelf juft in the midft of the road where the monks 

were to pafs. And when they came wiihin hearing, CureM 

implements of heU, cry^d he io a Icud and haughty tone, 

immediately releafe thofe high-born princefles whom yoo 

are violently conveying away in the coach, or eUe 

prepare to meet with infhnt death, as the juft puni0i- 

ment of your pernicious deeds. The monks flopp*d their 

mules, no lefs aftonifiiM at the figure, than at the expref- 

fions of the fpeaker. Sir knight, cry*d they, we trt no 

fuch perfons as yOu are pleased to term us, but reHgiom 

men, of the order of St. Benedi£l, that travel about out 

affairs ; and are wholly ignorant whether or no there are 

apy princefles carry M away by force in that coach. Fm 

not to be deceived with fair words, replyM Don Quixote ; 

1 know yoo well enough, perfidious caitiffs ; and imme* 

diately, without expelling their reply, he fet fpurs to Ro- 

finante, and- ran fo furioufly, with his lance coach*d, 

againft the firft monk, that if he had not prudently flung 

himfelf otf to the ground, the knight would certainly 

have laid him either dezd.or grievoufly wounded. The other 

obfcrving the difcourteoiis ufage of his companion, clapped 

his heels to his over-grcwn mule^s flanks^ and fcour*d 

o*er the plain as if he had been running a race with the 

.wind. Sanrho Panca no fooner faw the monk fall, but be 

nimbly fkippM ofF bis afs, and running to him, began to 

ftrtp him immediately, but then the two moleteen, who 

waited on the monks, came up to him, and aik*d why he 

oflPer*d to ilrip him ? Sancho told tliem, that thu belong'd 

to him as lawful plunder, being the fpoils won in battle 

by his lord and mailer Don Quixote. The fallows, with 

«fhom there was no jef^ing, not knowing what he meant 

by his fpoils and battle, and feeing Don Quixote at a good 

diftancc in deep difcourfe by the fide of the coach, fell 

both 
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))Otli upon poor S^cho^ threw him down, tore his bearcl 
from bis chin, trampled on his guts^ thump*d and roaol*d 
hitn b every )iart of his carcafe, and there left him fpraw- 
Jing without breath or motion* In the 'mean while the 
monk, feared out of his wits, and as pale as a ghoft, got 
ppon h^ mule again as fad as he cou*d, and fpurrM after 
bis friend » who ftaid for him at a diftance, expelling the 
iflfoe of thi» firange adventure ; bat being unwilling to ftay 
to fee the cod of it, they made the beft of their way, oiak* 
ing more figos of the crofs than if the devil had been 
poding after them. 

Don Qjiixote, as I faid, was all that while engaged 
with the lady io the coach. Lady, cry*d he, your dif- 
cretion is now at liberty to difpofe of your beautiful felf 
as yo(^ pleafe ; for the prefumptuous arrogance of thoTe 
who attempted to enflave your perfon lies proftrate in the 
duft, overthrown by this my ftreouous arm : and that 
you may not be at a lofs for the name of your deliverer. 
Know 1 am callM Don Quixote de la Mancha, by pro-^ 
feflion a knight- errant and adventurer, captive to that 
peerleis beauty Donna Dulcinea del Tobofo : nor do I de- 
iire zxx^ other recompence for the fervice I have done you, 
but that you return to Tobofo to prefent your felves tq 
that lady, and let her know what I have done to purchafis 
your deliverance. To this flrange talk, a certain Bifcayan^ 
the lady*8 fquire, gentleraan-uflier, or what you*ll pleafe 
to call him, who lode along with the coach, liftei)*d with 
great attention \ and perceiving that Don Quixote not only 
Aopped the coach, but would have it prefently gO back to 
Tobofo, he bore .briikly up to him, and laying hold on 
his lance, '' Get gone,'* cry*d he to him in bad Spaniiht 
>nd worfe B>(cayan *, " Get gone thou knight, and devil 
" go with thou I or by he who xpe create, if thou do not 
" leave the coach, ine kill thee now io fure as me 
*' be a Bifcaya^.*' Don Quixote, who made fliift to

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underftand him well enough, very calmly made him th« 
anfwer : Wert thou a gentleman *, as thoU art not, er< 
this I would have chaftisM thy infolence and temcriryji 
thou inconfiderable mortal. What ! me no gentleman I 
reply'd the Btfcayan j I fwear thou be liar, as me hi 
Chriftian. If thou throw away lance, and draw fwordj 
me will make no more of thee than cat does of iXKHife 3 
me will (hew thee me be Bifcayan, and gentleman by 
land, gentleman by fea, gentlem-'n in fpite of devil ; and 
thou lye if thou fay contrary. 1*11 try titles with you, as 
the roan faid, reply'd DonQu'xote ; and with that throw- 
ing away his lance, he drew his fword,' grafp'd his target, 
and attacked the Bifciyan, fully bent on hir'deftrudion. 
The Bifcayan feeing him come on fo fiinoufly, would 
gladly have alightet^, not truftiiig to his mule, which was 
one of thofe fcur^y jades that are let out to hire ; but all 
he had time to do was only to draw his fword, and fnatch 
a cufbion out of the coach to ferve him inftead of a ihield ; 
and immediately they alTaulted one another with all the 
fury of mortal enemies. The by ftanders did all they 
could to prevent their fighting ; but *twas in vain, for the 
Bifcayan fwore in his gibberiih he would kill his very 
lady, and ail thofe who prefum'd to hinder him, if they 
would not let him fight. The lady in the coach being 
extremely affrighted at thefe paflages, made her coach- 
man drive out of harm*s-way, and at adiftance was so 
cye-witnefs of the furious combat. At the fame tiifie the 
Bifcayan let fall fuch a mighty blow on Don Quixote's 
fhoutder over his target, that had not his armour beeo 
fword-proof he would have cleft him down to the very 
waitt. The knight feeling the weight of that unmca- 
•furable blow, cry'd out aloud, Oh ! lady of my fool, 
Duldnea ! flower of all beauty, vouchfafe to fuccour your 
champion in this dangerous combat, undertaken to fet 
forth your worth. The breathing out of this ihort pirayer,

the 
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the griping ftft oi hb fword, the covering of himfelf with- 
his {hield, and the charging of his enemy, was but the 
work of a moment j for Don Quixote was refolv*d to ven- 
ture the fortune of the combat all upon one blow. The 
Bifcayu), who read his defign in hfs'dreadfol c<»Qntenance, 
refolv'd Co face him with equal hravety, apd Aaad the 
terrible ibock, with up-lifted fword, and covered with 
the culhioiiy < not being able to manage his jaded mule, 
who defying the fpur, and not being cut out for fuch 
pranks, would move neither to the right nor to the left. 
While Don Quixote, with his fword aloft, was rufhing 
upon the wary Bifcayan, with a full refolution to cleave 
bim afunder, all the fpe^tatois flood trembling with ter- 
ror and amazement, expecting the dreadful event of thofe 
prodi^ous blows wbldi threatnM the two defperate com* 
batants : the lady in the coach, with her. women, were 
making a thoufand vows and o^erings to all the images 
and places of devotion in Spain, that Providence mi|bt 
deliver them and the (quire out of the great danger that 
threatened them. 

But here we muft deplore the abrupt end of this hiftory, 
which the author leaves off juft at the very point when 
the fortune of the battle is going to be decided, pretend- 
ing he oould find nothing more recorded of Don Quixote^l 
wcndroos atchievements than what he had already related* 
However^ the fecond undertaker of this work could not 
believe^ that fo curious a hiftory could lie for ever inevi* 
tably buried in oblivion ; or that the learned of La Manv 
cha were fo regardlefs of their country^s glory, as not to 
prderve in their archives, or at lead in their dofets, fome 
memoirs, as monuments of this famous knight \ and 
therefore he wou*d not give over inquiring after the colV> 
tinuatfon of this pleafant bidory, till jit laft he happily 
found it, as the next book will inform the reader* 
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C H A P. I. 

ne tvtm tf the tibfi fiupendiota comkai SowtiM thi ki9t 
Biiaiyan and the valorous Don QoixotCft 

IK the firft book of this hiflory, we left the vaHinC 
BifcayBD and the renowned Don Qotiote with tbert 
fworda lifted op, and readjr to difehaiige on each 
other two furious and moft terrible blow8« which bad 
tiiey fall*n direftly, and met with no oppofition. wouH 
have cut and divided the two comlMitiuits from nead to 
heal, and have fplit 'em like a poft^granate t but, as I 
faid before, the ftory remained imp/rfe£l j neither did the 
author inform us where we might find the remaining put 
of the relation. This vexM me extremely, and tom*d the 
f leafure, which the penifal of the beginning had aflbided 
%c, into difguft, when X had reafon to defp«ir of ever 
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teeiflg the reft. Yet, after all, it feem*d to tne oo le^ 
impoflible than unjuft, that fo valiant a knight fliould 
have been deftitute of fome learned perfon to rgcord bia 
incomparable exploits ; a misfortune which never attended 
any of bis predece0brs, I mean the knights- adventurers^ 
each of whom was always provided with one or two learn- 
ed men, who were always at hand to write not only their 
wondrous deeds, but alfo to fet down their thoughts and 
cbildifli petty anions, were they never fo hidden. There-, 
fore, aa I could not imagine that fo worthy a knight 
ibould be io unfortunate, as to want that which has been 
fo pcofufely laviihM even on fuch a one as Platyr *, and 
ptben of that ^amp ; 1 could not induce myfelf to beli^ve^ 
that (b admirable a hiftory wasever left uniini(h*d, and ra- 
ther cbole to think that tlme,the devourer of all things, had 
hid or GonfumM it. On the other fide, when I confide r'<^ 
tiiat feveral modern books were found in his ftudy, as Tbs 
cure of jealoufy, and The nymphs and ihepherda of He« 
nares f ^ I had reafon to think, that the hiftorjr of ou^ 
knight could be of no very antient date j and that, had it; 
never been continued, yet bis neighbours and fri%»ds could 
not have forgot the mo (I remarkable paiTages of his life* 
Foil of this imagination, I refolvM to make it my bufinefa 
to make a particular and exa^ inquiry into the life an^ 
miracles of our reoown*d Spaniard, Don Quixote, that 
refulgent glory and niirrour of the knighthood of La Man- 
cba, and the firft wtio in thefe depcavM and miferable 
times devoted hinofelf to the negleAed profefiion of knight- 
errantry, to redrefs wrongs and injuries^ to relieve widows^ 
and defend the honour of daooleU 3 fut^ of themy I mean*

Vci. r. O virhi 
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who in former ages rode up and dow^n over hills and dales 
with whip in hand, mounted on their palfreys^ with all 
their virginity about them, fecure from all manner of 
danger, and who^ unlefs they happen*d Co be ravUh*d by 
fome boiftrous villain or huge giant, were fare, at fonr- 
fcore years of age, (all which time they never flept one 
night under a roo^) to be decently laid in their graves, as 
pure virgins as the mothers that bore *em. For this reafon 
and many others, I fay, oar gallant Don Quixote is wor- 
thy everlafting and univerfal praife : nor ought I to be 
denyM my due commendation for my indefatigable care 
and diligence, in feeking and finding out the continaation 
of this delightful hiflory ; though, after all, I muft con- 
fe6, that had not Providence, chance, or fortune, as I 
will now inform you, affifted me in the difcovery, the 
world had been deprived of two hours diverfion and plea- 
fure, which *tis likely to afford to thofe who will read it 
with attention. One day, being in the * Alcana at To- 
ledo, I faw a young lad offer to fell a parcel of old writ- 
ten papers to a Ihopkeeper. Now I being apt to t^ke 
tjp the letft piece of written or printed papers that lies n 
my wgy, though *twerc in the miidle of the ftreet, cou'd 
ijot foibear laying my hands on one of the manufcripts, 
to fee what it was, and I found it to be written in Ara- 
bicfc, which I cou*d not read. This made me look about 
to fee whether I couM find e'er a Morifco \ that under- 
Aood SpaniHi, to read it for me, and give me fome ac- 
count of it ; nor was it very difficult to meet with an in- 
terpreter there $ for had I wanted one for a better and 
more ancient tongue]!, that place would have infallibly 
fupply'd me. *Twa8 my good fortune to find one imme- 
diately J and having informed him of my defire, he no 
fooner read fome lines, but he began to laugh. I a/k'd 
him what he laugh'd at ? ^t a certain remark here in 
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the margin of the book, faid he. I pray'd him to exp! 
it; whereupon Aill Uaghlng, he did it in chefe wor 
" This Dulcinea del Tobofo, fo often m^ctionM in 
" \a£iatj, is faid to have had the beft hand at faltini 
" pork of any woman in all La Mancha.** I was 1 
prized when 1 heard him name Dulcinea del Tobofo, 
prefently imagined that thofe old papers contained the hifi 
of Don Quixote. This made me prefs him to read 
title of the book j which he did, turning it thus 
temporary out of Arabick ; l^he hI(lory of Don Quix 
de la Maocba ; written by Cid Hamet Benengeli, an A 
biao hifloriographer. I was fo overjuy'd when I he 
the title, that I had much ado to conceal it ; and p 
fently taking the bargain out of the /hop- keeper's ha 
I agree with the young man for the whole, and bou 
that for half a real, which he might have fold me 
twenty times as much, had he but gucfs'd at the eager 
of his ohapman. I immediately with^hcw with my ] 
chafe to the cloiAer of the great chutch, taking 
Moor with me ; and defirM him to trand^te roc t] 
papers that treated of Don Quixote, witliout adding 
omitting the leaft word, offering him any reafcn^ble I 
faction. He aik*d me but two * Arrbbes of raifins, 
two bufhels of wheat, and promisM me to do it faith f 
with all expedition : in fliort, for the quicker di/patch, 
the greater fecurity, being unwilling to lee fuch a lu 
prize go out of my hands, I took the Moor to my 
houfe, where in lefs than fix weeks he finiih'd the w 
tranflacion. 

Don Qu!xot^*s fight with the Bifcayan was ex: 
drawn on one of the leaves of the firf} quire, in the i 
pofture as we left them, with their fwords lifted up 
their heads, the one guarding himfelf with his Ihield, 
other with his cufliion. The Bifcayan's mule was 
tur*d fo to the life, that with half an eye you nr 
have known it to be an hirM mule. Under the Bifc 
was written Don Sancho de Afpetia, and under Rosic 
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Don Quixote. Rozinante was fo admirably deHoeate4> i^ 
Ilim, fo ftiff, fo 'lean, fo jaded, with fo (harp a ridge- 
bone, and altogether fo like one wafted with an incarable 
confiimption, that any one muft have owned at firft iigbt, 
that no horfe ever better deferved that name. Not far 
off ftood Sancho * Pan^a holding his afs by Ae halter ; at 
ivhofe feet there was a fcroll, in which was written San- 
cho t Canvas : and if we niay judge of him by his pi£lare, 
lie was thick and ffaort , paunch-belly*d , and Jong- 
liaunchM ; fo that in all likelihood for this reafon be is 
{bmctitnes calfed Panca and fometimes Can^a in the 
hiftory. There were fome other niceties to be fecn in 
that piece, but hardly worth obfervation, as not giving 
«|ny light into this true hiftory, otherwife they had not 
pafsM unmention*d ; for none can be amifs fo they be 
authentick. I muft only acquaint the reader, that if any 
bhjed^ion is to be made as to the veracity of this, *tis only 
that the author is an Arabian, and thofe of that country 
are not a little addi^l^ to lying : but yet, ii^ we coAfider 
that they are our enemies, we ihoo*d fooner imague, 
that the author has rather fupprefs*d the troth, than ad- 
ded to the real worth of our knight ; and \ am the more 
Inclinable to thipk fo, becaufe 'tis plain, that where he 
Ought to have enlarged on his praifes, he tnalidoufly 
choofes to be (ilent ; a proceeding unworthy of an hifto^ 
tian, who ought to be exa£t, fincere, and impartial'i 
free from paflion, and not to be biafsM either by intereft, 
fear, reientment, or afFe£lion to deviate from truth, 
which is the mother of hiftory, the preferver and eter- 
tiizer of great a£lioQs, the profefTed enemy of oblivion, 
the witnefs of things pa(s*d, and the dire£^or of future 
times. As for this hiftory, I know *twilJ afford yon at 
great variety as you cou*d wiih, in the moft entertaining 
txianner \ and if in any point it falls (hort of your ex- 
^e^lation, I am of opinion *ti8 more the fault of the 
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iofide] * its author, than the fubjeC^ t and fo let us come 
to thfi fecond book, which, accoroiDg to our tranflatioo^ 
began in this manner. 

Such were the bold and formidable looks of the two 
enraged combatants, that with up- lifted arms, and with 
deftru£live fleel, ttcy feem'd to threaten heaven, earthy 
and the infernal manfions j while the fpedarors feem*d 
wholly loft in fear and aftoniflimcnt. The cbolerick Bif- 
cayan difcharg'd the firft blow, and that with fuch a force, 
and fo defperate a fury, that had not his fword turn'd in 
his hand, that fingle ftroke had put an end to the dreadful 
combat, and all our knight*s adventures. But fate, that 
rcferv'd him for gre?ter things, fo order'd it, that his 
enemy's fword turnM in fuch a manner, that tho* ic 
firock him on the left flioulder, it did him no other hurt 
than to difarm that fide of his head, carrying away 
with it a great part of his helmet and one half of his ear, 
which like a dreadful ruin fell together to the ground. 
Affift me ye power? ! but it is in vain : the fury which 
then engrofs*d the breaft of our heroe of La Mancha it 
not to be ezprefsM ; words wou^d but wrong it j for what 
colour of fpcech can be lively enough to give but a flight 
fketch or faint image of hb unutterable rage ? Bxerting 
all his valour, he raisM himfelf upon his ftirrups, an4 
fecm'd even greater than himfelf j and at the fame in- 
flant griping his fword faft with both hand«, he difchargM 
fuch a tremendous blow full on the Bifcayan's cufhtoii 
and his head, that in fpite of fo good a defence, as if a 
whole mountain had fallen upon him, the blood gufhM 
out at bis mouth, nofe, and ears, all at once ; and he 
totter*d fo in his faddle, that he had fallen to the ground 
immediately, had he not caught hold of the neck of his 
mule : but the dull bea(l itfelf being rousM out of its 
ftupidicy with that terrible blow, began to run about the 
fields I and the Bifcayan, having loft his diirups and his 

::. : 
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hold, with two or three winces the mole Aook film off^ 
and threw him on the ground. Don Quixote beheld the 
difader of his foe with the greateft tranquility and uncon«> 
cern imaginable ; and feeing him down, flipped nimbly 
from hi!! faddle, and running to him, fet the point of hit 
fvt'ord to his throat, and bid him yeild, or be would cat 
o(T his head. The Bifcayan was fo (lunn*d, that he 
could make him no reply ; and Don Quixote bad certainly 
made good bis threats, fo provoked was he, had not the 
lidi'cs in the coach, who with great uneafinefs and fear 
beheld thefe fad tranfa^lions, haflenM to befeech Don 
Quixot^ very earneftly to fpare his life. Truly, beautiful 
ladies, faid the vi£lorious knfght, with a great deal of 
lofiinefs and gravity, I am willing to grant your requcft I 
but upon condition that this lame knight (ball paG hU 
iword of honour to go to Tobofo, and there prefcnt him- 
felf in my name before the peerlefs lady Donna Dulcinea^ 
that /he may difpofe of him as ibe ihall fee convenient, 
'rhe lady, who was frighted almoft out of her fenfes, 
without confidering what Don Quixote enjoyn'd, or en- 
quiring who the lady Dulcinea was, promifed in her 
fquire^s behalf a punflual obedience to the knight*s com- 
inands. Let him live then, reply^d Don Quixote, upon 
5rour word, and owe to your interceinon that pardon which 
I might judly deny his anogaoce, 

C H A P. II. 

What farther befel Don Qoixote tvitb the Bifcayan 5 awi 
of the danger he ran among a parcel cf Tanguefians, 

SAncho Pan^a was got up again befoire this, not modi 
the better for the kicks and thikmps beftow^d on his 
carcafe by the monks grooms ; and feeing his maOer en- 
gaged in fight, he went devoutly to prayers, befeecbiog 
heaven to grant him vi£lory, that he might now win fome 
in.ind, in order to his being made governor cf it, accord- 
^'^ to his promife. At k^, pexceiviog the danger wai 
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over, the combat at an cod, and hb mafter ready to 
mount again, he ran in all hafte to help him ; but ere the 
knight put his (oot in the ftirrup, Sancho fell on hie 
knees before him, and kifTmg his hand, An*t pieafe yoar 
worihip, cryM he, my good lord Don Quixote^ I beieech 
you make me governor of the ifland you have won in^thia 
dreadful and bloody fight \ for tho* it were never fo great, 
I find myfelf able to govern it as well as the beft he that 
ever went aboat to govern an ifland in the world. Bro* 
tber Sancho, reply *d Don Quixote, thefe are no adven« 
tares of iflands ; thefe are only rencounters on the road, 
where little is to be got befides a broken head, or the lofs 
of an ear : therefore have patience, and fome adventure will 
oSer itfelf, which will not only enable me to prefer thee 
to a government, but even to fomething more confiderable. 
Sancho gave him a world of thanks j and havjng once 
more kifs*d his hand, and the ikirts of his coat of armour, 
he help*d him to get upon Rozinaote j and then leaping 
on his afs, he followM the heroe, who* without taking 
leave of thofe in the coach, put on a good round pace, 
and rode into a wood, that )ivas not far off. Sancho made 
after him as faft as his afs wou*d trot ; but finding thac 
Rozinante was like to leave him behind, he was forc*d 
to call to his mafter to flay for him. Don Quixote ac- 
cordingly check*d his horfe, and foon gave Sancho leifure 
to overtake him. Methinks, Sir, faid the fearful fquire, 
as foon as he came up with him, itwon*t beamifs for 
OS to betake ourfelves to fome church, to get out of 
barm*8-way j for if that fame man whom you've fought 
with (hould do otherwife than welj, I dare Uy my life 
they'll get a warrant fi-om the holy • brother hood,and have 
w taken up ; which if they do, on my word * twill gp 
bard with us ere we can get out of their clutches. Hold 
thy tongue, cry*d Don Quixote : Where didft thou ever 
read, or find that a knight- errant was ever brought before 
^y judge for the homicides which he committed ? I can*t

tell what yoo mean by your homilies^ reply *d Sancho ; * 
don*t know that ever I fay one in my born djys^ not I * 
but well r wot, that the law Jays hold on thofe that* goe* 
to murder one another in the fields ; and for your what 
d'ye call *ems, I*ve nothing to fay to 'em. Then be not 
afraid, good Sancho, cry'd Don Quixote ; for I wooM 
deliver thee out of the hands of the Chaldean's, aod with 
much more eafe out of thofe of the holy brotherhood. 
But come, tell me truly, Doft thou believe that the 
whole world can boaft of another knight that may pretend 
to rival me in valour? Didft thou ever read in hiflory, 
that any other ever fliewM more refolution to undertake^ 
more vigour to attack, more breath to hold out, more 
dexterity and aftivity to ftrike, and more art and force to 
overthrow his enemies ? Not I, by my troth, reply *d 
SanchOf I never did meet with any thing like you in 
hiftory, for I neither can read nor write ; but that which 
I dare wager is, that I never in my life ferv*d a bolder 
maimer than your wo*^ip : Pray heaven this fame bold- 
Defs may*t bring us to what 1 bid you beware of. A\\ 
I*ve to put you in mind of now is, that you get your 
ear drefs*d, for you lofe a deal of blood ; and by good 
luck Tve here fome lint and a little white falve in my 
wallets How needlefs would all this have been, cry'd 
Don Qnixote, had I but bethought myfclf of making a 
fmall bottle full of the balfam of fierabrafs ? a (ingle drop 
of whidh would have fpar'd us a great deal of time and 
medicaments. What is that fame balfam, an'tpleafe yoo f 
cry*d Sancho. A balfam, anfwerM Don Quixote, of which 
I*vc the receipt in my head ; he that has fome of it may defy 
death itfelf, and dally with all manner of wounds : therefore 
when I have made fome of it, and given it thee, if at 
any time, thoa bappen*ft to fee my body cut in two by fome 
unlucky back-ftroke, as 'tis common among us knights- 
errant, thou haft no more to do but to take up nicely that 
half of me which is ^ill'n to the ground, and clap it ex- 
actly to the other half on the faddle before the blood's 
congeard, always taking care to lay it jufl in its proper 
place ; then thou Hialt give me two draughts of that bal' 
fam^ aod thou ibalt immediately fee me become whole, 

and 
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and ibond as an apple. If this be true, quoth Sancho, 
y\\ quit you of your promife about the itland this minute 
of an hoar, and will have nothing of your worHiip for what 
iervice I have done, and am to do yoij, but the receipt of 
that fame balfam ; for, I dare fay, let me go wherever 
I >*il], 'twill be fure to yield me three good reals an 
ouncb ; aiid thus I fliall make ihift to pick a pretty good 
livelyhood out of it. fiut ftay though, centinuM he, 
does the making (land your worfiiip in much. Sir } Three 
qoar^ of it rcply'd Don Quixote, mav be made for three 
reals. Body of me, cry*d Sancho^ why don^t you make 
fome oot of hand, and teach me how to make it ? Say 
no more, 6'ieod Sancho, returned Don Quixote j I intend 
to teach thee much greater feprets, and deiign thee nobler 
rewards ; but in the mean time drefs my ear, for it pains 
one more than I could wi(h. Sancho then took his lint: 
and ointment out of his wallet ^ but when Don Quixote 
perceived the vizor of his helmet was broken, he had like 
to have run Aark-flaring mad ; firaight laying hold on his 
fwoid,,and lifting up his eyes to heaven. By the great 
Creator of the univerfe, cry*d he, by every fy liable con- 
tain'd in the four holy cvatgelifts, I fwear to lead a life 
like the great marquefs of Mantua, when he made a vow 
to revenge the death of his couiin Baldwin, which was 
never to eat bread on a table-cloth, never to lie with the 
^r partner of his beiJ, and other things, which, though 
they are now at prefent llipp*d out of my memory, I com- 
prize in ray vow no lefs than if I had now mentioned *em ; 
and this I bind my felf to, tjll I have fully reveng*d my 
felf on him that has done me this injury. 

Good your wor/hip, cryM Sancho, (amazed to hear him 
take iuch a horrid oath) think on what you're doing ; 
for if that fame knight has done as you bid him, and has 
gone and caft h^rofelf before my lady Dulcinea del Tobox 
^^i I don*t fee but you and he are quit ; and the man de- 
ferves no further puniOiment, unlefs he does you fome new 
mifchief. 'Tis well obferv'd, reply'd Don Quixote 5 and 
thetefore as to the point of revenge, I revoke my oath j 
l^ot I renew and confirm the reft, proteHing folemnly to 
lead the life i mention'd^ 'till I have by force of armr 
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defpoird Come knight of as good a helmet as mine vns, ( 
Neither do thou fanfy, Sancho, that I make this pro- 
te(^atioii lightly, or make a fmoke of ftraw : no, I have 
a laudable precedent for it, the authority of which wiJl 
fufficiently ju^ify my imitation \ for the very fame thing 
happen*d about Mambrino*8 helmet, which coft Sacripante 
fo dear *. Good Sir, quoth Sancho, let all fuch curfing 
and fwearing go to the devil 5 there^s nothing can be wor(e 
for yx>ur foul's health, nay for yo«jr bodily health neither. 
Befides, fuppofe we Hiould not this good while meet any 
one with a helmet on, what a fad cafe fliould we then be 
in ? will your worihip then keep your oath in fp^te of fo 
many hardfhips, fuch as to lie rough for a month together, 
far from anv inhabited place, and a thoufand other idle 
penances which that mad old marquefs of Mantua pum(h*d 
himfelf with by his vow ? Do but confider, that we may 
ride I don*t know how long upon this road without meet- 
ing any armM knight to pick a quarrel with ; for here sji 
Done but carriers and waggoners, who are fo far frcm 
wearing any helmets, that *tis ten to one whether they 
ever heard of fuch a thing in their lives. Thou art mii- 
taken, friend Sancho, repIyM Don Quixote \ for we ib&U 
not be two hours this way without meeting nQore men in 
arms than there were at the fiege of Albraca, to carry dS 
the fair Angelica f. Well then, let it be fo, quoth San- 
cho ; and may we have the fuck to c(»ne cff well, and 
quickly win that ifland which colts me fo dear, and thirn I 
don't matter what befalls me. I have already bid ihcc 
not trouble thy felf about this bufinefs, Sancho, faid Don 
Quixote } for fhou'd we mifs of an ifland, there is either 
the kingdom of Denmark, or that of Sobradifa %» •> ^^ 
for thy purpofe as a ring to thy 6nger ; and what ought 
to be 00 fmall comfort to thee^ they are both upon Tirra 
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fmj.* But we*H talk of this in its proper feafon : at 
this time Td have thee fee whether thou haft any thing to 
eat in ihy wallet, that we may afterwards feek fdr feme 
Cadle, where we may lodge this night, and make the bal- 
fam I told • thee 5 for I proteft my ear fmarts extremely. 
I have here an onion, reply*d the fquire, a piece of 
cheefe, and a few ftale crufh of bread 3 but fure fuch 
coarfe fare is not for fuch a brave knight as your worfliip. 
Thoa art grofly miflraken, friend Sancho, anfwer*d Doa 
Q^^ixote : know, that *tis the glory of knights-errant to 
be Arhole months without eating : and when they do, 
thfy fall upon the* firft thing they meet with, though it 
bs never fo homel/. Hadft thoo but read as many books 
i^ I have done, thou hadft been better informed as to that 
p/mt ; for tho* I think I have read as many hiftories of 
cliivalry in my time as any other man, I never couM 
find that the knights- errant ever cat, unleis it were by 
r^f-er accident, or when they were invited to great feafts 
r'.d royal banquets ; at other times they indulg*d tbem- 
[flves with little other food befides their thoughts. Though 
It is not to be im^gin'd they could live without fupplying 
the exigencies of human nature, as being after all no 
more than mortal men, yet *tis likewife to be fappos'd, 
tint as they fpcnt the greateft part of their lives in fo- 
f^Hs and def^rts, and always deftitutc of a cook, con- 
fqucnily their ufml fooJ was but fuch coarfe country 
^^rc as thou now ofFereft me. Never then make thy felf 
u'leafy about what pleafes me, friend Sancho, nor pretend 
t'> make a new worlds nor to unhinge the very conflitu- 
t'.'n and ancient cuftoms of knight-errantry. I beg your 
wirfhip's pardon, cry'd Sancho ; for as I was never bred 
2 if^ol?.r, I may chance to have mifs'd in fame main 
F'int of ynur laws of knighthood j but from this lime 
f Tward riJ be fure to ftock my wallet with all forts of 
^ly fiuits for you, becaufe your wor(hip*8 a knight } as 
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for myfelf, ^ho am nope, V\\ provide good poultry and 
ether fubflantial viduals. I doD*t fay, Sancho^ reply 'd 
Don Quixote^ that a knight- errant is obligM to feed al- 
together upon fruit ; I only mean, that this was their 
common food, together with fome roots and hexbe, which 
they found up and dowqi the fields, of all which they bad 
a perfeA knowledge, as I myfelf have. *Tis a good 
thing to know thole herbs, cry*d Sancbo ; for I am much 
inidaken, or that kind of knowledge will ftand us ia 
good dead ere long. In the mean time, contiou*d he, 
Aere*s what good heaven has fent us ; with that he 
tuird out the provifibn he had, and they fell to hearti- 
ly together. But their impatience to find out a place 
where they might be harbourM that nighty m^^e 
'em ihorten ' their forry meal, and mount agaio> for 
fear of being benighted ; fo away they put on in fearcb 
of a lodging. But the fun and their hopes failM them 
at once, as they came to a place where fome goat- herds 
had fet up fonie fmall huts ; and therefore they condadd 
to take up their lodging there that night. This was as 
great a mortification to Sancho, who was altogether fee 
a good town, as it was a pleafure to his mafier, who was 
for (leepiDg in the open neld, as believing, that as often 
as he did it, he confirm^ his title to knighthood by a 
Aew a£t of pofl*eflioti, 

CHAP. in. 

iVhat paji'd ietweett Don Quixote and the gtat^htrds* 

TH E knight was very courtcoufly receiv'd by the 
goat-herds $ and as for Sancho, after he had fet 
^p Rozinante. and his afs as well as he couM^ he pre- 
sently repair'd to the attractive frocU of fome pieces of 
kid's flefli which fiood boiling iii a kettle over the fire. 
The hungry fquire wou'd immediately have try'd whether

Next^ with fome coarfe compliment, 
aFter the country way, they defir*d Don Quixote to At 
down on a trough with the bottom upwards $ and then 
fix of *ei», who were all that belonged to that fold, iquat* 
ted 'em down round the /kins, while Sancho ftopd to 
wait opon his mafier> and give him drinJc in 4 hora* 
cop, which the goat-herds usM. But be feeing his mao 
Aand behind, faid to him. That thou may'ft onderilaod^ 
Sancho, the 'benefits of knight-errantry, and how the 
neaneft retainera to it have a U^ pro/pe£l of being 
fpeedily edeeip^d and honour*d by the world, *tia my 
plcffure that thou fit thee down by me, in the company 
of thefe good peoplf \ and that there be no di^erence now 
obftfv'd between thse and me, thy natural lord and ma- 
fier ; that thoo eat in the fame diih, and drink in the 
fame cup : for it may be faid of knight-errantry, as of 
love, that it makes all thmgs equal. 1 thank your wor^ 
fliip, cry*d Sancho \ but yet I mufl needs own, had I but 
a good deal of meat before me, Td eat it as yftW, or 
rather better, Aanding, and by myfelf, than if 1 (at by an 
emperor i and, to deal pjainly and truly with you, I had 
rather munch a cruft of brown Wead and an onion in a 
coiner, without any more a-do or ceronony, than feed 
upon turkey at another man*s ta^Ic, where one is fain to 
fit mincing and chewing his me^t an hour together, drink 
little, be always wiping his fingers and his chops, and 
never dare to cough nor fneeze, though he has never h 
much a mind to it, nor do a ipany things which a body 
way do freely by one's (tli : therefore, good Sir, chan^ 
tbofe tokens of yoqr kindnefs, which I have a right to by 
being your worfliip's fqqire, into fomethiog that may do 
V» more good. As /or thefe (ame hoQoors, I heartily 
thank you as much as if I had accepted *emy but yet I 
^ve DP my right to 'em from this time to the world'i 
end. T^lic no more, leply'd Don Quixote, but fit thee 
down, for the humble (hall be exalted ; apd fo puiling him 
by the arms, he fotc'd him t<r fit by him,' 
Vot, J, H Ai 
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All this while the go^t- herds, who did not underftanj 
tVis Jtrgon of knights-errant, chivalry, and fquires, fed 
heartily, and faid nothing, but AarM upon their guefts ; 
who very fairly fwallowM whole luncheons ag big as their 
lifts with a mighty appetite. TheHrft courfe being over, 
they brought in the fecond, confifting of dry*d acorns, and 
half a cheefe as hard as a brick : nor wss the horn idle 
all the while, but went merrily round up and down io 
many time-, fometimes full, and fometimes empty, like 
the two buckets of a well, that they made (hift at laft to 
drink off one of the two (kins of wine which they had 
llbere. And now Don Quixote having fatiafy*d his appe- 
tite, he took a handful oF acorns, and looking carneflJy 
upon 'em ; O happy agej cry'd he, which our firft prcnts 
caird the age of gold ! not becaufe gold, (b much ador*d 
in this iron- age, was then eafily purchasM, but becaoie 
'thofe two fatal words, mine and thine^ were diftlndtions un- 
known to the people of thofe fortunate times ; for ail 
things were in common in that holy age: men, for their 
fuftenance, needed onl^ to lift their hands, and take it from 
the fturdy oak, whojfe fp'-eading arms Kberally invited 
them to gather the wholfome iavoory fruit j while the 
clear fpringjs, and filVer rivulets, with luxuriant plenty, 
ofFerM them their pure refrething water. In hoUow trees, 
and in the clefts of rocks, the labouring and indufhious 
bees ere£led their little common- wealths, that men might 
reap with pleafure and with eafe the fweet and fertile bar- 
veft of their toils. The tough and ftrenuous Wk-trees 
did of themfelves, and without other art than their na- 
tive liberality, difmlfs and impart their broad light baik, 
which ferv*d to cover thbfe lowly huts, propped up with 
rougbi-hewn (bkes, that were fird built as a belter agaiaff 
the inclemencies of the air : all then was union, all peace . 
all love and friendihip in the world : as yet no rude plougb- 
ihare prefumM with violence to pry into the pious boweo 
of our mother earth, for. (he without copnpuinon kindly 
yielded from every part of her fruitful and fpacious bofoffli 
-whatever might at once fatisfy, fuftain and indulge ber 
'frugal children. Then was the time when jnnocent beau- 
tiful youug fliepe rdclTcs weqt tripping o*Qt the hills and 
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vales: their lovely hair fometimes plaited, fometimea 
looib. and fiowiQg, clad in no other veAment but what 
was oecelTary to cover decently what modefty urould always 
have concealed: the Tyrian die, and the rich glo(I^. 
hue of lilk, martyrM* and difTembled into every colour, 
which are now eOeemM fo iine and magnificent, wer^ 
unknown to the innocent plainnefs of that age \ yet be- 
decVd with more becoming leaves and flowers, they may, 
be faid to outfhine the proudeft of the vain-dreHing ladies 
of car age, array *d In the mod magnificent garbs and aU 
the tnoft fumptuous adornings which idJenefs and luxury 
have taught fucceeding pride : lovers then exprefsM the 
pailion of their fouls in the .una^cdbed language cf tho 
heart, with the native plainnefs and Sincerity in which 
they were conceived, and divefted of all that artificial con-^ 
texture^ which enervates what it labours to enforce : im« 
poftore, deceit and malice had not yet crept in, and im- 
poaM themfelves unbribM upon mankind in the difguife of 
truth and fimplicity* : juftlce, unbiasM dither by favour or 
intere^i which now fo fataUy pervert it, was equally 
aind impartially difpeofed ; nor was the judges fancy law, 
for then there were neither judges, nor caufes to be judg*d ; \ 
the modeft maid might walk where-ever (he pleased alone^ "" 
free from the attacks of lewd lafcivious importuners. But 
in this degenerate age, fraud and a legion of ills infe£ling 
the world, no virtue can be fafe, no honour be fecure \ 
while wanton defires, diffused into the hearts of men, 
corrupt the ftri£teil watches, and the ^fofeft retreats j 
which, though as intricate and unknown as the labyrinth 
of Crete, are no fecutity for chaAity. Thus that prim*- 
tive innocence being vani^hM, and oppreilion daily pre- 
vailing, there was a neceflity to oppofe the torrent of vio- 
lence : for which reafon the order of knighthood -erranc 
was inftituted, to defend the honour of virgins, proted^ 
widows, relieve orphans, and alTift all the diflrefs'd in 
geDerai. Now 2 my(elf am one of this orders honeft 
friends $ and though all people are obligM by the law of 
nature to be kind to perfofis of my order ; yet fihce you. 
withoat knowing any thing of thia obligation, have fo g« 
neroofly eotertainM me, I ought to pay you my uton 
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acknowledgment ; and, accocdiogly, relorn you my moft 
licarty thaoki for the f^me. 

All this long oration, which might very well have been 
f{nr*d, was owing to the acorns that recalled the golden 
age to Our knight's remembranee, and ftiade him thos 
Iwld forth to the goat- herds, who devoutly liAen'd, hot 
edifyM little, the difconrfe not being fuited to their capa- 
cities. Sadcho^ as well as they, was filent all the ^tle, 
eating acorns, and frequently vificing the fecond (kin o£ 
wine, which for coolnefs^fake was hung upon a neigh- 
bouring cork-tree. As for Don Quixote, he was longer, 
and more intent upon his fpeech than upon his fnpper. 
When he had done, 'one of the goat-herds addreffing him- 
felf to him.

and plays fo rarely upon the * Rebeck, that *tis a charm 
hoc to hear him. Ko fooner were the words out of tbe 
goat-faerd*s mouth, but they heard the found of the in- 
ilrument he fpoke of, and pirefencly appear*d a good 
comely young mail of about two and twenty years of age. 
The goat- herds afk*d him if he had fuppM ? and be 
having told them he had. Then, dear Antonio, fays tbe 
fird rpeaker, pr'ythee ling us a fong, to let this gentleman, 
our gueft, fee that we have tbo(e among us who know 
fomewhat of mufick, for all We live amidft woods and 
mountains. We have told him of thee already ; there- 
fore pr'ythee noake our words good , and fiog us 
the ditty thy unrle the prebendary made of thy k)ve, 
that was fo liked In our town. With all my heart, 
reply*d Antonio ; and fo without any further intreaty, 
fitting down on the fiump of an oak, he tun*d bii 
fiddle, and very handfomely fung the following fong.

Good Sir, quoth he, 
Your worihip hai better go and lie down where you are to 
take your reft this night ; hefides, thefe good people are 
tirM with their day*« labour, and rather want to go to 
fleep, than to fit up all night to hear ballada. I under- 
ftand thee, Sancho, cry*d Doo Quixote | and indeed I 
thought thy frequent vifiting the bottle wooU make thee 
fonder of fleep than of muilck. Make oa thankful^ cry*d 
Sancho, we all JikM the wioe well eoough* I do not 
deny it, reply*d Don Quixote { but go thou and lay thee 
down where thou plcafeft ; as for me, it better beoomes 
a man of my profefllon to wake than to fleep : yet fby 
and drefs my ear before thou goefty for it paina me ex- 
tremely. Thereupon one of the goat-herds beholding the 
wound, as Sancho offered to dre(s it, dclired the knight 
not to trouble hirofelf, for he had a remedy that would 
quickly cure him j and then fetching a few rofemaiy 
leaves, which grew in great plenty thereabout, be faniis*d 
them, and roix*d a little fait among *em, and having ap- 
ply*d the medicine to the ear, he bound it up, aiTuring 
him, he needed no other remedy 5 which in t littk time 
proved very true.

Niy, he has likewile ordered many other ftrange things 
to be done, which the heads of the par^ won*t allow of, 
for they feem to be after the way of the Pagans, Bat 
Ambrofe, the other fcholar, wholikewife apparellM hlm- 
felf like a ihepherd, is refolv'd to have his friend Chry- 
foiloQie's will fulfill*d in every things jufi as be has or- 
^er'd it. All the village is in an uproar. But aflcr all, 
*tis thought Ambrofe and his friends will carry the day ) 
sod to morrow morning he is to be buried in great (late 
where I told yoo : I fancy *twill be worth feeing ; how- 
foever, be it what it will^ 1*11 e*en go and fee it, even 
tho* I could not. get back again to morrow. WeUl all 
go, cry'd the goat- herds, and caft lots who (hall tarry to 
look after the goats. Well faid, Peter, cry'd one of the 
loat.herds ; but as for caftiog of lots, 1*11 fave you that 
bbour, for I'll ftay my fclf, not fo much out of kindnefs 
to you neither, or want of curiofity, as becaofe of the 
thorn in my toe, that will not let me go. Thank you, 
however, quoth Peter. Don Quixote, who heard all this, 
intreated Peter to teU him who the deceafed was^ and alfo 
to give him a ihort account of the fhepherdefs. 

Peter made anfwer, that all he knew of the matter

Would tell *ern, This year fow barley, and no wheat : in 
'this you may Tow peafe, and no barley : next year will 
be a good year for oil : the three after that, you Ihan't 
lather a drop 3 and whatfoever he faid wou*d certainly 
'come to pafs. That fcience, faid Don Quixote, is calFd 
afirology. I don*t know what you call it, anfwer*d Pe- 
ter, but I know he kn^w all this, and a deal more. But 
in (hort, within fome few months after he had left the 
verficy, on a certain morning we faw him come drefsM 
for all the world like a ihepherd, and driving his flock, 
having laid down the long gown, which he us*d to wear 
is a fcholar. At the fame time one Ambrole, a great 
friend of his, who had been his fellow- fcholar al(b, took * 
upon him to go like a fliephefd, and keep htm company, 
which we all did not a little marvel at. I had almoft for- 
got to tell you how he that*s dead was a mighty man for 
making of verfes, infomuch that he commonly made the 
carols which we fung on Chriftmas-Eve \ and the plays 
which the young lads in our neighbourhood enabled on 
Corpus Chrifti day, and every one wou*d fay, that no 
body cou*d mend *em. Somewhat before that time Cbry- 
foftome^s father died, and left him a deal of wealth, both 
!n land, money, cattle, and other goods, whereof the 
young man remained diflblute mafter \ and in troth be 
deferv*d it all, for he was as good-natur*d a foul as e*c; 
trod on (hoe of leather } mighty good to the poor, s 
main friend td all honed people, and had a face like a 
hlefling. At laft it came to be known, that the reafon o( 
his altering his garb in that fa/bion, vvas only that he 
might go up and down after that fhepherdefs Marcella, 
whom our comrade told you of before, for he was fialleo 
tnightily in love with her. And now 1*11 tell you fuch a 
thing you never heard the like in your bora days^ and 
tnayn^t chance to hear of fuch another while you breathe, 
tho* you were to live as long as Sarnah. Say Sarah, 
cry*d Don Quixote 3 who hated to hear him blunder thus. 
The Sarna, or the itch, (for that*s all one with us, 
quoth Peter] lives long enough too ; but if you go 00 
^usj aad make me bteak^flf Aiy tale at every woid^ we 
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aii*t like to have done this twelve-mooth# Pavdon me^ 
friend, reply *d Don Quixot6 ; I only fpoke to make thee 
undemand that there *s a difference between Sama and Sa-* 
rah : however, thou fay^A well , for the Sarna (that is, 
the itch) lives longer than Sarah ; therefore pray make 
an efid of thy f^ory, for I will not interrupt thee any 
more. Well then, quoth Peter, you muft know, good 
mader of mine^ that there liv'd near us one William, a 
yeoman, who was richer yet than Chryfoftome*s fiither $ 
now he bad no child in the verfal world but a daughter | 
her mother dy'd in child>bed of her (refl her foul} and 
was as gocda.wofnan as ever went upon two legs: me* 
thinks I fee her yet {landing afore me, with that blefsM 
face of hers, the fun on one fide, and the moon on the 
toother. She was a main houfe-wife, and did a deal of* 
good among the poor ; for which I dare fay (he is at this 
mmute in paradife. Alas ! her death broke old 'WUiiam'a 
heartf he foon went after her, poor man^ and left all to 
his little daughter, that Marcella by name^ giving charge 
of her to her uncle, the parfon of our pariih. Well, the 
girl grew fuch a fine child, and fo like her mother^ that 
it us*d to put us in mind of her every foot : however, 
'twas thought flie'd make a finer woman yet j and fo it 
happened indeed \ for, by that time (he was fourteen or 
fifteen years of age, no man fet his eyes on her, that did 
not bleis heaven for having made her fo handfome ; ia 
that moft men fell in love with her, and were ready td 
run mad for her. All this while her uncle kept her up

But though he'd have been glad to have got 
fairly rid of her, as foon as (he Was fit for a hu^nd, yet 
wou'd not he advife or marry her againft her will ; for he's 
a good man, I'll fay that for him, and a true Chriftian every 
bch of bim^ aad fcoros to keep her from marrying to 
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lAake a benefit of her eftate i and^ to his praiie be it 

ipoken, he hds been mainly cotnmeoded for*t more than 

once, when the people of obr parlfh meet together. For 

P muft tell youy Sir Errant, that here in the coaiitry, 

and !h our little towns, there's not the leaft thing can 

he faid or done, but people will talk and find fault : but 

let bufy- bodies prate as they pleafe, the parfoo moft 

have been a good body indeed, who cou*d bring his whole 

pbrifli to give him a good word, efpecially in the country. 

Thou*rt in the right, cry*d Don Quixote, and therefore 

go on, hooeft Peter, for the ftory is pleafant, and thoa 

teirft it with a grace. May I never want God*a grace. 

^iioth Peter, for that's moft to the porpofe. But for oar 

parfon, as I told you before, he Vras not for keeping hit 

niece from marrying, and therefore he took care to let 

her know of all thofe that wou*d have taken her to wife, 

both what they were, and what they had, and he was at 

her, to have her pitch upon one of *em for a hufband ; 

yet wouM fhe never anfwer otherwife, bot that (he bad 

no mind to wed as yet, as finding her felf too young fbr 

che btSrden of wedlock. With thefe and fuch like come- 

oB's, /he got her uncle to let her alone, and wait till fhe 

thought fit to choofe for her felf : for he was woot to 

fay, that parents are not to beAow their children where 

they bear no liking \ and in that )ie f)K>ke like »n honeft 

man. And thus it happen*d, that when we leaft dreamt 

of it, that coy lafs, finding her felf at liberty, woo'i 

needs turn fhepherdefs, and neither her uncle, nor all 

thofe of the village who advis'd her againft it, cou*d wotk 

doy thing upon her, but away fhe went to the fields to 

keep her own fheep with the other young lafles of the 

town. But then *twas ten times worfe ; for no fooner 

Was fhe feen abroad, when I can*t tell how mariy fpruce 

. gallants, both gentlemen and rich farmers, changM their 

garb for lovs of her, and follow*d her up and down in 

fhepherd*s gu'ife. 0ne of *em, as I have told you, was 

this fame Chryfoftome, who now lies dead, of whom 'tis 

faid, he not only lov*d, but worfhippM her. Howfo- 

ever, I wou*d not have you think or furmife, becaofe 

rcelta took Ihat'courfe of life« and wm u it were uo* 
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^er 00 manner of keepiog> tbat (he gaVe tbe tpaft token 
of naughtinefs or light behaviour | for fhe ever was, and 
is ftill (o coy, and To watchful to keep her honour pure 
aod free firom evil tongues, that among fo many wooera 
who Cuitor her, there*a not one can make his brags pf 
having the leaft hope of ever fpeeding with her. For 
though fhe does not (bun the company of ihepherds, but 
ufes *em courteoufly, fo far as they behave themfelvea 
handfomeiy j yet wbenfoever any one of them does but 
offer to break his mind to her, be it never fo well meant, 
aod only in order to marry, ihe cails him away from her» 
as with a fling, and will never have any more to fay to 
him. 

And thus this fair maiderx does more harm in thi< 
country, than the plague wou*d do ; for her cotirteouf- 
ne(s and lair iopks draw on every body to love her ; but 
then her dogged fiubborn coynefs breaks their hearts* 
and makes *em ready to hang themfelves } and all they 
can do, poor wretches, is to make a heayv complaint, 
and call her crqel, unkind, ungrateful, aod a world pf 
fach naiaes, whereby they .plainly fliew what a fad condi- 
tion they are in : were you but to i)ay. here ferae time, 
yott*d hear the/e hills and valliet ring again with the 
doleful moans of thoTe (kt has deoy*d, who yet cai^^c 
for the blood of *em give over fneaking after her. We 
have a place not far off, where there are fome two dozen 
of beech -trees, and on *em all you may find I don't 
know how many MarceUa*8 cut in the fmooth bark. On 
fbme of *em there^s a crown carved over the name, as 
much as to fay that Mareella bears away the crown, and 
defervea the garland of beauty. Here fighs one fhepherd, 
there another whines ; here is one; finging doleful ditties, 
^here another is wringing hu hands and making woful 
complaints. You (hall have one lay him down at night at 
t^ foot of a rock, or fome oak, and there lie weeping 
>Dd wailing without a wink of fleep, and talking^to him- 
fclf till the fun finds him the next morning ; you (hall 
"3ve another lie ftretch*d upon th^ hot fandy ground, 
y^eathing hia fad lamentations to heaven, without heed- 
*°S th« faltry Heat of the fummer^fim. And all thi' 
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while the hard-hearted Marcella ne'er minde any one of 
*ein,and does not Teem to be the leaft concernM for *eni. We 
are all mightily at a lofs to know what will be the end cf 
all this pride and coynefi, who /hall be the happy man 
that /hall at laft tame her^ and bring her to his kite. 
Now becaufe tbere*s nothing more certain than all this, 
I am the more apt to give credit to what our comrade 
has told OS, as to the occa/ion of Chryfoftome's death ; 
and therefore | would needs have yon go and fee him hid 
in*s grave to morrow ; which I believe will be worth 
vour while, for he had many friends, and *tis not hilf a 
league to the place where *twas his will to be bary*d. I 
intend to be there, anfwerM Don Quixote^ and in the 
mean time I return thee many thanks for the extnoidi- 
nary fatisfi£tion this ftory has afforded me. Alas f Sir 
knight, reply *d the goat- herd, I have not told you half 
the mifchiefs this proud creature hath done here, bat to 
morrow may- hap we /hall meet fome /bepherd by the 
way that will be able to tell you more. Mean while it 
won*t be amils for you to take your reft in one of the 
liuts ; for the open air is not good for your wound, tho' 
what I*ve put to it is fo fp^cial \ medicine that there*! 
not much need to fear but *twi]l do well enough. SanchOi 
who was quite out of patience with the goat-herd's 1m¥ 
fiory, and wi/hM him at the devil for his paim, at bit 
prevailM with him to lie down in Peter's hott, wbe« 
Don Quixote, in imitation of Marcella*s loven, devoted 
the remainder of the night to amorous expo/hihtiom 
with his dear Dulcmea. As for Sancho, he laid himfeif 
fdown between Rozinante and his afi, and flept it oat, ttX 
like a difconfolate lover, but like a man tha( hSd beeo 
foundly kick'd and bruisM 10 the morning.

A coHtinuatien of the fiory of Marcelb* 

SCacce bad day began to appear from the balconies ol 
the* eaft, when five of the goat-herds got up, and 
having wak*d Don Qoixote, aik*d him if he held hk re« 
foJntion of going to the funeral, whither they were ready 
to bear bim company.

Whereupon one 
of 'em acquainted *em with the fad occafion, by rehting 
the fiory of a certain flieperdefe, namM Marcella, no lels 
. lovely than cruel/ whofe coynefs and difdain has made a 
world of unfortunate toreri, and cauaM the death of tba' 
Vot. I. 1 Chryfol 
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Chryibftome, to wbofe fooeral tbqr were g(»ng. In llioct, 
be repeated to Don Quixote all that Peter had told him 
the night before. After this, Vivaldo aikM the knight 
why he traveird fo coinpleatly arm*d in fo peaceable a 
country ? My profeflion, anfwer^d the champion, does not 
'|)ennit me to ride otherwife. Luxurious feafit, fumptu- 
ous drefles, and downy eafe were invented fat effeminate 
courtiers ; tmt labour, vigilance and arms are the portion 
of tbofe whom the world calls kntghts-cmnt, of wbidi 
number I have the honour to be one, thoDgh the noft 
unworthy, and the meancft of the fraternity. He needed 
'to fay no more to fatisfy *em his brains were oat of order ; 
howcTer, that they might the better underftand the nature 
of his felly, Viyaldo aik*d him, what he meant by i 
knight-errant ? Have you not read then, cry*d Don Qoii- 
ote, the annals and hiflory of Britab, where are recorded 
the famous deeds of king Arthur, who, accordiisg to an 
•antient tradition in that kingdom, never dy'd, but was 
turned into a crow by inchantment, and fliaU one day re- 
' fume his former (hape, and recover his kingdom again. 
For which reafon fince that time, the people of Great- 
Britam dare not ofier to kill a crow. In this good king'i 
time, the mo^ noble order of the knights of the loaod 
table was firft inflituted, and then alfo the amours be- 
tween Sir. Lancelot of the Lake and queen Guinever were 
really tranfafted, as that hiflory relates ; they being ma- 
nag'd and carry*d on by the mediation of that honoaraUe 
matron the lady Quintaniona. Which produc*d that ex- 
cellent biftory in verfe fo fung and celebrated here in Spu£« 

There never was on earth \ knight 

So waited on by ladies fair. 
As once was he Sir Lancelot bight, 

When firft he left his country dear i 

And the reft, which gives h delightful an accovnt bcA 
of bis loves and feats of arms. From that time the ordor 
of knight-errantry began by degrees to dilate and exienl 
itfelf into moft parts of the world. Then did the gr««^ 
^roadis de GsqI fignalize iumfdf by beroick cxploieii 
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^nA fo did his offifMiiig to the fifth genentton. The t2<« 
lofoot Felhonart of Hyrcania then got immortal fame* 
and that undaanted knight Tirante the White, who never 
cao be applauded to bis worth. Nay, had «« but Hv*d 
a iittle foooer^ we might have been blei^d with the con- 
-verlatioo of that invincible knight of our modern times^ 
^e valor 00 s Don Belianii of Ckeece. And this, gentle- 
sneoy is^'that order of chivalry , which, as much a (inner 
as I am, I profefs, with a doe obfervance of the ]aw» 
'wfaich thofe bnve knights obfervM before me \ and /or 
that reafoo I chofe to wander through thefe folirary de« 
iartSy feektng adventures, folly refolvM to expofe mj 
perfim to the moft formidable dangers which fortune can 
obtrode oo me, that by the ftrength of my arm I may 
lelieve the weak and the diflreiTed. 

After all this ftuff, yon may be fore the travellert 
were fuffidentJy convinc'd of Don Qaixote*8 frenzy. Nor 
were they Ie6 furpriz^d than were ail thofe who had hi- 
therto difcoverM fo unaccountable a diftra£^ion in one 
who ieem*d a rational creature. However, Vivaldo, who 
was of a gay difpofition, had no fooner made the difcovery, 
but he refolv*d to make the beft advantage of it, that the 
fbortnefr of the way woa*d allow him. 

Therefore, to give him further occafion ts divert *em 
with his wbimfies, Methinks, Sir knight-enant, faid he 
to hifB, yoo have taken up one of the ftri£t^ and moft 
mortifyiog profeffions in the world. I don*t think but 
that a Carthofiao fryar bos a better time oo*t than you 
have. Perhaps^ aofwer'd Don Quixote, the profeflion of 
a Carthofian may be as auflere, but I am within two 
lingers breadth of doubting, whether it may be as benefi- 
cial to the world as oars. For, if we muft fpeak the 
truth, the foldier, who puts his captain^s command in ex* 
ccutioD, may be faid to do as much at leaft at the captain 
who commanded him. The application is eafy : for, while 
thofe religious men have nothing to do, but with all 
qaietneis and fecurity to fay their prayers for the prof- 
perity of the world. We knights, like foldiers, execute 
what they do but pray for, and procvre thole benefits to 
mankind^ by the ftreogtb of oorarms, and at the hazard of 
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c«ir lives; for which they only Interaeed. Nor do we do 

this flieherM from the injuries of the Mr, bit under no 

other roof tlian that of the wide heBvehs, npa«*d to fniu- 

mer*6 fcorching heat, tnd wioter^s pinching cold. So 

that we maj' juftly fiyle oiirfelves the miniftets of hetfcn^ 

and the tnfiruments of its ju^lce upon earth ^ aid as the 

bufinefs of war n not to be con>pas*d withoot vaft toil 

and Ltbour, fo the religtoas foldter muft ondoobtedly be 

preferred b^re ths tefigioos nwnk^ wh* Hvsog ftill quiet 

and at eaie» has nothing to do but to i^y for the aiSded 

and diftrdTed^ HoweYer> gentlemeDi do not imagine I 

WOtt*d iafiniiate aa if the profcffion of a kmgfaC'eiraat 

was a ftate of petfe£iion equal to that of a holy ledofe : 

I woutd oitlf infer from what Vvt faid, Aod what I xaf 

felf endure, ' that ours without queilioo k more laborioai, 

more iubje^ to the diicipUne of heavy hlows, to maoera- 

tion, to the peilance of honger and (hitft> and is a yofd, 

to rags, to want and milery. For if yon find that fame 

knights-errant have at laft by their valour been raisM o 

thrones and empires, you may be fort it has been ilili at 

the cxpence of much fweat and blood. And had even 

thofe happier knights been deprived ctf thofe afiifting iagfs 

and enchanters, who help*d *em in all emergencies, they 

yifou*d have been ftrangely difappoiated of their mighty ex- 

peAationt. I am of the fame opinion, rep^*d Vivaldo. 

But one thiag among many oibaa, which I can by oo 

means apprqsfe in your profefiiott, is, that whenyoo are jaft 

going to engage in- fome very hasat^kms adveatore, where 

your lives are evidently to be much endang«v'd, yoa never 

once reif)eaal)er to commend yonrfelwes to God, at every 

good Chriftiin ought to do on fvch oecafioos, hot only fe« 

comnaend yourfelves to your miftreffis, and that witb 

as great zeal and devotion' as if you woHhipp^d "no other 

deity ; a thing, which in my opinion, ftroogly r^UAes of 

Paganifffi. Sii', replyM Don Quixote, ihere^ no alter ing 

that method $ for fliouM a koight«errantdo otherwife, be 

wou'd too much deviate from the antieot and eftabliAM 

Cttftoms of knight-errantry, which inviolably oblige him 

juA in the moment jdben he isrufliing on, sbmI giving birth 

^imcduhiotttatfifittyement^ to h|vehis ibiftn^ftUl be* 

. . fote 
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five his tjeny flill preftnt to bis mind, by a ftroug and 
livdy imaginatbny and with Toft, amorous and energetick 
iooks imploring her favour and prote^on in that perrloua 
circumftaoce, Nay^ if no body can overhear him^ he*i 
oblig*d to whifper^ or fpeak between his teeth, fome 
ihort ejaculations, to recooaoMod himfelf with all the fer- 
Tcncy imaginable to the lady of his wUhes, and of this 
we have innumerable examples in htftory. Nor are you 
for all this to imagine that knights -errant omit recom« 
mending themfelyes to heaven , for they have leifure 
enough to do it even in the midft of the combat. 

Sir, reply *d Vivaldo, you muft give me leave to tell 
you, 1 am not yet throu^Iy iatisfyM in this point : for 
I have often obferv'd in my reading, that two knights* 
errant, having firftcalk*d a little together, have fallen 
out presently, and been fo highly provokM, that having 
turn'd their h(»fes heads to gain room for the career, they 
have wheelM about, and then with all fpeed run full tilt 
at one another, haftily recommending themfelves to theit 
miftreiTes in the midft of their career ; and the next thing 
has commonly been, that one of them has been thrown 
to the ground over the cropper of his horfis, fiurly run 
thro* and thro*- with his enemies lance $ and the other 
foTc'd to catch hold of his borfe's main to keep himfelf 
£rom falling. Now I can^t apprehend how the knight that 
was (lain had any time to recommend himfelf to heaven, 
when his bufinels was done fo fuddenly. Methinks thofe 
hafty invocations, which in his career were directed to his 
nuftiefs, ihou'd have been directed to lieaven, as every 
good Chriftian wouM have done. Belid^, 1 fancy every 
knight-errant has not a miftrefs to invoke, nor is every 
one of *em in love. Your conjecture is wrong, reply^d 
Don Quixote } a knight-errant cannot be without a mif- 
trefs ) 'tis not more eflential for the fkies to have fiars, 
than 'tis to us ^ be in love. Infomuch, that I dare af- 
firm, that no hiftory ever made mention of any knight' 
ftrrant, that was not a lover ; for were any knight im 
from the impulfes of that generous pailion, he wouM not 
be allowed tq be ai lawful knight ; but a mif-bom in- 
truder, and oae who.w^a not admired witlua the pale 
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knigbthood at the door, but ]eap*d the fence, tnd Hole ^ 
like a robbler and a thief. Yet, Sir> re|>iy*d the other, 
i*m much mtftaken, or I hav^ Vead that Don Galabr, the 
brother of AnsadiB, neyer had My certain miftrefa to re- 
commend fahnfelf tn^ and yet for all that, he was not the 
lefi efteem*d^ Onefwallofi^ never tnakes-a Aimmer, anfwer^d 
Don Quiiote* Befidea, I know, that kkiisht was i»ri* 
Yately f ery much in love $ and as for his nttaking hit ad- 
drelTes, wherever he met with beauty^ ffiis was an efieft 
of his natural inclination, which he cou*d not eafly rev 
firain. Btot after all, *tls an iindeniable troth, that he 
Jiad ■ favourite iady, whom he had crowned etnpi«<s of 
his will J and to her he frequently recommended himfdf 
in private^ for he did not a little Talue himfelf upon hit 
difcretion and fecrecy in love. Then, Sir, laid Vivaidoi^ 
fince 'tis fo miich the being of knight-errantry to be in 
love, I prefome, you, who are of t^at profellion, can- 
not be without a miftrefs. And therefore, if you do not 
iet up foriSscrecy as much as Don Gataor did, give me 
leave to beg of you in the name of ell the company, that 
you will be pleas'd fo far to oblige ua, as to let ua know 
the name and quality of yoov miHrefe, the place of ber 
birth, and the diarms of her perfon.

£gn'd to their mifirefles, ceafe to be incredible defcriptions 
when apply*d to her, in whom all thofe miraculous en- 
"' "meats are mofi divinely centred. The xofling kcks 
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f^ ]>er bnght lowing hair are pureil gold ; her fmooth 
forehead fhe £ly0ai] Plain f her brows are two celeftial 
bows ; her eyes two glorious funs ; her cheeks two beds 
of rofet ; her lips are coral \ her teeth are pearl 5 her 
peck is alabafler ; her breads marble ; her hands ivory \ 
and fnow woqM lofe its whiteneis near her bofbm- Then 
fpi the {parts which modefty has veird^ my imagination, 
not to wrong *em, chufes to lofe itfelf in iilent admira- 
tion ; for nature boafis nothing that may ^ve an idea of 
their incomparable worth. Pray, Sir, cry*d Vivaido, 
Obl^e tts with an account of her parentage, and the place of 
lier birth, to compleiit the defcription. Sir, reply'd 
Poo Qnizote, Ihe it not defcended from the antien( 
Cortios's, Calus*s, nor Scipio^s of Rome, nor from the 
Biore modem Colanna*6, nor Urfini^s \ nor from the 
Mdocada*s, and Requefens*8 of Catalonia ; nor from the 
Rebilla^s, and 'Vtllanova*s of Valencia \ nor from the 
PaIafoze9> Nncas, Kocabertis, Corellas, Lunas, Alagones, 
Urreas, Foze*s, or Garrea*8 of Arragon ; nor from the 
Cerda's, Manriquee^s, Mendoxa*s, and Gufmans of Ca> 
itile ) nor from the Alencafbo's, Palla*6, an^ Menezei 
of Portugal ; bat fhe derives her great orig nal from the 
family of Tobofo in La Mancha, a race, which tho* it 
be modem, is fufficient to give a noble beginning to the 
moft illuftrious progenies of fucceeding ages. And let 
00 man prefume to contradiA me in this, unlefs it be 
upon thefe conditions, which Zerbio 6x*d at the foot of 
Orlando^s armour. 

Let none but he thefe arms difplace, 

Who dares Oflando*s fury ^ce. < 

I draw my pedigree from the Cachopincs of Laredo, 
reply*d Vivaldo, yet I dare nor make any compariTinJ 
with the Tobofo^s of La Mancha ; tho* to deal finceteiy 
with you, *tis a family I never heard of till this moment. 
"Hs ({range, faid Don Quixote, you (hou*d never have heard 
of it before. 

All the reft of the company gave great attention to 
tbis difcouife ; and even the very goat- herds and ihep 
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lierds were now fully conviocM that Don Quxou's brans 
were tttrn'd topfy-turty. But Sancho Pao^a believ'^ 
every word that dropM from 'his mafier*s mouth to he 
truth, as having koown him, from his cradk> to he « 
man of fincerity. Yet that which fomewbat flagger*d 
his faith, was this ftory of Dulcinea of Tobofi) ; for he 
was fare he had never heard before of any fuch prioce&» 
nor (even of the name, tho* he Uv'd hard by Tobofo. 

As they w^nt on thus difcourfing, they faw, up<m the 
hollow road between the neighixiuring mountains, about 
twenty (hepherds mor(, all accouterM in black ikins with 
garlands on their headf, which, as they afterwards per- 
cetv'd, were all of yew or cyprefs { fix of *em carry *d a 
bier cover*d with feveral forts of boughs and fiowcis z 
which one of the , goat- herds efpying, Thofe are tbey^ 
cry*d he, that are carrying poor Chryfoftome to his grave % 
and *twas in yonder bottom that he gave charge they 
^ould bury his corps. This made *em all double .thdr 
pace, that they might get thither in time ; and fo they 
arrived juft as the bearers had fat down the bier upon the 
ground, and four of them had begun to open the ground 
with their fpades, juft at the foot of a rock. They all 
faiuted each other courteoufly,^ and condoPd their rootual 
lofs ; and then Don Quixote, with thofe who came witk 
him, went to view the bier ; where they ifaw the dead 
body of a young man in fheph^rd^s weeds all ftrewM over 
with flowers. The deceased feemM to be about thirty 
years old ; and, dead as he was, *tis eaGly perceived th^ 
both his face and fliape were extraordinary handfame. 
Within the bier were fome few books and feveral papers, 
fom» open, and the reft folded up. This doleful objcd 
fo firangely filPd sill the company with fadnefs, that not 
only the beholders, but alfo the grave-makers, and all 
the mourning (hepherds remain'd a long time filent \ till 
at lad one of the bearers, addrefTing himfelf to one cf 
the reA, Look, Ambrofe, cryM he, whether this be the 
place which Chryfoftome meant, fmce you muft needs 
have his will fo punctually performM ? This is the veiy 
place, anfwerM the other : there it was that my un- 
happy friend many times told me the fad ftoty of his ctue^ 
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f^srtanc ; tfifcre it was that he firH faw that mortil enemy 
of fnantcind -; there it Was that he made the firft difcovery 
of his paffion, bo lefs innocent than violent ; there it was 
that the relentiefs Marcella laft deny^d^ ihana'd him, 
and drove fiim to ttiateiftremity of forrow and defpair that 
haflei]*d the lad cataflro{^e of hia tragical and mlferabls 
life ; and there it Was, that, in token of To many mif- 
fortunes, be defir*d to be committed to the bowels of 
eternal oblivion. 

Then addrefling himfelf to Don Quixote and the reft .of 
the travellers. This body, gentlemen, faid he, which 
here you now behold, was once enlivened by a foul which 
heaven had enriched with the grcateft part of its moft 
v^oable graces. This is the body that Chryfoflome who 
was anrivaird in wit, matchlefs in courteoufnefs, incbm* 
pacable in gracefolneis, a phoenix in friendfliip, generous 
and ^magnificent without oftentation, prudent and grave 
vithoat pride, modeft without affeftation, pleafing and 
coUBptaifant without meannefs ! in a word, the firft in 
every efteonaUe qualification, and fecond to none in mif- 
fbrtuoe ; be lov^d well, and was hated ; he ador*d> and 
was difilainM ; he begg'd pity of ctnelty itfelf ; he ftrove 
to move obdurate marble; purfuM the wind;' made fait 
moaps'to folitary defarts ; w^s conftant to ingratitude j and 
for the recompenfe of his fidelity, became a prey to death 
in the floWer of his age, thro* the barbarity of a ihep- 
herdcfa^ whom he ftrove to immortalise by his verfe ; as 
thefe papers which are here depofited might teftify, had he 
not iwmmanded me to ficrifice *em to the flames, at th« 
fame time that his body was committed to the earth. 

Shoo*d you do fo, cry*d Vivaldo, you Wou*d appeaf 
more cruel to *effl than their exafperated unhappy parent. 
ConMer, Sir, *t\ti not confiftent with difcretion, nor even 
with juftice* fo nicely to perform the requeft of the dead, 
when *tis repugnant to reafon. Auguftus Caefar himfelr 
won*d have foifoited his title to wifdom, had he permitted 
that to have been effected which the divine Virgil had or- 
dered by bis will* Therefore, Sir, npw that you relign 
your friend*s body to the grave, do not hurry thus ths 
noble and obly remains of that dear unhappy man to f 
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woKe 'late> the ^eath of oblivion. Wliic, tho^ he Irfl 
doom'd *em to periih in the height of hii re(entiiieor« 
you ought not indifcreetly to be their execatkner ; bat 
rather reprive and redeem *em from eterntl (ilenoe» thit 
they may live, and, flying thro* the worU, C(»iiftnit t» 
all aget the difmal dory of ymr lriead*8 virtue and Mar- 
cella*s ingratitude, as a warning to others, that they- may 
avoid fuch tempting fnares and inchaadng deftni^ioas ; 
for not only to me, but to all here prefent is well known 
the' hiftory of your eaamoorM and defperate friend : we 
are no ftrangtfs to the friendfliip that was betweea yoa, 
as alfo to Marcella's cruelty which occafiooM his death. 
Laft night being informed that he was to be butted heie 
to-day, roovM not fo much by curiofity as pity, we aie 
come to behold with our eyes that which gave os fo modi 
trouble to hear. Therefore, in the name of all the coa> 
paoy, like me, deeply afire£ted with a fcnfe orchiy 
foAome^ extraordinary merit, and his unhappy fate, and 
defirous to prevent fuch deplorable difafters for the future, 
I beg that you will permit me to fave fome of thefe papen, 
whatever you refolve to do with the reft* And fo, with- 
out ezpe^ing an anfwer, he ftretch*d out his arm. and 
took out thofe papers which lay next to his hand. Well, 
Sir, faid Ambrofe, you have found a way to xn<ike me 
fubmit, and you may keep tho(c papers j but for the reft, 
nothing (hall make me alter my rc/blutton of btirntng *e(n. 
Vivaldo faid no more ; but being impatient to fee wiuc 
thofe papers were, which he had refcued from the A^mcf, 
he openM one of *em immediately and read (he title of 
it, which was, The Defpairing LoveK That, faid Afo* 
brofe, was the laft piece my dear friend ever wrote ; and 
therefore, that you may all hear to what a fad condi- 
tion his unhappy pai!x>n had reducM hiooi, read it aload, 
I befeech you. Sir, while the grave is making. With 
all my heart, repIyM Vivaldo i and fo the company* 
having the fame defire, prefently gathered round abooC 
him, and he read the following lines.

Hell has no pain like thefe 1 leave. 

Thefe verfes were well approved by all the compaay f 
only Vivaldo obferv'd, that the jealoufies and fears ot 
which the. (hepherd con>plain*d, did not very well agree 
with what he had heard of Marcella*s unfpotted naodcHy 
and refervednefs. But Ambrofe, who had been alw»y> 
privy to the moft fisctet thoughts of his friend, iafono'd 
him, that tfte unhappy Chryibflome wrtfte thofe vcries 
when he had torn himfelf firom bis ador'd oufire&, to 

or 
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trj whether abfencey the comDon care of love, 'would 
relieve litm^ and mitigate hi» pain. . And at evecy thing 
difhrhs ao abfent \syftt, and oothiag, ii note ufual than 
for him to tovmeat himfelf wich a thouGnd chimeras of 
his own brain» fo did Chryfiaflome perplex himfelf with 
jealoofies and fufpicioos^ wdiioh lad no grotiod but in his 
diftra£ted lawgination $ and therefore whatever he faid iii 
thofe uneafy cirounaAances, oouM never tStOt, or in the 
leail prejudice MarcellaV virtoooc chatter, upon whona, 
Meeting afide her cxaeltf, and her difdaiofttJi haughtineis, 
envy itfieif cou'd never fix the Icaft reproach. VivaJdo 
bebg tfau* coavinc^d, they were going to read anothee 
I»per, whea they were usexpededly prevented by a kind 
of appaiitioo th^t oflferM itfelf to their view. 'Twaa 
Marceihi herfelf^ who appear'd at the top of the rock, afl 
the fooc of which thqr were digging the grave ; but fo beau- 
tifttlf that iiaaaeiiMgn'd father to have leilen*d than to haw 
inagiiify*d her charms : thofe who had never fisen her be«« 
fore» gas*d on her vmb fiknt vroader and delight \ Taj, 
thoCe who.udM'ta fee he» every day feem'd no lefs loft in 
adnaraooa than the reft. But fcarce had Ambrofe fpyM 
her, when, wkh anger and indigoatioo in his heart, \m 
cry'd out. What n»k*ft tboo there, thou fierce, thoa 
cruel btfiliik of thefe mountaiotf com* ft thou to feo 
whether the Wounds of this murd^r'd wretch will bleed 
«^ih at thy prefence ? or com'ft thoa thus npoanted aloft^ 
^ glory in the fotal t£k^ of thy native inhonianity, liko 
aaotbtr Nexo at the fight of fiaming Rome ? or is it to 
tram^ cb this oafertunate corps, as Tarquin*8 ungrate« 
^1 deugbter <fid her father's ? tell ua quickly why thoia 
c°m*ft, and what thoa yet de6reft ? for fince I knowt 
d^U Chryibftome's whole ftudy was to ferve and pleafe 
thee while he hvM, Tm willing to difpofe aU hU friende^ 
^ P>y thee Che like el»edieoce now ha*6 dead, I come not 
^« to any of thofe ung»tefiil ends, Ambrofe, reply*d^ 
MarqeiUi ; but only to clear my innocence, and flicw the 
injttftiee of all thofe who lay their misfortooeft and Chryfo- 
^i&e*« death to my char^ : therefore I intreat yoo aU 
who are here *9X this time to h«K me a Uttle^ ki I ikall 
Voi, I, . K not 
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not need to ufe mtdy words to eosmaet people of ttntt 
of an evident truth. . Heav*n, yoo^re pleased to 6y, has 
QMde tne beaadful,- and that to. itich a degree,- that you 
are forc'd, nay, as it wen coropeird to love me, in fpite 
of your eodeavoucs to the contrary \ and for tbs fake of 
that love, you fay I ought to love you again. Now, tho' 
I am fenfible, that whatever is heaut^ is lovely, I can- 
not conceive, that what is lovM for beug haadfomc, 
ihou'd be bound to love that by which *tit lav*«l, meeriy 
hecaufe *tis lov^d. He that loves a beautifol tk^sGi may 
happen to be ugly ; and as what is isgly defarvci not to 
be lov*d, it would be lidtcnlous to (ay, I love yoo be- 
caofe you are handCome, and therefore you nanft love me 
•gain tho* I am ugly. But foppofe two perfooi of differ- 
ent fexes are equally handfome, it does not follow, tiuC 
their defires (hould be alike and reciprocal ; for aU beau- 
ties do not kindle love ; foroe only recreate the fight, and 
never reach, nor captivate the heart. Aha ! ihoald what? 
^ver is beautiful beget love, and enflave the mind, mao- 
kind's defires would ever mn confusM and wandexiogi 
vithout being able to fix their determinate choice : for ts 
there is an infinite number of beautiful obje^, the de- 
iires would cdnfequently be alfo infinite \ whereas, on the 
eootrary, 1 have heard, that true love is Aill caiifin*d(ip 
one, and voluntary and unforc*d. This being granted, 
why would you have me force my inclinati<n3B for 00 
other re^fon but that you fay yoo love me ? Tell mei I 
kefeech you, bad heaven formed me as ngly at it bu 
made me beautiful, could I jufily complain of yea ibr 
sot loving me ?- Piay confider alfo, that I do not pofleA 
thofe charms by choice $. fuch « they are, they were 
£reely beftow'd on me by heaven : and as the viper n 
not to be bbmM for the ppifon with which flie kilis>. ie<- 
iog *twas ^gnM her by nature ; fo i ought not to be 
cenfur^d for that beauty which I derive fsom the fanie 
c#qfe : for beauty in a virtuous woofun is but like adiftmC 
dam?, or a (harp-edgM fvvord, and only bums and wooods 
thofe who approach too near- it* Honour .and virtue are 
^e Qffldmi^qts-of the.i^Dul, and that body that's 6sSai^^\ 
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of *etD cannot be eileem'd beaati^l^ tho'* it be mtufally 
fi>. If then iionoar be one of thofe endowments which 
moft adorn the body, why Aoirid flie that*s belovM for 
her beaoty, expofe herfelf to the lofa of it, meerly to 
gratify the loole defirec of one, who for his own felfiftr 
ends u^ «U the laeaas unaginable to make h^r loi« it ? 
I was bom free, and Utax I might cohtinoe fo, 1 retir*d 
to thefe folitary hills and plains, white trees are my 
coiD{»nionSy and dear fountains my looking-glsiTcs. With 
the trees and with the waters I Communicate my thoughts^ 
snd my beauty. I am a diftant flame, and a fword far 
off: thofe whom I have attraded with my fight, I have 
nndcceivM with ray words ; and if hope be the food o£ 
defire, as I never gave any encouragement to Lhryfoftome^ 
nor to any other, it may well be faid, *twas rather his 
own obftinacy than my cruelty that ihortenM his life. If 
you tell me ^Mt his intentions were honeft, and there* 
fore ought to have been complyM with ; 1 anfwer, that 
wben, at the very place where his grave is making, he 
difcovet^d his pai!k>n, I toU him, 1 was refolvM to live 
snd die ilogle, and that the earth alone {honU reap the 
frait of my reiiBrvedne&) and enjoy the fpoth of my beau* 
^ ) and if, after all the admonitions I gave him, he 
woiild perfift in his obftinate purfuit, and fail againft the 
wind, what wonder ia^t he fltould periih in the waves of 
his iodifcretton ? Had I ever encooragM him, or amus*d 
bim with ambiguous words, then I, had been falfe \ and 
^3d I gratify*d his wiihes, I had ac^ed contrary to my 
better reiblves : he perfifted, tho* 1 had given htm a due 
caution, and he defpairM without being hated. Now I 
leave you to judge, whether I ought to be biamM for his 
^nCEerings ? if I have deceived any one, let him com« 
plain { if I have broke my promife to any one, let him 
defpair ; if I encourage any ooC| let him prefume \ if £ 
cnieiuin any one, let him hoaA t but let no man. call me 
cruel nor murderer, *till I either deceive, break my 
promife, encourage, or entertain him. Heaven has not 
>«t been pleas'd to (hew whethef >tis its will I ihould 
lo?e by dfifttoy } and *ti8 .vain to think I will e?ef do ' 
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\ij chxnot : fo let isbis piueni. cantioo jkmt tiwery one of 
thofe who nuke tbetr addrefles to me for their own eodk 
And if any one heresfter diea on my aoeoanty let sot 
their jealoofy, 'oormy feora or<faate, be tkooght the canie 
«f their death ; for ttvt ^fao tmver pretanded to love, 
<9nnot make any one jealom, and a free and generous de- 
daratioB of oar fixM Te^btotiDO, ought aoc to be counted 
Jia«e or ditiaia. In fliort, let him that calls me a tigre6, 
and a bafiKflc, avoid me as a dangeiona thing | and let 
litffl that tails me ungretefol, give over fervxng me : I 
aflure *em 1 will never feek nor porfoe 'em. Tbeic/bre 
let none hereafter make it their bufinefk to diftoib ny 
cafe, nor fkrive to ioake me hanid among men the peace 
I BOW enjoy, which I am perfaaded is not to be foood 
with them. I have wealth enough $ I neither lov« nor 
Ithte any one ; the innocent converfttion of the neigb- 
bonring fhepherdefles, with the care of my flocks^ Mp 
me to pafs away my time, without either cequettiqg with 
this man^ or pr><6lifing arts m eafnare that other. My 
thoughts are limited by thefe mountaim | and if tbey 
wander further, *tis only to admire the beauty of heaven, 
and thus by fteps to raife my foul towards her origiflil 
dwelling. 

As foon as ihe had fakl this, without expeding any an* 
fwer, fhe left the place, and ran into the thickeit of the 
adjoining wood, leaving all that lieard her charmed with 
her difcretion as well as with her beauty. 
' However, (a prevalent were the charms of the latter, 
that fome of the coihpaay, who were defperatdy firuck, 
toold not forbear ofTeriag to follow her, without being 
the lea A deterr*d by the foiemn proteftations wrhich they 
had hettd her make that very moment. But Don Qaix« 
ote perceiving their defigo, and bdieving he had now a 
fit oppoftonity to eaert his knight-etrantrf ; Let no aaan, 
cry*d he, of what quality or condition ibever, prefome to 
IbUow the fair Marcella, under the penalty of isscoftii^ 
my furious difpleafete.' She has made it appear, by ob« 
fieniable reefons^ that Ak waa not guilty of Cfaryfoftone^s 
deadi I aad has poficively dedat*d her fiim KfblutiaD bc« 
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ver to conddceod to the defiret of any of her adoiireits 
for which reaibn, inftead of being hnportun'd and perfe- 
cutedy ibe o«ght to be cfieemM and honoured by all goo^ 
men, as being perhaps the only woman in the world that 
ever iiv*d with fuch a vittaous reiervednefs. Now, whe«- 
ther it were that Don Quixote's threats tcrrify*d the aaio- 
rotis fliephttds^ or that Ainbro(e*s periuafion prevailed 
with *eni to ftay and fee their friend intert'd, Jiooe «£ 
the fllepherds kft the plice, till the grave being mad^, 
and the papers bamt, the body was depofiied into the bo* 
fom of the earth, not without many tears from all the 
aflttants. They cover'd the grave with a great fioae dU 
a monument was made, which Ambrofe faid he defign*d 
to have, iet up there^ with the following e^uph upon it.

The (hepherds ftrew^d the grave with many flowers and 
boughs ; and every one having condoled a while with his 
friend Ambrofe, they took their leave of him, and de- 
parted. Vivaldo and bis companion did the like ; as did 
alfe Don Quixote, who was not a perfon to forget himfelf 
on fuch occafions : he likewife bid adieu to the kind goat- 
berdsy that had entertained him, and to the two travellers 
who "defirM him to go with 'era to Seville, affur'ing him 
there was no place in the world more fertile in adventurcf ^ 
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Metyticet ind'everroiRw there prDdodi^ fatae. Dm 
QjiiDK recscD'd them thmki for their kiaii tafeRnHton j 
bat told 'era he (leiibn would, nor ought to go la SniDe, 
till he lud d»r'r) ill thoTe nwunOUH of [be ihierea ud 
TObben whiihiie heatd R17 much iififledall thofe pnth 
fThetnipon the mnllen, bang ORwiHing to drcrt hm 
fiMD fa gtwd * dcfign, tusk Ibcii bsvae rt him Son 
moK, Biid purfu'd thtir jnimey, fjIBdectlT fupplyM with 
Sutter to diliviirfe on ftom the Itarj of Mircelli ind 
ChiyloAofiK, lad Don Qaiiote'i ftdUin.

Gmi^ an acewtH of Dm Quixote*! unfirtunaie reHC9tm» 
tit wth ctrtain hhodf-mndtd ^nd wickd Yaogoefiaa 

TH E (age Cid }hmtt Benengeli relates^ that 
when Don Quixote had taken leave of all 
thofe that wei» at Chryfoftome^a funeral^ h« 
and his i^ujre went after Marcella into the 
wood \ and having raiig*d it above two hours without be-] 
ing abJe to-iiod her, they came at laft to a meadow, whole 
'priogiag green, watered with « delightful and n(gt(km% 
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rivulet, invited, or rather pleafingly fbrcM *eixi to aligbt and 

g^ve way to the heat of the day, which begao to be very 

violent : fo leaving the afs and Rozinante tc graze at large, 

they raniack*d the wallet ^ and without ceremony the mti- 

fter and the man fell to, and fed lovingly o^ what they 

found. Now Sancho had not taken care to tie up Rozibaotr, 

knowing bina to be a horfe of that fobriety and cbaftityi 

that all the mares in the paftaret of Cordova cooU not 

have raisM him to attempt an indecent thing. But either 

fortune, or the devil, who feldom fleeps, fo order*d it, 

that a good number of Galidan mares^ belonging to fine 

YangooSan carrien, were then feeding in the fame villey, 

it being the cuftom of thofe men, about the faotteft time 

of the day, to ftop wherever they meet with grafi and 

water to refrefli their cattle s nor could they have fooni 

a fitter place than that where Don Quixote was. Ron- 

nante, as I faid before, was chafte and modeft ; however, 

he. was ileA and blood ) fo that at foon aa he had finek 

the mares, forfaking his natural gravity and referv*dnds, 

without aiking his maftcr's leave, av^y he trots it bciik- 

ly to make *em fenfible of his little neceflities: bot 

they, who it feems had more mind to feed tlun to be 

merry, receiv*d their gallant fo rudely with their bccii 

and teeth, that in a trice they broke his girts and threw 

down his faddle, and left him difrob*d of all bis equipaee. 

And for an addition to his mifeiy, the carriers perceiviog 

the violence that was offer'd to their mares, flew to 

their relief .with poles and pack-flaves, and (o belaboor'd 

poor Rozinante that he foon funk to the ground under the 

weight of their unmerciful blows. • 

Don Qr^rote and Sancho, perceiving at a diftance tbe 
ill ufa^e o? Rocinante, ran with all fjpeed to his refctie} 
and as they came near the plate, panting, and almofl out 
of brenth. Friend Sancho, cry^d Don Quixote, I percei«< 
thefe are no knights, but only a pack of ioMndrels so' 
fellows of the loweft rank j I % it, becaofethos tboo 
may'il lawJ&iHy help, me to revenge the injury they h«« 
done Roeinante before our faces. V/hat a devil d^ye tallc 
of revenge,' quoth Sancho ? we .are like fo revenge our 
-^yes fiaely ! you fee they are abQVe twenty, and we *>* 

but 
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but tvo f nvf, perhaps bpt . one and a half. I alone am 
worth a faondredy reply*d Don Quixote ; then* without 
an^ more wordsi he drew his fword, and flew upon the 
Yangoefiafis. Saocho, eooovrag'd by his mafter^s exam* 
pie, did this iiiee^ and with die firft blow which t)o!| 
Qarute gave one of 'em, he ««t thro^ his leathern douJ 
Met, •and ^ve him a deep floih In the fhoulder. The 
Yangoefiansy feeing themfelwes thus rudely handled, be<* 
Cook thetni<^ves to their ieavcrs and pack-ftaves, and then 
all at once farrannding the vidiant knighc and his tmfty 
iquire^ the^ chatg'd *<a and laid on with great fury. At 
the fecobd roondy down they fettled poor Sancho, and 
then Don Qoiiote hinoficlf, who, ai chanee yfwAA have 
tt, fell at the feet of Rodnante> that had not yet recol 
ver*d hia legs ; neitber could the knight*8 courage nor hii 
flcill avail agiinft the fary of a nomher of niftical felbMni 
arm*d with pack-ftavca. The Yangoefians fearing the 
ill conferences of the mifehief they had done, made aU 
tiie liafte they coold to be gone, leaying our two adven* 
tniton SD a wofui ceodition. The 6rfl that came to hiitt'* 
felf was Saocbo Ban^a, who, finding himself near hi$ 
mafter, caU-d to him thus> with a weak and doleful 
voice j Ah mafterl mafter! Sir, Sir knight! What'S 
the matter, friend Sancho ? afk*d the knight, in the 
feme fedble and ianwnung tone, d could wiA, reply *d 
Sancho, that your worflnp would help me to two gooj 
draughts of thie liquor you talk oo, if you have any by 
you } perhaps *tis as good to care broken bones, as *tis 
to hesi outward wounds. Oh 1 that I had fome of it her^ 
now, cry*d Don^Qoixote; we coold |iot then be faid to 
want any thing : hut I ferwr to thee, boneil Santho, by 
> the feith of ^ kiiight-flrrant, withio thefe two days (if 
no other diiafter prevent me) | will have feme at my 
difpofel, or it (hall havdly efeape my hands. Two ^ays, 
Sirt reply*d .Sancho: why, pray how many days do yot^ 
think * twill be befete we are able to i)ir our feet ? A^ 
for my felf, anfwer*d the hrais*d Don Quixote, I muft 
own I cannot fet,« certain term to Uie days of our reco^ 
very ; but 'tis I who am -the fatal caofe of all this mif" 
chief I fer I ooghc not to haye drawn my fword agaio^ 
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a company of fellows^ upon whom the hommr of kiuglit'i 

hood was never conferred $ and I do not doabt but that 

the Lord of hofls fuiferM thii puntihiaent to be&l me 

for tranfgreflmg thus the laws of chivalry. Therefore, 

friend SanchO/ obferve what I am gung to tell thee, for 

tt is a thing that highly cooccros the wellfiq« of as both : 

*Ti9, that for the future, whenever thou petceiv*il as to 

be any ways abusM by fuch ioferior felbws, thoa ait 

not to expeA I fliould ofier to draw my fword agalnft 

them ; for I will not do it in the ieaft : no, do tboo 

then draw, and chafttfe 'em as thou tfaink'ft fit t hot if 

any.knlghis come to take their parts, then will I be foie 

to ftep between thee and danger, and aiTaalt *em wii^ the 

utoMft vigpur and intrepidity. Thou haft ak-eady had a 

thoufand proofs of the greatoeia of my valour, and the 

prevailing ftrength of my moft dreadful aim; (foano- 

gant the knight was grown fince his victory over the boU 

Bifcayan) but Sancho was not fo well pleased with bis 

mafter^s admonitions, but that he thought fit to asfwo 

him. Sir, fays he, I am a peaceful man, a bainikft 

quiet fellow, d'ye fee ; I can make fhift to pad by aa 

injury as well as any man, as having a wife to maintain, 

and children to bring up, and therefore praf take this 

from me by the way of advice, (for i'll not o&r to com* 

mand my ma/ler) that I will not ia any wife draw my 

fword neither againft knight nor clown, not I. 1 freely 

forgive all mankind, h^ and low, rich and poor, kids 

and beggars y whatever wrongs they ever did or nay do 

me, without the leaft exception. Sancho (iaid bis maUier, 

hearing this) I heartily wifli I had breath eoou^ to aO' 

fwer thee efifeftually, or that the pain which 1 feel in floe 

of my fliort ribs would leave me but for fo long as migbt 

ferve to convince thee of thy error. Come, fuppofe, (hoa 

filly wretch, that the gale of fortune, which has hithefts 

been fo contrary to us, ihouM at iaft turn favourable> 

fwelling the fails of our defires, fo that w^ might with tt 

much fecucity as eafe arrive at fome of thofe iflands which 

I have proinisM thee ; what would become of thee, if af' 

ter I had ccmquerM one of *em, I were to make tbee kidof 

U ? Thou woujdil certaioly h& found not duly qualify *d far 

t)»t 
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that dignity, as having sbjur*d all knighthood, all 
tbooghti of honoar, and all intention to revenge injuries, 
lod defend thy own dominions. For thoa muft under- 
ftaod, chat io kingdoms and provinces newly 'conquered, 
the hearts and naiodt of the inhabitants are never To 
tboroQghly fubdu'd, or wedded (o the interefts of their 
new foterdgn, but that there is teafon to fear, they 
wiUcsdetvottt toraifefome commotions to change the 
face of affairs, and, as men fay, once more try their 
fortune. Therefore *tie heceflfary that the new pofleflbr 
have not ooly onderftanding to govern, b«t alfo valour 
to atdck his enemies, and defend himfelf on all occa- 
fioos. I woiild I had bad that underftanding and valour 
70a talk of, quoth Sancbo ; but now, Sir, I mud be 
iiee to tell yoo, I have morb need of a furgeon, than of 
a preMher. (iray try whether you can rife, and weMl 
help Rotnante, tho* he does not deferve it j for he*s the 
chief aafe of ail this beating.

Vet, coneeiviog thefe were wo^ 
ofcompliment tod coortilup, they Jo(^*d upon him^ ami 
admir'd him ai a man of another world : uid fo, having 
piade him focb returas as inn* keeper** breeding coo*d 
afford, they left him to his reft $ only Maritornes ftayM 
to rub dowa Sancfao, who wanted her help no left tbaa 
his mafter* 

. Now you moft kn«wy that the carrier and flie bid 
•greed to paft the night together ^ and (he had gifeil him 
her word, that as fooo as all the people in the Asm were 
in bed, /he wooM be Asie to come to him, aad be at his 
fervice. Aad 'tis Dud of ihit good«natar*d thisg, that 
whenever (he had pa6*<i her word in fuch cafes, ihe was 
fure to make it good, tbo* Ihe had made the promifc in 
the midft of a wood, and. without any wkneft at all : 
For (he ftood much upon her -gentility, tfao* flte -onder' 
valu*d herOelf fi» far as to lerve in an ion ; oftea fiifing, 
that nothmg bat aofTes and oeceffity coo*d have mde her 
ffoop to it. 

Don Quixote*! hard, fcaoty, beggarly, miferable bed 
was *the firft of the four la.. that wretched apartment; 
npxt to that was Sancho*s kennel, which confifted of no- 
thing but a bed-mat and a coverlet, that rather iieem'd 
(horn canvas than a rug. Beyond thefe two beds was tfait 
of the carrier, made, as we have faid, of the panoeb uA 
furniture of two of the beft of twelve moles which he 
kept, every one of *en> goodly bea(b, and in fpedal goed 
ca^ s for he was one of the ricbeft moleteecs oi Arei^, 
M the MooriA author of this hiAory relatet, -who maka 
particular mention of him, as having been aoquaialed with 
him; nay, fijme don't ftick to fay, be was fomewhata* 
kin to bifn« However it be, it appears, dut Cid Maho* 
met Benengeli was'a very exadl hiftoriao, finee he takes 
care to give us an account of things that ieem fo iocoofi- 
derable and trivial. A- laudable example which thole 
hiftorians fliould follow, who ufually relate matters io con* 
cifely, that we have (icarcely a fmadc of *em, leaving the 
moft eftential part of the ftory drown*d in dte bottom of 
th&ink-bom^ either thro' negle£^, malice, ortgnorsnce. 
' thooiaiid blcifioa then be given to the cariouf author

of Tablante of Ricaroonte, apd to tliat other indefitigable 
iage who recorded the atchiev^ments of count Tomillas ; 
for they have defcrib*d even the moft minute and trifling 
drcomf^ances with a fingolar precifenefs. But to return 
to our ftory, yen muft kqow, that after the carrier had 
vifited his mules, and given them their fecond courfe*,' 
he laid bimfelf down upon his pannels, in expe£lation of 
the moft punftual Maritomes's kind vifit. By this time 
SanchOy ^aly greas*d and anointed, was crept into his fty^ 
where he did all be could to fleep, but his aking ribs ^d 
all they conld to prevent him. As for the knight, whofe 
fides were in as bad circnmftances as his fquire*s, he lay 
with both hii eyes open like a hare. And now was every 
foul in the ion gone to bed, not any light to be feen, 
except thstt of a lamp which hung in the middle of the 
gste^way. Tins general tranquillity fetting Don Quixote's 
thoughts at work, offer'd to his imagination one of the 
mott abftitd follies that ever crept into a diftemper*d brain 
from the peilifal of romantick whimfies* Now he fan-^ 
eyMhimielf to be in a famous caflle> (fbr; as we have 
already faad, all the inns he lodgM in feem^d no lefs than 
caflles to him) and that the inn-keeper^s daughter (con* 
feqnetttly daughter to the lord of the caftle) flrangely cap* 
tivated with bis graceful prefence and gallantry, had 
promis*d him the pleafure of her embraces, as foon as 
her father and mother were gone to refl. This chi- 
mera dfftt»b*d him, as if it had been a real truth ; (o 
that he began to be mightily perplexed, refie^ing on the 
danger to wluch his honour was expos*d : but at laft his 
virtue Overcame the powerful temptation, and he firmly 
refolvM not to be guilty of the leaft infidelity to his lady 
Datcinea del Tobofo, tho* queen Genever herfelf, with 
her trufty matron QuintaniQna fhould join to decoy him 
into the alluring (hare.

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. While thefe wiM imagmadons work'd ii| his braiSj the 
gentle Maritornes was mindfol pf her aflignariim^ ami 
with • foft and wary fieps, hare- foot, and in her finock, 
Mjfith her hair gather*d up in a fufitan coif^ fiole iato the 
it)«m> and felt about for her beloved carrier's bed s but 
fcarce had (he got to t^e door, when Don (^lizote, whoiiB 
cars wete on the ^at, was fenfible that lonietI:uog was 
coming in : and therefore having raisM hioaCelf ia his 
bj^y fore and wrapped up in plalfters^ as he was^ he 
ftrctch^d out bis arms to receive his fancy*id danrel, and 
caught hold of Maritomes by the wrift, as (he was, with 
h^ arms ftretch^d, groping her way to her Pamnour ; 
he poird her to lum, and made her fit down by his bed*ff 
li(le» ihe not daring to (peal^ a word all the while. Now, 
s^ he imagined her to be the lord of the caftle^s daogjbterj 
her finock^ which was of the foarfeft canvas, ieeo^d to 
him of the fineft holland \ and the glafs-bea^ aboot h^ 
wrift, precious oriental pearls j her hair, that waa almoft 
as rough as a borfe^s main, he took to be kh flowim 
threads of bright curling gold ; and her breathj that had 
a. flioDger hogoe than ftale venifon, was to him a gate* 
ful compound of the moft fragrant periumes of Arabia. 
In ihort, flattering imagination tiamfoim'd her intp tbe 
likeofiiir of thoie romantick beauties, one of whoiBy as 
he temember'd to have read, came to pay a private vi£t 
to a wnouoded knight, with whom /he was defperately ii» 
lovs } and the poor gentlem8B*s obfiinate foUy had (a 
ip&tuated his outward feofe, that his fed&ng and his iincll 
could not in the leaft undeceive him, ami he thought 
he had no lefs than a baln^ Venus in his arms, w^ 
he hugged a fulfome bundle of defotmitifs, that would 
l>ave turnM any man's Aomach but a Aarp-fet oarxier's. 
Therefore dafping her ftill clofer, with a foft and amo- 
rous whifper ; oh ! thou nx>ft lovely -temptation, cry'd 
ifE, flirt that I now nignrbBt psiy a* warn ickncnvliAlgiuent 
fi>r-the mighty bleflii% wUtii yoor extravagant f^BMsL 
wotild laviflk on abe ; yes, boo^ bealitildl cb^nHr, -I 
would give an empire to purchafe your more ^*ftrV** 
embfa^es: but fortune, madam, fortiioe, that tyrant of 
^« that norcleotiog enemy to the truJy deferving, has 
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malicioofly hurry*d and rivetted me to this bed, where I 
Ue fo bniis'd and maceratM, that, tbo* I were eager to 
gntify yoor defires, I ihooid at this dear unhappy minute 
be doonVi to impotence : nay, to that unluckiy bar ialt 
has Sfdded a yet more invincible obAacle ; I mean my 
plighted faith to the unrtvslM Dulcioea del Tobofo, thte 
fole miftreis of -my wiflijes, and abfolute fovereiga of my 
heart* Oh ! did not this oppofe my prefent liappinefs, I 
could never be fo dull and inienfible a knight at to l<^e 
U^e benefit of this extraordinary favour which yoo have 
now condefcendcd to (rffer me. 

Poor Maritornes all this while fweated for fear and 

anxiety^ to find herfelf thus locked in the icnight'tarms$ 

and without either underftanding, or willing to underfland 

his florid ejtcofes, (he did what flie could to get &om hiro^ 

and Iheer ofiF, without fpeaking a word. On the other 

fide, the carrier, whofe lewd thoughts kept him awake, 

having heard his truHy lady when fhe firft came in, and 

liAcn*d ever fince to the knight's difcourfe, began to be 

afraid that (he had made fooie other aflignation } and hp 

without any more ado, he*crept foftly to Don Quixote^s bed, 

where be liften*d a while to hear what would be the end 

of all this talk, which he c»«ld not underftand : bot per* 

caving at lift by the (fariiggling of bis faithful Maritornes, 

that 'twas none of her fault, and that the koight^'ftrove 

to detain her againft her will, he could by no meflte bear 

his £uniliarhy ; and therefore taking it in mighty 

dudgeon, he op with his fift, and hit the enamour*d 

knight foch a fwinging blow on .the jaws, that his fipe 

was all over blood in a moment. And not (atiafy*d nmh 

this, he got o*topof the knight, and with his fplay feet 

betrampled him, as if he had been trampling a hay^xnow. 

With that the bed, whofe foundations were none of thfe 

beft, fonk under the additional load of the carrier, and 

fell with foch a ncufe, that it Wak'd the ion* keeper, who 

prefently fofpe^ it to be one of Maritornes's nightly 

ilumifliesj and therefore having call*d her aloud, and 

fiodmg that (he did not anfwer, he lighted a lamp, and 

made to the place where he heard the bufile. The wench, 

who 'heaid him coming, kocwoog him ta be of a paf^- 

fionat 
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fenate nature, Wai fcirM out of her fritt, and flo4 lo^ 
Acker toSancho't %, where be Uy (hariaK <o iboK 
tone t there Ae ^gg*<i ia, tnl flunk imdcfr the ooverkc, 
where tfhe lay firogy and tniia*d «p as roand araii t^ 
Prefently her mafter came ia, in a anighty heat t Where's 
this daian*d whore. cryM hie M dare fiiy, tina ift one ti 
hervranki* By this, SaachoawakM; and ftding that 
vnaiual kmp, which akaoft overlaid him, he tank it to 
he the Dtght-ooare-, and begsn to lay aboiit him wich his 
fifb, and thainp*d the wench io nnmercifuUyy that at laH 
fieA aad bboA ware no loRgcf able to bear k $ asad Ibr* 
getting, die danger flie was in, and her dear rcpntatioa, 
Ae paid htm back his thumpl as faft as her 6fia coold 
lay *eai on, and (bon rett>M the drouQr (quire oat of ha 
fiuggifliaciii, whether he* wobld or no : who findsog hinH 
ielf thnspotnmeU'd, by he did not know whi>> he boll* 
led up in his neft, and catching hold of Maritoeatt* they 
htganthe moft pleafant ikinnUh in the world. When 
the carrier perceiring, by the light of the- inn*keeper*s 
lamp, the diAnal conditioa that his dear miftrefi was in^ 
nrerestly took her part ) and leaving the knight, whoai 
he had more than fuiificiently mawrd, flew at the i^aire. 
and paid him confoundedly. On the other hand, the 
ino'keeper, who took the wench to be the canic of aH 
this httrly»bur)y, cuflFM and kicked, and kick*d and 
cuflPd^ her over and over again t and fo there was a ftraoyi 
snuitiplicatron of fiftiaif& and dirubbiags. Thn carrier 
jaasmellM Sancho, Saochoniawl*d the wench, the wend 
SeiabdurM the fqaire^ and the inn. keeper thrsAM her 
«g4in : and all of *era laid on with fuch expedidoii, that 
yoa wooU ha^e thought they had been afraid of kfing time. 
'Bat the jeft was, that in the heat of the fray the lamp 
went out, fo that being now in the dark, they piy*d oat 
another at a venture ; they ftivfck and tore, all went to 
tack, wh'iie aatls and fifis flew dboot without aoercy. 

There happenM to lodge that night in the inn oae of 
tiie cffieers belonging to that fixiity which they call the 
old hdy brotherhood of Toledo, whofe chief office is ta 

^ after tlaatei and sohboa. Being wik*d with 

the

ht heavy baftle, he prefently jumpM oat of his bed, 
ind with lus fliort ftafF in one hand, and a tin-box with 
lus commiflian in't in the odier^ he giopM otit rhis way ; 
ind bci|ig entered the room in the dark, cry'd pot« j[ 
charge ^e all to keep the peace : 1 am an officer of the 
holy brotherhood. The firft he poppM his hand opon 
happened to be the poor batterM knight, who lay upo& 
his back at his full length, without any feelbg, upon 
the ruins of his bed. The ofBcer> havmg caught him 
by the 'beard^ prefently cry*d out, I charge you to aid 
and affift one : bot finding he coold not ftir, tho* he 
gripM him hard, he prefently imaglnM him to be dead, 
and monjer'd by the reft in the room. With that he' 
bawrd oQt to have the gates of the inn Aint, Here^s a 
man inuider*d« cry*d he ; look tl)at no body makes hif 
efcape. Thefe words ftruck all the cumbatants with 
fach » terror, that as foon as they reached their ears, they 
g»ve over, and left the argument undecided. Away Hole 
the inn-keeper to his own room, the canier to his pan- 
nels, and the wench to her kennel | only the unfortu-* 
Rate knight, and his as unfortunate fquire, rema|n*d where 
they lay, not being able to fthr ; while the officer, having 
let go Pon Qatxote*s begird, went out for a light, in or- 
der to apprehend the fbf^^d murderers : But the inn* 
keeper having wiiely put out the lamp in the gate- way, 
as he (beaked out of the room, the ofiker was obltg*d 
to repair to the kitchen chimney, where with miMh 
ado, pofSo^ and blowing a long while amidft the efn<^' 
bers^ he at hft nude ihitt to (et a light. 
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CHAP. -III. 



AfuTthtr aeeount of the inpumerabU b&ripnpt ^hicb the 
hravM Don Quixote, mid bit tuortiy fyuire Sanclio, 
underwent in tbe inn, vjbicb tbe knigbf unbtckiiy tookfv 
a cajile» 

DO. N Quixote, who by this time wu come to him* 
. felf, began to call Sancho with the fame lamentable 
tone as the day before, when he had been beateo by tbe 
carriers in the meadow. Sancho, cry^d he, friend S^ocho, 
art thoa.afleep ? art thou afleep, friend Saocbo ? Sleep ! 
reply'd Saqcho, mightily oat of humour, may Old Nick 
rock my cradle then. AVhy, how tbe devil fliould I flecp, 
when all the imps of hell have been tormenting ne to 
night ? Nay, thouVt in the right, anfwer*d Don Qgixote, 
for either I have no ikill in thefe matters, or this caftJe if 
inchanted. Hear what I fay to thee, but 6rft fWear thoa 
wilt never reveal it till after my death. I fwear it, qooLh 
Sancho. I am thus cautious, faid Don Quixote^ becaufe 
I hate to take away the reputation of any peribn. Why, 
^uoth Sancho, I tell you agaio^ I fwear never to fpeak a 
word of tbe matter while you live $ and 1 wiih I may be 
at liberty to talk on*t to morrow. Why» cry*d Doo 
Quixote ! Have I done thee fo much wrongs Sancho, that 
thou wo«ld'il have me die fo fbon ? Nay, 'tis not for 
that neither, quoth Sancho j but becaufe I caa*t ubide to 
keep thinj^ long, for fear they fliould grow mouldf. 
Well, let it be as thou pleafeft, (aid Don Quixote : for I 
dare truft greater concerns to thy courtefy and afiedioo. 
In (hort, know, that this very night there happeo*d to 
me one of the ftrangeft adventures that can be imagjui*(i ; 
for the daughter of the lord of this caftle came to me, who 
is one of the moft engaging and mod beautiful damfels that 
e?er nature has been proud to boaft of : what could I not 
tetl thee of the charms of her flupe and hcK, and the 
perfections of her mind 1 What could I not add of other 
hidden beauties, which I condemn to filence and ohlivioa, 
USt 1 endanger my allegiance and fidelity to my Udy DuU 
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bne» del Xobofo 1 I will only tell thre, that the heavf nt 
envjlag the ineftimabre happineis which fortune had throwii 
into mj hand ; or rather, becaofe this caftle is inchanted, 
it happenM, that in the midft of the moft tender and paf-^ 
fionate difcoorib that pals*d between us, the prophane 
haod'&f fome mighty giant, which I could not fee, nor 
ima^ne whence it came, hit me foch a dreadfnl blow on 
the jaws, that they are ftUl embruM with blood j after 
whic^ the difcoorteoos wretch^ prefoming on my prefent 
weskknefs, did fo b^rbaroufly broife me, that I feel my 
fcif io a worfe condition now than I did yefterday, after 
the carriers bad fo roughly handled me for Rosinanto^s in<- 
contioency s from which I conjefhire, that the treafure of 
this damiers beauty is guarded by fome Inchanted Moor^ 
and not rtfervM for me. 

Nor for me, neither^ quoth Sancho ) for I have beeil 
rib-roafled by above four hundred Moors, who have ham* 
merM my bones in fuch gaife, that I may fafely fay, the 
aiTank and battery made on my body by the carriers polei 
and pack-ftaves, were but ticldingi and ftroakings with a 
feather to this *. Bat, Sir, pray tell me, d^e call this fuch 
a pleafant adventure, when we are fo lamentably pounded 
after It ? ^ni yet your hap may well be accounted better thad 
mine, fe^ng you*ve buggM that fair maiden in your anns. 
But I, what have 1 had, I pray you, but the heavied 
blows that e*eff fell on a poor man*8 (boulders ? Woe's 
me, and the mother that bore me, for I neither am, nor 
ever mean to be a knight- errant, and yet of all the mif- 
ad ventures, the greater part Mm ftill to my lot. What, 
^ thoDheeo beaten as well as I, (aid Dosk Qgixotcl 
^hat a plague, oy'd Sancbo, ban*t I been telling yop (• 
ail this while ? Come, never let it trouble thee, friend 
^aodiOy replyM Don (bjutote ; for Til immediately mak^ 
^e precious balfam^ that will core thee in the twinklin]^ 
of an eye.

Voi, I. M ^ 
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By this time the officer, having lighted his lamp» 
into the room» to fee who it wa£ that was murdetM. Sai»-> 
cho feeing him enter in his ihirt, a napkin wra{>pM aboat 
his head like a turbant, and the lamp in his hand, he 
being alfo an ugly ill^look'd fellow j Sir, quoth the 
fquire to his mafter, pray fee whether this be not the in-* 
chanted Moor, that^s come again to have t'other bout 
with me, and * try whether he has not left fome place 
unbruis^d for him now to mawl as much as the refi. U 
cannot be the Moor, reply M Don Quixote : fbr peribos 
inchanted are to be feen by nobody. If they don*c fufFer 
themfelves to be feen, quoth Sancho, at leaft they fuf&r 
themfelves to be felt : if not, let my carcaie bear wit* 
befs. So might mine, cry*d Don Quixote t yet tliis is 
po fufficioot rcafon to prove, ti^at wh^t we fee it tije in- 
chanted Moor. 

While they were thus arguing, the officer advanced, 
and wonder''d to hear two men talk fo calmly to one ano- 
ther there : yet finding the unfortui^te knight lyng in 
the fame deplorable pofture as he left him, ftretdiM oot 
like a corps, bloody, bruised, and beplaifter*d, and not 
able to Air himfelf ; How Is*t, honeft fellow, qsoth be 
to the champion, how do you find your felf ? Were I 
your fellow, reply*d Don Quixote, I would have a little 
more manners than you h^ve, you blockhead, yoo ; it 
that your way of approaching knights- errant in this coon- 
try ? The officer could not bear fuch ai reprimand from 
one who made ia fcurvy a figure, and lifting up the lamp,

For my part^ I think be keeps the treafure you talk 
of for otherSj and referves only kicks, cufFs, thumps and 
knocks for your worfiiip and my felf. I am now con- 
vinc*d, aofwer*d Don Quixot<t: therefore Ict*8 wave that 
refentmeot of thefe injuries^ which we might otherwife 
jufHy (hew ; for confidering thefe inchanters can make 
themfelves invifible when they pleafe, *tis needlefs to 
think qi revenge. But, I pr*ytbee rife, if thou can*ft« 
Sancho, and defire the governour of the cafile to fend me 
fome oily fait, wine and rofemary, that I may ouke my 
healing balfam { for truly I want it extreamly, fo fall the 
blood flows out of the wound which the fantafm gave me 
jaft now. 

Sancho then got up as faft as hit aking bones wou^d let 

him, and with much ado made (hift to crawl out of the 

room to look for the inn- keeper, and flumbling by the 

way on the officer, who flood heark'ning to know what 

xnifchief he had done ; Sir, quoth he to him, for hea- 

ven^s fake, do (b much as help us to a little oil, fair, 

wine, and rofemary, to make a med*cine for one of the 

beft knights-errant that e*er trod on (hoe of leather, who 

lies yonder grievoufly wounded by the inchanted Moor of 

this ion. The officer hearing him ulk at that rate, took 

him to be out of his wits ^ and it beginning to be day- 

^ght, he openM the inn-door, and told the inn-keeper 

what Sancho wanted. The hoft prefently provided the de- 

fir*d ingredients, and Sancho crept back with *em to his 

maAer, whom he found holding his head, and (adiy com- 

plabing of the pain which he felt there -5 tho' after all, 

the lamp had done him no more harm than only railing di 

two huge bumps \ for that which he fency*d to be blood, 

was only fweat, and the oil of the lamp that had UquorM 

his hair and face. 

The knight took all the ingredients, and having mtx*d 
'em together, he had *em fet o'er the fire, and theie ker 
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Vm boifing till be thoogbt they were enough, ^fluifc 
dooe, he afkM for a vial to pot tba predous liquor in s 
but there being none to be got, the inn-keeper prefentcd 
him with an old earthen jug, and Don Quixote was lbrc*il 
to be contented with that. Then he mumbled dvet the 
^t above fburfcore Paternefiiy*jt, and al many Arf-ma* 
rit^ty Sa1i)e Rigtua^t, and^ Credo*s, making the 6^ of 
the crofi at tfvery w6td bv way of benedi£Hoa. At 
which ceremony, Sancho, the inn-keeper, and the offi- 
cer Were prefent ; for as fdr the catiier, be wat gone 
Co look aTOf hit mules, and took no manner of notke of 
what wai pafi'd, This blefled medicine being made, 
Don Quixote rtfoIvM to make an immediate ezperxtncpt of 
itonhmilelf{ and to that purpofe he took off a good 
draught df the over(>l(M, which the pot wou*d not bold : 
biit he had fcarce gulpM it down, when it kt him a vomit- 
fog fo violently, that' you wott*d hav6 thoo^t he*d have 
faft up his heart, liver, and guts j and his reaching and 
iiraining put him into fuch a fweat, that he defired to be 
covered up warm, and left to hb repofe. With that they 
left hhn, and he dept three whole houris f and thcd wa- 
king, found himfelf fo wonderfully easM, that he ^ttaiie 
no queftitm but he had now the right balfam of Fie* 
tabraft { and thfrefore he thought he migHtfafely on- 
dertifke all the mofi dangerous jidveiitures in' the ^frorld, 
without the leaft hazard of his perfon. 

Sancho. encourag*d by the wonderful effe^ i>f the bal- 
fam 00 dA maf)er» begged that 'he would fie pleas*d to 
give him leave to ftp up what was left in the pbt, which 
was no i^Qtatl quantity } and the Don having coniented, 
bonefl Sancho lifted it up with both his hands, and with 
a (Irong £titb, and better will, pour'd every drop do«n 
his throat'. Now the man*s ^cmach not being (6 nice 
as his mafler\ the drench did not fet him a Tonuting 
<fter that' manner ; but caus'd fuch a waroUing in bis 
HomicK, fuch a bitter loathing, kecldng, and rcacbiog, 
and iuth grinding pang^, vvhh cold fweats and fwoomogji, 
that he.veniy believ*d his .laft hour was come^ and in 
the tnldn of his agony gave both the balfam and hiaa 
Chat dURk it m the ddvU. Friend^ (aid Deo Qooxote, 
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him in that condkiorr, I begin to think all this 
paiD befalls thee> only becaofe thou haft not reerivM • 
the order of knighthood ; for'tia my opinion, thts'balfam 
ooght ta be m*6 by no man that is not a profefsM knight. 
What « plague, did yoo mean then by letting me drink 
it i 4pioth Sandio ; a mmain on me| and all my ' ge- 
neration, why did not you tell me thb before ? At 
length the. dofe began to work to fome puipofe, and IbrcM 
its way at both ends (b oo^oafly, that both his bed- 
mat and coverlet were foon made aofit for any farther 
ofe $ and all the while he ftrainM (0 hard, that not 
only himfelf^ but the ftanden by thought he wouM 
have dy*d. This dreadful hurricane lafted about two 
luors I and then too, inftead of finding himfelf as free 
from pain as hb matter, he felt himfelf as feeble, and fo 
&r fpent, that he was not aUe to ftand. 

But Don Quiaote, as we have iaid^ found himfelf 1q 
an excellent temper $ and his a£Hve ioa] loathing an in« 
gjlotious repofe, he prefently was impatient to depart to 
perform the duties of his adventurous profeffion : for he 
thought thofe moments that were trifled away in amufe* 
menta, or other concerns, only a blank in life ; and alt 
delays a depriving diftrei^^d perfons, and the world in ge- 
neraly of his needed aififtance* The confidence which he 
lepoCed ifl^ his balfaro, heightenM, if poflibie, his refohi- 
tion ; and thus carryM away by his eager thoughts, be 
laddrd Rotinante himfelf, and then put the pannel upon 
the •&, and his fqoire upon the pannel, after he had 
help*d him to huddle 00 bis doaths : that done, he mount- 
ed bis fieed { and having fpy'd a javelm that ftood in a 
coraery he ieiz*d and appropriated it to himfielf, to fupply 
the want of hb lance. Above twenty people that were 
in the inn flood fpe&ators of all theie tranfiidions $ and 
among the reft the ion*keeper*a daughter, from whom 
Don Quixote had not power to withdraw his eyes, breath- 
ip^out at every glapoe a detp figh from the very bottom 
of hb heart $ which thofi! who had feen him fo mortify *d 
the night be£Me> took to proceed fiom the pain of hi* 
biui&s« 
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Andaoif bring inAf to*fet ftstimt&tf h« eifllM fl^ f1^ 
mrftor of tbc boafe/ and with a %nv ddii^, Mf lot^ 
%ri€tQaoTt cr^*d he> the fivbsrt I have rec«t¥*d in ywir 
caftie ftft' (b great aftd eoitffaoitHiiary, that tUcy bfod my 
grttttful Toul to aoeternai atknowledgmtfrtt : th^ifdTe that 
I may' b« ib fatofpy aa to difcharge pftt of the obllgitioto, 
thiDk'if thf^ be e'er a pitud morta) bretfthHig- on v^ioni 
yoti dafite to •fie levengM for' I2niv affmm or Other injury, 
sod .ftcquiioit ft>e ititb it now, aftd by tlif Order of 
luMgbthoed^ which bmds me to pVoieft the WMk, rdiere 
the oppiHTed, and puii!fli thfe bad, (fnotftift y0o rtl take 
efeAual cire, that yoo {haH have ample fat^tfiiAJoa to' 
the otinoA of yobt* wiflies.' Sr kiifght, anfwer'd the bo- 
kccper with an aoftere gravity, i ^aU not need yotar a(^ 
fiibacoLtp revenge any wrong that itiay have l^een o0^'d 
to my perfon $ for I woaM iikvt yoo to undeHlandy that 
I, am able to do myiielf joffice, whenc^ef aDy man p«t- 
(MOftM .to ^ me wrong ; thenfoffe ^\ the fadtffii^tkm f 
de£re it, that yoo will pay your reckoning fbr borfe- 
xneat and nan** meaty and all yoor expencts \h my ion* 
How I cryM Don Qoixotr,' it thi« an* hm ? Yea, an- 
fwerM th^ hofl, and ofae of the inoft noted* aAd of tb^ 
beft repute upon the road. Hoikr fl^&ng^ly havr I been 
nuAaken then ! cry'd Don Qvixote 9 tfpon my honour I 
took it icit a caiHe, and t confidertbi^dne too ; htat if it 
be an im, and not a cafile, aH 1 fakve toCiy is, that fMf 
looft ^Kcnfe mt from payhig any thing ; ftt* 1 would fcf 
no mtifna' break the Ms which we knight-errantt *e 
hound to obferve ; nor was it evei^ ImowA) thit They ever 
paid in any inn wiurtlbever \ for thit' it the lehft recom-' 
pence that can he aMow^it ^em for thd into^abl6 lohooit 
they endure day and ntgbt, winter and iyiinmer, oVoot 
sBid o*horft-back, pinch'd with honge^y cttbi^M widl^ 
tihitft* aad expot*d to al) tite injiffiet ^ tft« aff , 0A all 
the inCoovenienciea in the worM. l*ttf ribdKng to ^ 
wttli all thit, cry*d the ino^keaper :' ftf y«or reckon* 
ing, and doii*t croohle me with your fMlidk florfet ^ i 
cock imd « boU I 1 can't afford to keej^ hMkfe nt tbtc 
rate. Thou art both a fool and a knavs of wo flta^ 
^-^^9 Kply*d Don Qttii^tta and with that dating 
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have forborn Isughing, had he been anv thing left aog^* 
He did his beft to get over the wall, but alas ! he was 
fo bruised, that he could not fo much as alight from his 
horfe. This made him fume and chafe, and vent his paf- 
fion in a thoufand threats and curfes, (b ftrange and vari- 
ous that *tis impoffible to repeat *em. But the more he 
ftorm*d, the more they tofs'd and laugh'd j Sancbo oa 
his fide begging, and howling, and threatning, and 4ainil- 
ing to as little purpofe as his mafter, for ^twaa weacineii 
alone could make the toiTets give over. Then they chui- 
tably put an end to his high dancing, and fet him npoa 
his afs again, carefully wrapped in his mantle. Bat Ma« 
ritornes*s tender foul made her pity a male creature m 
fueh tribulation ) and thinking he bad danc'd an^ tumbled 
enough to be a -dry, ihe was fo generous as to help Um 
to a draught of water, which (he purpofely drew fr«n the 
well that moment, that it might be the cooler. , Sancbo 
clftpp*d the pot to his mouth, but his mafter ixMidc him 
defift : Hold, hold, cryM he, fon Sancho, drink no wa- 
ter, child, *twill kill thee : behold I have here the mod 
holy balfam, two drops of which will cure thee e0e£hi- 
ally. Ha, (reply*d Sancho, ihakinp his head, and Iook« 
ing fourly on the knight with a fide-face] have you agab 
forgot that I*m no knight ? or wou*d you have me aft 
up the few guts Tve left fince yeftemight^s jobb ? Keep 
your brewings for your felf in the deviPs name, and kt 
me alone. With that he lifted up the jug to fats oofe, 
but finding it to be meer dement, be fpirted out again the 
little be had tailed, and defirM the wench to help him to 
fome better liquor : fo ihe went and fetch *d him wine to 
make him amends, and paid for*t too out of her own 
pocket ; for to give the devil his due, 'twas faid of her, 
that tho* (he was fomewhat too free of her favoun, yet 
(he^had fomething of Chrillianity in her. As foob as San- 
cho had tipp*d off his wine, he vifited his afs'a ribt twke 
or thrice with his heels, and free egrefs being granted 
him, he troop'd o(F mightily tickled with the thoughts of 
having had his ends ; and got off fliot-free, tho^ at the 
expence of his fhoulders, his ufual fureties ; *tia tme, 
*He inn-keeper kept his wallet for the reckoning | bat 
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At 1^ fyXtt wai id difmajM, and 16 fadi lufle Co b« 
goflUBy thiit he ndver mifsM it. The hoft was for i&utting 
die ifiii-dodn after him, for fear of die worft ; bdt the 
coflen Would Dot let him, being a fort of fellbws that 
^iroold AoV have matter'd D6n Quixote a flraw, tho* h^ 
had feally'beea oiDS of the knights of the round-table.

SXncho overtooli his mafter, but fo pale, (b dead- heart* 
eAp and fo mortify *d, that he was hudly able to fit 
lia siis. My dear Sancho, iaid Don Quixote, feeing him 
la that coddition, I am now fully convinc*d that thu 
cadle* oc inn, b inchswted t for what could they be that 
made themfelves fuch barbarous fport with thee, but fpi* 
rita and peo^ of the other world ? And I the rather be^ 
ijeve this, feeing, (hat when I lookM over the wall, j 
faw thee thus ab«s*d, I ilrove to get over it, but could 
Dot ^tg nor by any means alight from Rozinante. For, 
by mj honour, could I either hav^ got over the wall, or 
dilinoootedy t would have revenged thee £> efTe^tually oa 
tbofe difcourteous wretches, that they fhould never have 
forgdt the feverity of their puni(hment> though for once 
1 hadl infringed the laws of chivaky ^ which, as I hav« 
often informed thee, do not permit any Icnight to lay 
handa 00 one that is not knighted, unkfs it be in his owa 
defence, aiicf in cafe of great neceiHty. Nay,, quoth San* 
ch6y I would have paid ^em home my felf, whether 
knight or no knigbr, but *twaa not in ny power ; and yet 
J daix fay,, thofe that made tfaemielyes fo merry with my 
carcafe were neither fplritsnor inchanted folks, as you 
will have jit, jbut meer flelh and blood as we be. Vm fure 
thejr caU*d one another by their Chrifiian names and fir- 
ssaibes,* whUe they niiade me vaok and friikinthe tir^ 
waa caU'd Pedro Maidnez^ t'dthir Teaoiio Hcrnan 
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dffz } and as icr our dpg of- a hoft, I heard *em call him 
Juan Palomeque the left-handed. Then pray don*t yoa 
fancy, that your not being able to get over the wall* nor 
to alight, was feme inchanter's trick. 'Tis a folly to 
make many words ; *tis as plain as the nofe io a man's 
face, that thefe lame adventures which we hunt for op 
and down, are like to bring us at laft into a peck of trou- 
bles, and fuch a plaguy deal of miichief, that we fhan*t 
be able to fet one foot afore t*other. The (hort and the 
long is, I take it to be the wifeft coarfe to jog home and 
look after our harve(t, and. not to run rambling Yrom * G;- 
ta to Meca^ \t{!t we leap out of the /tying- pan into the^re. 
Or, out of God's blejfing into the warm fun. Poor Saocbo, 
ay*d Don Quiscote, how ignorant thou art in inatten cif 
chivalry! cope, fayjio more, and have patient: a day 
will come when thou (halt be convinced how honoiirable a 
thing it is to follow this ebployment. For, teU me, what 
fatisfd£lton in this world, what pleafure can equal that of 
vanquiihing and triumphing over one^s enemy f 'None, 
without doubt. It may be fo for ought 1 know, ^oth 
Sancho, though I know nothing of the matter. How- 
ever, this I may venture to fay, that ever fince we have 
turn*d knights- errant, (your worfliip I niean, for *tia not 
for fuch fcrubs as my Telf to be nam*d the fame day with 
fuch folk) the devil of any 6ght yon have had tfcie better 
iD« unlefs it be that with the BifcayaA ; and in that too 
yoa came off with the lofs of one' ear and the visor of 
your helmet. And what have we got ever fince, pny, 
but blows, and more blows ; bruifes, i^nd more broifes ? 
beiides this toiling in a blanket, which fell all to my Aare, 
and for which I can't be reveng'd becaufe they were hob- 
goblins that ferv*d me fo forfooth, though I hugely long 
to be even wldi *em, that I noay know the pleafore yoo

I find^ Sancbo, 
cry*d Don Quixote, thou and 1 are both Tick of the fame 
difeafe \ bat I will endeavour with all fpeed to get me % 
fw-ord made with fo much art, that no fort of inchant- 
ment fh^ll be. able to hurt whofoever {hall wear it ; and 
perhaps fortune may put into my hand that which Aroadii 
de Gaul wore when be ftylM himfelf, The knight of the 
burnfng fzvord, which was one of the bcft blades that 
ever ^as drawn by knight : for, befides the virtue I now 
mentioned, it had an edge like a razor, and would enter 
the ftrongeft armour that ever was tempered or inchanted. 
1*11 lay any thing, quoth Sancho, when you*ve found this 
fwordy 'twill prove juft fuch another help to me as your 
balfam ; that is to fay, 'twill Aand no body in any ftead 
but your dubb'd knights, let the poor devil of a fquire 
fhifc how he can. Fear no fuch thing, replyM Don Quix- 
ote y heaven will be more propitious to thee than thou 
imagineft. 

Thus they went on difcourfing, when Don Quixote, 
perceiving a thick cloud of duft arife right before 'em in 
the road^ The day is come, faid he, turning to his fquire« 
the day is come^ Sancho, that fhall u(her in the h^ppinefs 
which fortune has referv'd for me : this day fiiall the 
ftrength. of my arm be lignaliz'd by fuch exploits as (hall 
be tranfmitted even to the lateft pofterity. See* (I thou 
that cloud of duft^ Sancho ? It. is raifod by a prodigious 
army marching this way, and compos'd of an infinicq 
number of nations. Why then^ at this rate, quoth San- 
cho, there fliould be two armies ; for yonder*s as great 4 
doft on t'other fide : with that Don Quixote lookM, and 
was tranfported with joy at the fight, f^imly believing thaC 
two vaft armies were ready to engage each other in that 
plain : for his imagination was To crowded with 'thofq 
battles, ipcbantments, furprizing adventures, amorous 
thoughts, and other whimfies which he had read of in ro- 
mances, that his ftrong fancy chang'd every thing he faw 
into what he defir'd to fee \ and thus he could not con- 
ceive that the duft was only rai»*d by two large flocks of 
iheep that were going the fame road from different pyts, 
and* could not "be dHcern'd till they were very near : he 
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«ras fo pofidrn that they were two umies. tbat Stfif^ 
flnnly believ*d him tt laft. Well Sir, quoth tb^^tisfwt 
what are we to dp» I befeech you } What ihooid we do^ 
i^plyM Oon Qiuxotej bat affift the weaker aad the io- 
jifr*d fide ? For kodw^ Sancho, that the army wiii^ oow 
moves towards us is coqunan^ed by the great Aiifapfarooi 
emperor of the vaft illand of Taprobana : the other that 
advances behind os is his enemy^ ^e king of the Gars- 
mantians, Pentapolin with the naked arm ; To call^d^ be- 
caufe \^ always enters int6 the battle with his right ann 
bgre *. Pray ^ir, quoth Sancho, why are th^ic two grea^ 
men going together by the ears } The occafion of their 
quarrel is this, anfwer^d Don Quixote^ AUfanfiina, a 
firong Pagan, is in love with Pentapolio^s daughter, a 
very beautiful lady and a ChriftiaA s now her latfafer re^- 
fee to give her i^i marriage to the heathen prince^ unkfs be 
abjure his falfe belief and embrace the Chriftian reiipoo. 
Burn my beard, faid Sanofao, if Pentapolin ben*t 10 th< 
right on*t ; 1*11 ^nd by him, and help him all X majr, 1 
commend thy refolotion, reply*d l>oo Quixote^ *fSa not 
only lawful, but reqjufite ; &r there's no need of betog A 
knight to fight in fucb battles. I guefs*d as much, ^loth 
Sancho : but where fliall we leave my afa in the mean thne^ 
that I may be fure to find him again after the battle i fat 
I fancy you never heard of any man that ever chaig*d ap> 
«n fuch a beaft, *Tis true, anfwer*d Don Quixote, aw 
therefore I woaI<{ have thee turn him loofe, though dioo 
Wert (ure never to find tiim again j for we (hall have ib 
inany horfes after we l^ve got the day, that even Roai- 
aante himfelf will be in danger of being chaog*d for ano- 
ther. Then mounting to the top of a hillock, whence 
fhey might have feen both the fiocki, had not the duft 
tbftro£ted their fight. Look yonder Sancho, cryM Don 
Quucote ! that knight whom tliqii fee*ft in the gilded inns# 
bearing in his fiiield ^ cfownM l|cfO conchant at the fieet of 
t lady, is tlie valiant La^irealco, k>rd of the fitver brid^.

nor incbaoted Moon ; for before 1*11 be hamper*d as I*ve 
been, may I bt cMd with bell, book and candle, if t 
don*t give the trade to th« devih Leave all things tp 
Providence, reply ^d Don Quixote, and for once lead whith 
way thoa pleaieft, for I leave it wholly to thy difcretioQ 
to provide us a lod^ging.

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Sancho! why, yoa bavrin this nether jaw on this fide 
but two gtinders aod a Aump ) and in that p^rt of joat 
upper jiWy never a ftump, and never a grinder ; alu ! 
air* leverd there as fmopth as the palm of one*s hand. 
Oh unfortunate Don Quixote ! cry^d the knigbtj I had 
rather have loft an arm, fo it were not mv fword-arm ; 
for a mouth without cheek- teeth^ is like a ooill with« 
out a miU-ftone, Sancho ; and every topth in a man*s 
head is more valuable than a diamond. * But we that 
profefs this Aridt order of knight-errantry, are all fubje£t 
to thefe calamities^ and therefore iince the lofs is irre- 
trievable, mount, my trully Sancho, and. go thy owo 
pace ) rU follow thee.

At the terrible wondef 

Sancho flioblt *M illrlv«r*def«ty joint Kke one itl a palfy, 

ind Don Quhcat^*! hkir Oood up an end : however, He- \ 

fncaUy fliaktng>pf7 the ifmucement which that fi^t ilaitapM 

bpon his foul, Sancho, f«M he, thi» muR doubtlefi be * 

great and Aoft perilous adventuit, where I AaH have 

occafion Co Mert the whole ftock of my courage and 

flreo|th« VM^i iM> qubtk Sracho} ikotfd tMit happer 
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to be another adventure of ghoih, as I fear it is, where 
ihall I find ribs ,co endure it ? Come all the fiends in hell, 
cryM Don Quixote, I will nob iiiffer *ttn to touch a hair 
of thy head. If they infuUed thee-Jately, know there 
was then between thee and me a wall, (^er which I could 
not climb ; but dqw we are in the opeiv field » where I 
ikall have liberty to make juic of my fword. Ay, qooth 
Sancho, you may talk $ but (hou*d they bewitch you ai 
they did before, what the devil would it avail us to be in 
the open field ? Come, Sanrho, reply*d Don Qoixete, be 
of good cheer ; the event will foon convince thee of the 
greatpefs of my valour. Pray heaven it may^ ^ooth San- 
cho ; V\\ do my beft. With that they tode a little out 
of the way, and gazing eameftly at the lights, they fixn 
difcover*d a great number of perfons all in white. At the 
dreadful fight, all poor Sancho's fhufHing courage bafdy 
deferted him $ his teeth began to chatter as if be bad been 
in an ague fit, and as the obje^ drew qearet bis chattcnng 
increas*<d. And now they could plainly diftinguifli aboat 
twenty men on horfe-back, all in white, with torches in 
their hands, foUowM by a herfe covered over with bbck, 
and (ix men in deep mourning, whofe mules weie alio ia 
black down to their very heels.

and then turi»|pg ta the reft with a wonderful agility, 
he fell upon *em with fuch fury, that he prefenrly pat 
■ *em all to flight. Yoo wou*d have thought Rozioante 
bad wings at that time, fo active and fo fierce he then 
approvM himfelf. 

It was not indeed for men unarm*d, and nahsnlly feat'-

Sancho why he calPd him the knight of the woeful 
ligurc f ril tell you why, quoth Saocho : I have beea 
ftaring upon you this pretty while by the light of that un- 
lucky pfieft^s torch) and may I ne>r Air if e*er I to. 
eyes on a more dlfmal figure in my born-days } aod I can't 
tell what fliould be the caufe on^t, uolela your bdiig 
tir*d af^er this fray, or the want of your worfliip's teeth. 
That*8 not the reafon, cry^d Don Quixote ) no, Saocboi 
I rather conjecture, that the fage who is commiffioo'd 
by fate to regifter my atchievemeots, thought it ooDve- 
nient I (hould afTume a new appellation, as all the 
knights of yore^ for one was call*d the knight of the 
horning fword, another of the unicorn, a third of the 
phfemx, a fourth the knight of the damfels, another of 
the griffin, and another the knight of death ; by whidi 
by-names and diftindions they Were known all over the 
■ globe. Therefore, doubtlefs, that learned fage, my hif* 
torian, has infpired thee with the thought of giving me 
that additional appellation of the knight of the woefbl 
figure: and accordingly I aflume the name, aod ioteod 
faenceforwards to be diftinguiih^d by that denomioatioa. 
And that it may feem the more proper, I will with the 
firft opportunity have a mofi woe^l face painted oa 
ray ihield. O'my word, quoth Sancho, you noay e^ea 
fave the money, and i^flead of having a wQeful fiice paint- 
ed, you need no more but only Ihew your own.

This 
merry conceit of Sanche extorted a fmile froni his ma* 
flor*8 aoflere countenance: however, he perfifted in hia 
refolution about the name and the picture ^ and after « 
paufe, a fudden thought difturbing his confcience^ Sancho^ 
cry*d he^ I am afraid of beiog excommunicated for hav« 
ing laid violent hands upon a man in holy orders, Juxta 
illud\ fi ^uis fuadente diaho/o^ &c*. But yet, now I 
think better on^t, I never touchM him ^ith my hands^ 
bat only with my lance ; befides, I did not in the leaft 
fufpeft I had to do with priefts, ^whom I honour sad 
revere as every good Catholick and faithful Chriftian 
ought to do, but rather took *em to be evil fpirits. V/ell^ 
let the worft come to the worft, I remember what be* 
fel the Cid Roy-Dias, when he broke to pieces the chair 
of a king*8 ambaflador in the pope*s prefence,^ for whidi 
he was excommunicated ; which did ilpt binder the worthy

Aa for Rozinante^ 
he no fooner felt bimfelf at liberty, but he feem'd to 
expreia his joy by pawing the ground $ for, with his leave 
be it fpoken, he was a draoger to curvetting and prancing.

Theiefoiey being idolvM te find it oot, ODce 
more he took hb leave of Suidw» with the Anie ii^"^^ 
out M before § addtng widal, that he iuxiU not tR»hk 
Mmletf tboQt the recompcnce of his fertxcea, fer he hii 
taken care of that in hii wiil, which he had proHdent^ 
made before he left home \ bat if he oune oflF viAarian 
from tfaii adveotute, he might moft certainly ei^ed n 
be gratify*d with the promiaM ifUnd. Sancfao coold not 
forbear blubberiog again to hear thefe tender czpfcffioai 
of hb mafter, and refolvM not to lea? e him till be had 
fioiAM thia entetptiae. And from that deep ooncen, 
and thisnoblei lefolation to attend him, the anthor of tUi 
hiflory infofs, That the fquire was fomethiog of a ga»- 
tleman by defoent, or at leaft the offiprtpg of the old 
Chriftiim *.

When a l|ttie laither, at the doubling of the poiot 
of a. rocky they plainly diico«er*d (kind leader, do not 
talEie it amifs) fix huge fuUing-miU hammers^ wlueh in- 
terdiaiigeably thomping feveral pieces of cloth, o»de the 
terrible noife tiiat catia'd all Don Quiiote'a anxieties and 
Sancho*! triboktion that night. 

I>oo Qdxote was ftrack dumb at this uncxpeftcd fightf 
and was ready to diop from his faotfe with Aane and 
confufion. Sancho ftar*d upon him» and faw him hang 
dovm his head» with a defponding deje^led countenance^ 
lifce a man qeite difpirited with tliis coifed diiappotntnient, 
Ax the &nte time he lookM upon Sancho, and feeing by 
luB eyes, and his cheeks fwellM with hn^hier, that he 
Teas ready to burft, he could not forbear Uughttg lum- 
lelf in fpight of aU Us vexation ) fo that Saneho feeing 
his mafler b^gin, immediately gave a loodfe to his mhtb^ 
and broke out into fuch a fit of langhingy that he>Mt 
IbrcM to hold his fides with both hb kawikla, for fear 
of borfling his aking panndi. Four times he ceasM, and 
four times renew*d his obftreperoos hioghing $ vtluch iatt- 
cincfs Don Quixote began to refent with great indigna- 
tion s and the more when Sandio, ia a jeersag tooe^ 
prefom*d to ridicule him with his own wmda^ repeating 
part of the vain (pcech he made when firft they heard 
the noiie $ Ibto^ify Sancho, / wot Iwm im tbis irott agf 
torefioM the agaofgoU, I am tie man fif vibim hitpotn 
has tejemi'd tht mfi dangeram andglorwu advetimra, Uns* 
Thus he. went on, till his mafler, dreadfully inrag*d at 
bk inibleoce, hit him two fuch blows on the ihoulders 
with his lance, that had they fallen upon his head, they 
had faT*d Don Qnixote . the trouble of paying him h» 
wages, whatever he mufl have done to his heirs* Thaie- 
apon Sancho, finding his -jeft tum*d to eameft, begg*d 
pardon with all fuli^mifiion.: Mercy, good your worfhip, 
ciy*d he, fpate m)P bones I hc£eecfa you I I meant n<* 
haim, I did bot joke a little. And biecsiife yoM joke

Jeflw, yoa who pretend to jrally, teU Bfi* had tUvi 1 
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a ^angersm tdventure, m well m it ffovct oiAj a 6Ue 
■iariDy have I not (hewn rdohition enoogli to'andertalte 
woii fiid& it ? Am I, who am a knight, boond to know 
the meadcg of every mechanick ndfe, and diftij^pift 
between found and found ? Befidet, it might happen, at 
really \t^ that I had nerer feen a litUing»fluU before, 
tho* thou, like a bafe (coundrel as thoa art, wert boia 
and broDght up among fuch mean implementi of dnid« 
gery. But let the fix falling -hammen be translbrfB'd 
into fo many giants, and then fet them at me txot by one, 
or all together ; and if I do not lay *em all at my feet 
with their heels upwards, then TU give thee leave to ex* 
erdfe thy ill-bred raillery as much as thou pleafeft.

Tint tlie grief I hid to lee thefe Teaerftble' 
giej luln in ibch diftrefs, for hiving fbUow*d that no' 
le6 oieiul than inBenioos vocation of p!aiping» is now loft 
in mj rithDirence tf hia additioQtl chander of a coo- 
jorer } tho* I very Well knowr that no ibicery in the 
world can eflfbft or force die will, as fome ignorduat cre- 
dulous perfom fondly imag;{ne : for our wSl is a ^ee fa- 
culty, and no herb nor cbarmi can conftrain it. As foe 
philtres and fach-lilte compofitions which ibme fiUy wo- 
men ajid de%i^ pretenders make, they are nothing but . 
certain mixtures and potfonous preparations, that mak* 
thofe who take them tun mad ; tho* the deceivers labour 
to perfiiade us they an make one peribn love another $ 
which, as rve faid, is an tmpo^le thing, our will be- 
ing a free, uncontrootable power. Yoo fay very well, Sir, 
cry*d the oH coupler ; and, upon my honour, I proteft I am 
wholly innocent, ab m the hnputation of witchcraft. As 
for the bufineis of pimping, I cannot deny it, but I never 
took it to be a criminal fan£liou ; for my intention was, 
that all the world fhould tafte the fweets of love, and en- 
joy each other's fociety, living together in Menddiip and 
in peacfc, ^ee from thofe griefs and jars that unpeople 
the earth. But my harmlefs defign has not been fo happy. 
as to prevent my being Cent now to a place whence I never 
cxpe£t to returUi Aooping as I do under the heavy burden . 
of old age, and being grievoufly affliaed with the fiian- 
gury, which ibarce affords me a moment's refpite fiom 
pain.

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apd ioi was like to havs fwaog for^t \ howcfor, I im a^ 
condemn*d co the gallies fox fix yean, and patiently foii-- 
mitted to*t* I feel myfeif yet yooog, to my comfort ; ir 
if my life does but hold out, all will be well in time. 
ICyoa will be plcaaM to beflow fomething upon poor 
finners, heaven will reward you ; and when we pray, «e 
will be fiire to temember you, that yonr life may be a> 
long and profperous, as your prefence is gopdiy and taoUe. 
This briik fpark appearM to be a fiudent by his habit, aad 
fome of the guards £ud he was a fine fpeaker, and a good 
latinifl. 
' After hiffl came a man about thirty years old, a clever, 
well-fet, handfome fellow, only he fquinted horribly with 
obe eye : he was ftrangejy loaded with irons | a heavy 
chain cIogg*d his leg, and was fo long, that he twifkd ir 
about his waift like a girdle : he had a couple of cdim 
about his neck, the one to link him to the red cf the

This is fuch a reprobate, fscb 
a devil of a fellow, that no goal nor fetters will hold fafan \ 
we are not fure he*s fift enough, for all he*s chain*d fe. 
What fort of crimet then has he been goUty of, slk*d 
Don Quixote, that he is only fent to the galliea ? "Why, 
anfwer'd the keeper> he is condemnM to ten yean flaveiyi 
which it BO better than a civil death ; but I need oot 
f^nd to tell you any mote of him, hot that be is that 
n[oto^ous rogue Gines de Paflamoote, albs GinefiUo de 
Parapilla. Hark you. Sir, cry*d the flave, fiur and foftlyt 
iwhat a fpx makes you give a gentleman more names tbaa 
he has ? Gines is my ChrilHan-name, and PaflaoMjott 
iny fir-name, and not GinefiUo, nor ParaplOa^ aa yos

Tbey ^o, anfwerM Glnes, but I'll make *em call me 
otherwife, or 1*11 fleece and bite them worfe than I care 
to tell yott now. But you, Sir, who are o inquifidve^ 
added he, turning to Don Quixote, ifyuu*ve a mmd to 
give us any thing, pray do it quickly, and go yuur waysj 
for I don*t like to Aand here anlwering QueAions j 
broil me ! I am Gincs de PaflTamonte, 1 am noc aiham*d 
of my naqie. As' for my life and convctlation, there*8 
an account of *em in black and white, written with this 
numerical hand of mine. There he tells you true, faid 
the officer, for he has written his own hiflury himfelf, 
without omitting a tittll of his roguifh pranks ^ and he 
has left the manufcript in pawn in the prifun for two 
hundred reals : Ay, faid Gines, and will redeem it, 
burn me ! tho* it lay there for as many ducats. Then. 
it muft be an extraordinary piece, cry'd Don Quixote. 
So extraordinary, repIyM Gines, that it far out-dpes not 
only Lazarillo de Tormes, but whatever hjs been, and 
fhall be written in that kind : for mine's true every word, 
and no invented (lories can con^are with it tor variety of 
tricks and accidents.

There's in it every material point from my cradle, to this 
my laft going to the gallics. Thei^ it feemi you have 
been there before, f^id Don Quixote. To fcrye God and 
the king I was fome four years there once before, reply 'd 
Gines : I already know how the bifcyit and the bulls- 
pizzle agree with my carcafe : it does ziot grieve me mock 
to go there again, for there I fhall have leifure to give a 
finifbing flroke to my book. I have the devil knows 
what to add | and ia our Spanifh gallics there is ilway 
VoLt It * R le»iu] 
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leirure am) i^Ie Vtme enough o* confcieoce :-iieitber iliall 
I want fo much for what IWe to iniert, for I know it all 
by heart. 

Thou feem'ft to be a ^tty fellow, fald Don Qabcots. 
You fhould have faid unfortunate too, reply *d the (lave; 
for the bitch fortune is flUl aokind to men of wit. You 
xnean to fucb wicked wretches as your (eif, cry*d the of- 
ficer. Look you, Mr. Conuniilary, fald Gines, t have 
already defir*d yon to ufe good language ; the law did not 
ghre us to your keeping; for you to abufe ua^ bat iDoly to 
conduct us where the king has occafioo for us. 'Let eve- 
ry man mind his own bufineis, and ^ve good words, or 

hold his tongue ; for by the blood 1*11 fay no moce, 

niurder will out $ there will be a time when (bnie peo- 
ple's rogueries may come to light, as weD as thofie of 
other folks. V^itb that the officer, protrok*d by tbe 
• fl&ve*8 threats, held up his fiaff to ftrike him j but Doa 
Quixote ftepp'd between *em, and defir'd him not to do 
ir, and to conGder, that the flave was the more to be excosM 
fdr being too free of his tongue, fince he had oe*er 
another member at libtrty. Then addrefling himfelf to 
all tbe (laves. My deareft brethren^ cry*d he, I find, by 
what I gather from your own words, that tho* you de- 
ferve puniihment for the feveral crimes of which you ibo<( 
convicted, yet you fuffer execution of the fentenoe by 
conftraint, and merely becaufe you cannot help it. Be- 
fides, *ti8 not u&Iikely but that this man*s want of refo- 
lution upon the rack, the other's want of money, tbe 
third's want of friends and favour, and, in (bort, tbe 
juflges perverting and wrefting t)ie law to your great pre- 
judice, may have been tbe caufe of your mifery.

Confider beiides, gentlemen, t^at ^t^ 
neither a Chriflian-like, nor an honourable action, for 
men to be the butchers and tormeoters of one another ; 
principally, when no advantage can arife from it. I chufe 
to deilre this of you^ with fo much mildnefs, and <" ^P 
peaceable a manner, gentlemen, that I may have occa-

Doh Q§ixotej and with that he attacked the officer with 
fuch p ittdden and furprizing fury, that before he had ao|r 
.time to put . bifnfelf iotp a pokftu/e of defence, he ftruck 
him^do«rp ^angeroolly woundef) with hh lance, and as 
fortune h«lordw*d it^ t^is h^^ppeu'd tO/be die horfe-mt^a 
who- wa9 ^rm*d with « carbtof . His cpmpanions flood 
aftoniAM.at jfucb a bokiadioo,. but ati^ft fell upon the 
champion with their fwords anddtft^* ^hich might have 
pro«*4 fat«l to him, had not ,the ilaves laid bold of this 
opportunity t^ break the chaisy in ocder to regain their 
libeity s for, the gpaids pe(<;«iviQg their .endeavours to 
get looCe, tbo4igbt It more ma^vial tp prevent *em, tb^~ 
to Ije^ fighting a mad-man : bur, as he prefs*d them 
goroufly 00 one fide, and the (laves were oppofiog ti 
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and freeing thetnfelvefi on the otber, the horly-borlj wat 
ib great, and the guards fo perplei'd, that they did bo- 
thing to the purpofe. In the ineao time Sancho was 
helping Gines de Failamonte to get off bis gives, which 
he did fooner than can be imagined ; and then that 
adive defperado having feiz'd the wounded officer's iWord 
and carbinr j he joined with Don Quixote, and fomctiines 
ainning at one, and fonnetimes at the other, as if be bad 
bem re-'dy to flioot 'cm, yet ftill without letting off the 
piece, the other fl^ves at the fame time pooring Yonics 
of ftooe-fbot ar the guards, they betook themfelves to 
their heels, leaving Dun Quixote and the criminab ma- 
fters of the field. Sancho, who was always for taking 
care of thie main chance, was not at all plea8*d with this 
victory ) for he goef^M that the guards who were fled, 
would raife a hue and cry, and foon be at their beeb 
vrith the whole p^ifTc of the holy brotherhood, and faf 
*em up for a refcue and rebellion. This made bin ad- 
vife his. mailer to get out of the way as faft as he coold, 
and hrde himfelf in the neighbouring mountains, Ihesr 
you, ahfwer^d Dm Quixote to this motion of bis fqnifi^ 
and I know what 1 have to do. Then callii^ to bin

To this the riog'-kader and ma/ler-thief, Ginea d«

be feen all tog e()ier for the wx^rld. We muft rather part

.wdi pa m ^Bfce : but to io^agffie we w]ll return to our 
fkfli^pots o£ Egypt, that is to iay, take up our chaiqs 
again, 'uvd lug *em the devil knows whither, is as unrea- 
(bnable aa to think 'tis night now at ten a-clock in the 
moroing. *Sdeath, to exped this from ui, is toexpeft 
peara Horn an elm- tree. Now, by my fword, reply*d 
Don Quixote, Sir fon of a whore. Sir Ginefello de Para- 
pilla, or whatever be your name, you your felf, alone, 
(baU go to Tobofo, like a dog that has fcalded his uil, 
' with the whole chain about your (houtders* Gines, who 
was naturally very chderick, judging by Don Quixote's 
extravagance in freeing them, that he-was not very wife» 
wink'd OQ his companions, who, like men that under- 
ftood fign*» vkreSently fell back to the tight and left, and 
pahod Don QoiaDte with foch a Aower of ftones, that 
all hit4wtsrity to cover himfalf with his fliield was new 
ineffe^toal, and poor Rosinante no more obeyM the fpur, 
than if he* bad been only the flatoe of a horfe. As for 
Saochoy he got behind his m(s, and there fhelter'd him- 
felf from the yVolUcs of flints that threatened his bones, 
while his maMer was fo battered, that in a little time he 
was thrown out of his faddle to the ground. He was 
np fooacr down, but the iludent leaped on him, took

Tho9 the afs, Roxinante, Sancho, afid Don Qeix- 
ote, refrained indeed maftets of the field, bot in an ill 
condition : the afs hanging his head, and peofive, As- 
king hiri ears now and then, aft if the voIKes of flooa 
had (^il) whizz*d about *em ; Roainante lying in a dr- 
iponding manner, for he bad been knockM down «i well 
as his unhappy rider ; Sancho oncasM to hb doobkt, 
ind trembling for fear of the holy brotherhood ; aiid Doft 
Quixote fiird with Allien regret, to find hhnfdf lb btf- 
baroufiy us*d by thofe whom he had fo highly obli^M.

Thou art naturally- a coward, Sanchoj 

cry*d Don Quixote n neverthelefs, that thou may*ft not 

fay I am obftmate, and never follow thy advice, I will 

take thy counfel, and for once convey my felf out of the 

reach of this dreadful brotherhood, thatt fo ftrangely 

alarms thee ; but upon this condition, that thou nevec 

tell any mortal creature, neither while I live, nor aftet 

my death, that I wichdf^ my. felf from this danger 

through foar, but merely to comply with thy intreaties s 

for if thoD ever prefume to fay otherwi(e, thou wilt be* 

lye me ; and from this time to that time, and from that 

time to the world's end, I give thee the lye, and tho* 

lyeft, and (halt lye in thy throat, as often as thou fay*i^, 

or but think'fl to the contrary.

Don Quixote, without any re{4y> made fluft Co moimt 
llozinaoce, and Sancho oa his ais led the way to the 
o^ighbourlog mountainous defart. oiled Siena Morena *, 
which the crafty fquire had a defigo tocrofs over, vad get 
9ut at the faitbefl end> either at Vi£>, or Ahoadofar 
del Campo, anfd in the mean tin^e to lurk in the craggy 
•od almoft insoceifibde retyisata of that vaft oBOuntaio, for 
fear of fallii^ into the hands of the holy brothe^ood. 
JElc was the mpfe eager to i^eer this eourfe« findii^ tbat 
the provifion which he had laid on his a& had ekapM 
plundering, which was a kipd of roiradey cenSdexing 
jbow narrowly the gaily- flaves had feaich^d every where 
for booty. *Twas night befiH'e ouf fwo travcUeis got to 
the middle and moil defart part . of the mouotaio \ where 
3ancho advised his mafter to ftiy fome dayt» at leaft as 
iong as theii proviGons lailed } and a€C9rdiAgly that aig^t 
they. took up theur lodging between two nckf , among i 
.great number of cork-trees : 'but -^rtuno, which, ic- 
cofdittg cp the opinion of thofe that have oot the ligbt 
of true faith, guides, appoiatSi f>nd oontfivet all ihinp 
a« it pleafes, directed Ginei de PaiTamonte (that mailer- 
.rogue, who,- thanks be to I>on Qginote** force and feUyi 
.had heea put io a coaditkui to do him a miiSdikf) to

about the time that they fell afleep ; aod as wicked men 
are always ungrateful, and orgent Wreffity prompts ma- 
by to do things, at the Very thoughts of which they 
perhaps would ftart at other times. Gioe9> who was a 
Aranger both to gratitude and humanity, refolv*d to ride 
tway with Sancho*8 afs ; for as for Roainante, he look'd 
upon him as a thing that would neither itW nor pawn : 
To while poor Sancho lay fnoring, he fpirited away hit 
darling beaft, and made fuch hafTe, that before day he 
thought hitnfelf and hit prize decure frodi the unhappy 
Owner's pttrfuit. 

Now Axirora with her fmiling face rettim*d to enliveii 
aad cheer the earth, but alas ! to grieve and affright 
SancKo with a dlfiiial difcovery : for he had no fooner 
cpen*d his eyei, but be miis*d his afs ; and finding him^o 
felf deprived of that dear partner of his foftunes, and 
beft comfort in his peregrinations, he broke out into the 
tno(l pitiful and fad lamentations in the world 3 infomuch 
|lhac he wakM Don Quixote with his moans/ O dear 
i child of my bowels, cry'd he, bom and bred under my 
toof, toy childrens play-fellow, the comfort of my wife, 
the emry of my neighbours, the eafe of my bciHens, the 
flaflT of my life, and in a word, half my maintenanee ; 
for with fix and twenty maravedis, which were dally 
eam*d by thee, I m^de fliift to keep half my fadiily. 
Don' Quixote, who eafily guefs*d the caufe of tbefe com* 
plaints, flrove to comfort him with kind condoling words^ 
and learn*d dilcourfes upon the uncertainty of human hap« 
pinefst but nothing proT*d fo effectual to aflwage hit 
forrow, as the promife which his mailer made him of 
drawing a bill of exehange on his niece for three aiTet 
out of five which he had at home, payable to Sancho 
Pan^a, or his «rder ; which prevailing argument (bon 
dryM up his tears, hafh*d his fighs and moans, and 
tarn*d his complaints into thankt to his generous mallef 
for (b uoezpe£ted a favour. 
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And now,, m they wandered further in tfaefe isono* 
tains^ Don (^ixote was tranfported with joy to find bim- 
ielf where he might flatter his ambition with the hofSi 
of frefh advtotarea to fignalixe his valour $ for thcfe nA 
defarts made him call to mind the wonderful exploits of 
other knights^errant, performed in fuch folitudcs. FiU'i 
with thofe airy notions, he thought on nothiog cMc : bjt 
Sancho was for more fubfiantial food $ and now thinkiog 
himfelf quite out of the reach of the holy brotherhood, 
bis only cace was to fill his belly with the relicks of the 
clerical booty \ and thus fitting fideling, as women do, 
upon his beift *, he Qily took out now one |nece of meat, 
then another, and kept his grinders going fafter than bii 
ieet. Thus plodding on, he would not have given a niA 
to have qoet with any other adventure. 
• While hfi was thus employed, he obfervM, that his 
snafter endeavoured to take up ibmething that lay on the 
ground with the end of his lance : this made ham tun to

tie portmanteau *¥ai fomewhat heavy ; and Dorf Q«>ix- 
i having ordered Sancho to fee' what it contained, though 
was (hat with a chaio and a padlock, he eaGl^ faw 
bat was in it through the cracks, and pull'd out four 
vt hoUand (hirts, and other clean and faHiionable linnen, 
slides a confiderable <]uantity of gold ty*d up in a band- 
erchief. Blefs my eye- fight, quoth Sancho | and now 
eaven I thank thee for fending us fuch a lucky adventure 
nee in our lives : with that, groping further in th^ port- 
lanteau, he found a table-book richly bound. Give 
ae ^Kat, (aid Don Quixote, and do thou keep the gold. 
ieaven reward your worfhip, quoth Sancho, killing his 
nafter*s hand, and at the fame time clapping up the 
innea and thfe other things into the bag where he kept 
:he vif^uals. I fancy, faid Don Quixote, that feme per- 
Fon, ha¥^ng loft his way in thefe mountains, has been 
met by robbers, who have murdered him, and bury*d his 
body fomewhere hereabouts* Sure your wor/hIp*s miila- 
ken, anfwer*d Sancho ; for had they been highwaymen, 
tVyf^y would never have left fuch a booty behind them. 
Thou art in the right, reply 'd Don Quixote \ and there, 
fore I cannot imagine what it muft be. But ftay, 1 will 
examine the table-book, perhaps we (hall find fomething 
written in that, which will help us to difcover what I 
would know. With that he open*d it, and the firft thing 
he found was the following rough draught of a fonnet, 
f<iirly enough written to be read with eafe ; fo he read 
it aloud, that Saocho might know what was injt as well 
w lumfdf ;

The de*il of any thing can be picl^^d out o* this, onoth 
Sancho, unlefs you can tell who that fame PbyU is. I 
did not read Phyll, but Phyllis, faid Dan Quixote. 
then, mayhap^ the man has loft his filly- foal. Phylli'i 
faid poo QuixotCi is the name of a lady that's bclov'd 
by the author of this fonner, who truly feems to a lok- 
rable po^t *, or Tve but little judgment. Why then, 
quoch Sancho, belike your worAip uoderftands bow to 
make verfes too ? That I do, anfwer'd Don Quixote, 
and better than thou imagin'ft, as thou (halt fee, wbra 
I fliall give thee a letter written all in verfe to carry to 
my lady Dukinea del Tobolb ; for, I muft tell llicf, 
firjend Sancho, all the knighta>erraDt> or at leaft t» 
greateft part of *em, in former tiroes were gre^t poets, 
and as great muficians ; thofe qaalifications, or to fpcak 
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slter^ thofe two pfts» or aoeonfipli(haeQi»« being »liiioft 
rvfepwable from amoraiit adventures : .thot^h I msft con- 
efs the verfei of the knigbti to former agei ara not al- 
ogether fo polite, nor fo adorn'ti with woi^f as with

Good Sir, quoth Saacho, look afaio into the pocket-' 
aook, mayhap you wiU fiod fomewhat that wiU inform; 
fou of what youM know* With that Don Qdaote turn- 
iag over the ieaf, Here*« ibme profe, cry*d he, and I 
chink *ti« the ikeuh of a love-letter* O ! good yoor 
wrorfliip, qooth Saocho, read it out by all meana f lor I 
Doightlly delight in hearing of love«ftoHea. 

Don Quixote read it aloid, and iiound what fellows i

This letter, quoth Don Quixote, does not give ut 
any furtbf r infight into the things we would know $ all 1 
can infier froea it is, that the peribn who wrote it wis » 
betray*d loverj and fo turning over the remaining leaveS| 
he ibood (cveral other letters and verfes, fomc of which 
were legibie» a^iiyOB A> fcribUM, that he could m^k^ 
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nothing of thexn. As for tbofe he read, heconU- 
with Dotblog ia *em but accufatioos, complaints and cx- 
podulations, diftrufls and jealonfies, pleafures and dtfcon- 
Unts, iavouKS and difdain, the one highly valued, tlie 
other as mournfully refented. And while the koight wa* 
poring on the table-book, Saocbo was nnnmagtng the 
portmanteau, and the (eat of the' faddie, with that exaft* 
laels, that he did not leave a corecr ujifearch*d,- nor a 
fcam onripp*d, nor a fingle lock of wool onmckM \ br 
the gold he had found, which w^ * abore an Bundred du- 
cats, bad but whetted bis greedy appetite, and made ban 
wild for mott. Yet thoogh this was all he coukT fiofty 
he thought himielf well paid for the mdre than Her* 
culean labours he had undergone ; ncnr could he now re- 
pine at his bebg tofsM in a blanket, the ftrainii^ aol 
giriping operation of the balfsm, the benedidioos ^ tlie 
packftaves and leavers, the fiilicufl^ of the lewd caxrieri 
the lofs of his cloak, his dear wallet,- and of his dearer 
afs, and all the hunger, thirft, and fatigue which he bad 
foflferM in his kind mafter's fervice. On the other fide, 
the knight of the woeful figure ftraogcly defirM to know 
who was the owner of the portmanteau, goeffiog by tls 
Verfes, the letter, the linef»> and the gold, that hems 
a perfon of worth, whom the difdain and unkindoets cf 
his miftrefs had driven to defpair. At length, lu>weveT, 
he gave over the thoughts of- it, difcov^riog no bcKiy 
through that vaft defert ; and fo he rode oiiy wholiy 
guided by Rozinante's difcretion, which always made the 
grave fagacious creature chufe the plaineft and fimootbeft 
way ; the mafter ftill firmly believing, that in tboi?

Well, faid the knight, I will take thy cafe in- 
to coofid^ratioo ; and tt does not difpleafe me, Sancho, 
to fee thee tk« rely upon my valour, which I dare af- 
fnre thee fliall oeyer iiait thee, though thy very foul fliould 
be fcar*d out of thy body. Follow me therefore ttt^ 
by ftep,' with as nineh hafte as is confiftent ^ith good 
fpeed } and let thy dyes pry every where while we fearch 
every part of this rock, where *ti9 probable we may 
meet with that -wretthed mortal, who doubtlefs is the 
owner of the portmanteau.

All 1 kno# of the matter', anfwer'd the goat- 
herd, is,' that *tii now fiv months, little more or lefs^ 
fince to a certain (heepfold, fome three leagues off, there 
caifhe a yoong we!l.f^atar*d proper gentlentin in good 
doaths; and onder hifA this fame mule that now lies dead 
here, "with the etiiMtofi and cloak- bag, which you fay you 
met, but t6ueh*t not.

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^word» Iflftfing over the boAesand brambles at fuch a 
bange rate, that 'twas impoflible fotxato come at hitfi j 
from wlii^h ve fathered) that hisftiadnei^ comes on him by 
sta, and that £m» one caird Ferdinand had done him an 
11 tarn* tilachath bfought the poor young man to this pais. 
And this iiath been «on(inn*d (ince that many and many 
bmes I ferwhan he*8 in his right fenfes* be^II come and 
beg f«r iriAiii]s> and thank qb for it ^th -tears: but 
when he .is to- his mad fit, he will beat ns though we 
fmtflfer ban ariect dvilly : and to tell yon the tmth, Shs, 
added iht ^oafc^herd^ I and four others, of whom two 
are my men, and the other two my friends, yefterday 
agreed to look for him tiU we Aoold find him oot,. either by 
fair meaoa or by force to carry him to Aimodover town, 
that^f bat eight leagqes off} and there waMl have' him curM 
if pofiible, or at leaft we Aall ieam what he is when he 
comes to bis wits, and whether he has any friends to whom 
he may be. fent back. This is all T know' of the matter 5 
and t dare aflore yen, that the owner of thofe thinga 
which you &w in the way is the feif fame body that 
went fo nimbly by you, for Don Quixote bad by this* 
time, acqnainted the goat- herd of his having £een that 
man ikipping among the rocks. 

The knight was wonderfully concerned when he had 

fieard the goat-herd*s ftory,'and renewed his rcfolution of 

finding oat that diftrafted wretch, whatever time and 

pains it might coft him. But fortune was more propi* 

tiooa to his deiires than he could reafooably have ex- 

pefted : for joft as they were fpeaking they fpyM him 

right againft the place where they flood, cpn^ing towards 

•em oat of the deft of a rock, muttering fomewhat to 

himfelf, which they could not well have underftood had 

they ftood clo(e by him, much Iffs could they guefs 

bis meaning at that diftance. His apparel was fuch as 

has already been faid, only Don Quixote obftrrv'd when 

he drew nearer, that he had on a /hamoy waiilcoat torn 

in many places, which yet the knight found to be per- 

fam*d with amber ; and by this, as alfo by the reA of 

his cloaths, and other conjeftures, ^e judged him to be ^ 

man of fome quality.

CHAP. X. 

^e adoentkri in the Sierra-Merena continued* 

TH £ hiflory relates, that Don QoixoCe UfienM with 
great attention to the difaftVous knight of the 
Inountaln, who made him the following compUmcDl. 
Truly, Sir, wboevtr you be (for I have not the hoaoor 
to know you] Vm itauch oblig d to you for your axprtf- 
fioDS of civility and frieodfhip \ and I couM wiih I were 
in a condition to convince you otherwife than by wgrdi 
of the deep fenfe I have of 'em : but my bad fortooe 
leaves me nothing to return for fo maoy favours, but uo* 
profitable wifhes.

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jivclM9*d ym that etfe which I heartily wiih yoo : or if 
aur4£tk!lets are of that fatal kind, that exclude yoo for 
ver from the hopes of comfort or relief^ then will t 
Dingle ibrrows with you, and by (haring your load of 
;rief, he}p yoa to bear the opprefling weight of affliAioo : 
W 'tis the only comfort of the miferable to have parfners 
rn tbetr woes. If then good intentions may plead merit, 
3T a grawM requital, let me intreat yoo, Sir, ^y that 
gcnereuB nature that flioots through the gloom with which 
adverfity has douded your graceful ootfide ; nay, let me 
Gonjore yoa by the darling obje£t of your wiihes, to let 
me know whd yoo are, and what Grange misfortunes have 
wg*d you ID withdraw from the conveife of your fellow- 
creatoreSy to bury yoorfelf alive in this horrid folitude, 
where yoa 1h)ger out a wretched being, a Granger to eafe, 
to all manlcBid, and even to your very felf. And I fo« 
kmnly fwear, added Don Quixote, by the order of knight- 
hood, of which I am an unworthy profeflbr^ that if you 
fo far gratify my defires, I will af!ift you to the utmoft of 
my capacity, either by remedying your difafter, if *tis not 
paft redrefs ; or, at leaft, I will become your partner in 
ibrrow, and ftrive to eafe it by a fociety in fadnefs. 

l^e knight of the 'wood hearing the knight of the 
woeful figure talk at that rate, look*d upon lum fted&ftly 
for a long time, and viewM and reviewM him from head 
to foot ( and when he had ga2*d a great While upon him. 
Sir, cry'd he, if yoo have any thing to eat^ for heaven^s 
fake give it me, and when my hunger is. abated, I (hall 
he better able to comply with your atCnei, which your 
great civilities and undeierved offers oblige me to fatisfy, 
Sandio and the goat -herd hearing this, prefently took out 
fome vt^^oais, the one out of his bag, the other out of 
his fi;rrp, an^ gave it to the ra^ed knight to allay his 
hunger, who immediately fell on with that greedy hafte. 
that he ieemM rather to devour than feed ; for he us*a 
no interfn!fli<Mi between bit and bit, fo greedlily he chop- 
ped them op : and all the time he was eating, neither he, 
nor the by-ftanders, fpoke the leaft Word. When h|t 
had aflWagM his voracious appetite, he beckonM to Dob 
Q|iixote «id the refl to fo!bw hsn j and^ alfter he h? 
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Wottght *eak to a oetgnbodring meadow, he hud- Umlelf 
•t his cafe on the ffsSs, where the reft of the compuif 
fitting down by tarn, neiUier he nor they having yet fpoke 
A word (ince he fell to eating, he began in this mannca : 

Gentlemen, (aid he, if you intend to be inferaied cf 
tny misfortunes, . you mud promxfis me befbrehaxid not ta 
cut off the thread of my doleful narration with any q«cf- 
iioos,. or any other interruption j ibr in the very loftaoK 
that any of you does it, I ih^U leave off abruptly j and. 
Will not afterwards go on with the fiory. This pccao>Ue 
put Don Quixote in mind of SaDcbo*s ridiculous taie« 
yrhich by his negledl in not telling the goats, waabroogkt 
to an untimely condufion. I only o& this precaotiaay 
added the ra^ed knight, becaufe I would be quick in ny 
delation j for the very remembrance o( my former oos- 
fortune proves a neW one to me, and yet I promile yoa 
V\l endeavour to omit nothing tnat's material, that yoa 
• may have as full an account of my difai^ers as 1 am £»- 
fible you defire. Thereupon Don (^ixote, for hinoiidf 
ind the re(^, having promisM him uninterrupted attco* 
tion, he proceeded in this manner : My.name is Cardenioi 
ihe place of my birth one of the bed cities in Aodalofia } 
my defcent noble *, my parents wealthy : bat my mis- 
fortunes are fo great, that they have doubtlefs fiU*d oy 
relations with the deepeft of forrows } nor are they to be 
remedy *d with wealth, ibr goods of fortune avail bat link 
■gainft the anger of heaven. In the fame town dvtrelt the 
charming Luanda, the moli beautiful aeature that evct 
feature fram*d,' equal in defcent and fottune to myfslf, 
but more happy and lefs conftant. I lov*d» nay ador'd 
her almoft from her infancy ; and from her tender years 
ihe blefs^d me with as kind a return as is faitabie with 
the innocent freedom of that age. ^.Our pasenta wa« 
tonfcious of that early friendihip y aor"^ ^ley opgoie the 
growth of this inofienGve paflion, which they peroeiT*d 
could have no other eonfequences than a happy luiioa of 
our families by marriage ; a thing which the equality 
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f oar births and fortunes did indeed of itfeff almoft in«' 
'ite us" to. Afterwards our loves fo grew ap with our years^i 
hat L>actnda*s ^ther, either judging oiir ufual familiarity 
>rejadicial to his daughter's honoQf, or for fome other 
-eafons^ fent to defire me to difcontinue my frequent vifita 
:o his hoafe t but this reftraint proved but like that which 
was {u8*d by . the parents of that loving Thifbe, fo cele- 
brated by the poets,^and but added flames to ^flames/ and 
impatience to deiires. As onr tongues were now debarrM 
their former privilege, we had recourfe to our pens, which 
sfiutn'd the greater freedom to difdofe the moft hidden fe-* 
crets of our hearts ; for the prefcnce of the beloved object 
often heightens a certain awe and bafhfnlnefs, that diforderSji 
confounds «nd (Irikes dumb even the moft pa(!ionatQ' 
lover. How many letters have I writ to that lovely 
charmer ! How many foft moving verfes have I addrefs*d 
%o her ! What kind, yet honourable returns have I re- 
ceived from her ! the mutual pledges of ' our fecret love^ 
and the innocent confolations of a violent paiiion. At 
lengthy hngaiihing and wafting with defire, deprived of 
that reviving comfort of my foul, I refolvM to remove 
thofe bars virith which her father^s care and decent caution 
obftrufled my only happinefs, by demanding her of hini 
in marriage t he very civilly told me, that he thankM 
me for the hlSnOTsr I did him, but that I had a father 
alive, whofe confent was to be obtaipiM as well %% his, 
and who was the moft proper perfon to make fuch a 
propofal« I thank*d him |br his civil anfwer, and thought 
it OTi^pd ibme .fliew of reafon^ not doubting but my 
falhcr^wbuld readily confent to the propofal. I therefore 
imnufdiately went to wait on him, with a deHgn to beg 
his approbation and ^fliftance. I found him in hi$ cham- 
ber with 9 letter openM before him, which, as foon as he 
(avC^ me|v he put into my hand, before I could have time 
to ac^aint him with my bufinefe. L ardenio, faid he, 
yoa'4 fee by this letter the extraordinary l^indnefs that' 
duke^'&f^^do has for you.

I began to entertain I know not what 

ai(^Tu(h and jealoiA fears, thr rather, Secaufe he would b% 

ftill improving the leaft opportunity of talking of her, and 

infenfibly turning the difcourfe he held of other matters^ 

to nnake her the fubje(5l, iho* never fo far fetchM, of out 

condant talk. Not that I was apprehenfive of the lead 

inBdelity froni Lucihda : far from itj fhe gave me dail/ 

freih affurahces of her inviolable afre^lion : but 1 fearM 

every thing from my malignant (tars, and lovers are com^ 

monly IndHftriods to make themfelvrs uneafy. 

It happenM one day, that Lucinda, ii\\o took great 
delight in reading books of knight«errantry, defir'd met 
to lend her the romance of Amadis dc Gaul - ■ 

Scarce had Cardenio mentioned knight-errantry, when 
Don Quiitote interrupted him : Sir, faid he, had you but 
told me, ^hen yoii Brft mentiohM the lady Lucinda, that 
Ifae was an admirer of books cff knight-errantry, ther$ 
liad been no need of ufing afty arhpliflcation to convince 
me of her being a perfon of tincommon fenfe : yet, Sir> 
had ihe not usM thofe mighty helps, tho'fe intallible guides 
to fenfe, tho' indulgent nature had ftrove to blei's hec 
^ith the rieheft gifts fhe can bellow, I might juftly 
enoagh have doubted whether her perfe£^ions could have 
gain*<l her the love of a pei'fon of yoiir merit : but noW 
you need not employ your eloquence to fet forth the 
greatnefs of Her beauty, the excellence of her worthy 
or the depth of her fenfe : for, from this account which 
I have of her taking great delight in reading books oi 
chiiralry, I dafre pronounce her to be the ixiod beautiful^ ' 
nay, the moft accompllih^d lady in the univerfe : and I , 
heartily could have wiHi^d that with Amadis de Gaul yois 
Had fent her the vtrorthy Don RiigeF of Greece ; for I aoi 
certain the lady Lucinda Would have been ex^reaihly de<^ 
lighted with Daryda and Garaya, as al^j with the 'difcreef 
(bepfaerd Darinel, aftdtbofe admirable verfes of his b* 
tolicks> which he fung and rep^^ted \vith fo good a grar 
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but a time may yet be found to ^re ber the UioaM&oo 
of reading thoie maftet' pieces, if you will do me the 
J^ooour to come to my houie ; for there I may fuppJy 
you with above three hundred Tolumes, which are my 
fours greateft delight, and the darling comfort of my 
life I though now I remember nay felf^ I have juft rea- 
Ibn to fear there^s not one of *em left in my ftudy^ thanka 
€0 the malicious envy of wicked iocbaoters. I b^ your 
^rdon for giving you this Interruption^ contrary to my 
promire ; but when I hear the leaft mention made of 
knight-errantry, it is no more in my power to forbear 
fpeaking, than *tis in the fun-beams not to warm, or isi 
thofe of the moon not to impart her natural humidi^ ; 
and therefore. Sir, I beseech you to go on. 

While Don Quixote was running on with this imper- 
tinent digreftion, Cardenio hung down his head on bis 
bread with all the figns of a man loft in forrow : nor 
could Don Quixote with repeated intreaties perfwade him 
tp look up, or aofwer a word. At laft, after be bad 
i^ood thus a confidcrable while, he raised his head, and 
fuddenly breaking filence, '' I am pofitiveJy convioc'dy 
*' cryM he, nor (hall any man in the world ever perfwade 
** me to the contrary j and be^s a blockhead wboiays^ 
** that great villain Mr. £li£ibat *j never lay wiih ^eto 
•* Madafima, 

.. *Tis faJfe, cry*d Don Quixote, in a mighty heat ; by 
aH the powers above, *ti9 all fc^al and haie deua^ioa 
tp fay this of queen Mad.a(im%. She was a moft ixible 
and virtuous lady ; nor is it to be prefum'd that fo ^reat 
a princefs would ever debafe her ielf fo far as to fall in 
16ve with a quack. Whoever dares to (ay ibe did, Ijes 
like an arrant villain ; and 1*11 make him acknowledge it 
either a 'foot or a-boffcback* arm^d or uoaxm^d^ by night

fix*d bis eyei on Don Quixote, while he was thus dery« 
ing him, and taking queen Madadma's p,|rt, as if ihe 
had been his true and lawful piincefs ; and being pro?* 
VokM Dy ihttt abufes into one of his mad Bts, he tools 
up a great ftone that lay by hrm» and hit Don Qt^xota 
Tuch a blow on his breaft with it, that it beat him down 
backwards. Sancho feeiftg his lord add maAer fo roughly 
kindled; fell ap6n the mad knight With his d^ntfh'd 
li(h J but he beat hiip o(F at the foft onfet, and laid him 
at bis feet with a fin^e |]|qw^ aj^ then fell a trampling 
on his guts, like a baker in a dough-trough. Nay, the 
^oat-herdj who was offering to take Sancho*s part, haj 
like to have been fervid m the fame manner. So the rag- 
ged knight having tumbled *em one over another, and 
beaten *em handfomely, left *ero, and ran into the w(>od 
without the leaft oppoGtion. 

Sancho got up when he law hiih gone ; and being very 

mudi oiit of huitioiir to ^nd himfdf fo roughly handled 

without' any hiatiner of rtafori, began to pick a quarrel 

l^ith the goat- herd, railing at him for Hot fore- Warning 

them of the ragged knight*s mad fits, that they might 

have fiood upon their guard.

endowments^ I have a peculiar veneration \ for (he wat M 

moft beautiful lady, difcreet and prudent to admiration, 

and behaved her felf with an exemplary pa6encc in all 

her misfortunes. *Twas then that the company and wboU 

fome counfelt of mafter Etifabat proved very ufeftfl to •]<* 

lemte the burden of her affliftioos t ffom which the ig- 

jiorant and ill-meaning vulgar took occaficMi to fufpe£t and 

rumour, that ihe was guilty of an unlawful commerce 

with him.

Pr*ythee have dope, and for the fu« 
ture let thy whole fludy be to fpur thyais { nor do thotk 
concern thy felf with things that are out of thy /phere \ 
and ¥zith all thy five iealies remember this. That whatfo* 
ever I do, have done, and /hall do, is no more ihaa what 
IS the refolt of mature coofideratioo, and Ori^ly conform- 
able to the laws of chivalry^ yvhich I undcrftand better 
than all the knights that ever profefs'd kaigbt-erraMtry.- 
Ay, ay.

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order it, our expe^lationt may be baffled by dHappointiiig 
Accidents : but the main thing confiits in thy diligence. 
My diligence, qaoth Sancho ? I mean, faid Don Quixore, 
that if thoa rettirn*ft with all the fpeed imaginable from 
the place vvhither I deiigb to fend thee, my pain wiii 
loon be at an end, and thy glory begin. And beciufe I 
do not doubt thy seal for advancing thy matter's hitereft, 
I will no Icnger conceal my defi^ from thee : Know 
then, my tAoft faithful fqoire, that Amadis de Gaol was 
6ne of tb^ ihoft accom]>lifli*d knights^errant, nay, I 
Should not have faid, he was one of them, but the moA 
t>erfM!l, the chiefj and prince of them all. Aiid let not 
the' Beiianifbs, nor any others j pretend to ftand in compe- 
tition With him fo^ the honodr of priority ; for, to my 
knowledge, lltoold they attempt it, they would be egre- 
gloafly in the wrong. I hnuft alfo inform thee, that when 
a painter ftddies to excel and giow famous in his art, he 
takes care to imitate the heft originals \ which rule ought 
likewife to be obfervM in all other arts and fdcoces that 
ferve for the oraat&ent of well-regulated eomraoowealtfas. 
Thus he that is ambitious of gaining the reputation of a 
prudent and patient man, ought to propofe to himfelf tu 
ihiitate UlyfTes, in whofe perfon and troubles Homer haf 
admirably delineated a perfect patterii and prototype of 
wifdom and heroick patience. So Vir^l, in his ^oea«, 
has gifen the world a rare example of filial piety, and of 
the fagacity ef a vaMant and fexpefiencM general 5 both 
ihe Greek and Roman poets tfcprefeotiog their heroes not 
fuch ai tbey rdally Were, but foch as they ihould be, to 
remain examples of virtue to enfoing ages. In the fame 
inanner, Amadis having been the polar flar and fun of va- 
loroutf and amorous knights, *tis him We ought to fee be- 
fore our eyet as our great exdnpUr, all of Ha that 6ght 
under the banner of love and chivalry ; for *tis certain 
that tbe adventurer who fhall emulate him beft, Aatl con- 
fequently arrive neareft to the perfe^^ion of knig^t-errantry. 
Now, Sancho, I find that among the things which moft 
difpUy*d that champion*s prudence and fortitufde, ha 
conAancy and love, and bis other hertMck virtues, none 
^n mora remarkable than bis retiriog from bn d]l<bino^ 

M 
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al Oriaoay to do peoance on the Poor Rock, changing* 
lis name into that of Beltenebros, or The lovely ob- 
icure, a title certainly moH fignificant, and adapted to 
he life which he thei^ intended to lead. So I am re- 
'olv*d to imitate him ip this, the rather becaqfe I think 
t a more eafy talk than it would be to copy after hia 
)ther atchievement9j fuch as. cleaving the bodies of 
riants, cutting off the heads of dragons, killing dreadful' 
iionfters, roptiog whole armies', d;fpernng navies, and 
creaking the force of magick fpells. And fince thefe. 
pnountainous wilds offer me To fair an opportunity, I fee. 
no reafon why I flioi^ld negledt it, and therefore I'll lay. 
hold on it now. Very well, c^oth ^^n^ho > but pray^^ 
Sir, what is it that you meaa to do in this fag-ei^ oi 
thie world ? Have I not already told thee, anfwerM Doa, 
Quixote, that I intend to copy Amadis in his madnefs, 
deTpair anc| fury ? Nay, at the fame time i will. imitate 
the valiant Orlando Furlofo^s extravagance, when he ran 
xnad, after he had found the unhappy tokens of the fair 
Angelica's diihooourabl^ commerce with Medoro at the 
fountain ; at v^hich tinie, in his frantick defpair, be 
tore up trees by the roots, troubled the waters of tha 
clear fountains, flew the (hepberds, deHroyM their flocks,. 
6(*d their huts, demolifh'd houfes, drove their horfes before 
him, and committed a hundred thoufand other extrava- 
gances worthy to be recorded in the eternal regiiler of 
fame. Not that I intend however in all things to imitate 
Roldan, or Orlando, or Retoland, (for he had all thofe 
names) but only to make choice of fuch frantick effecls 
qf his amorous defpair, as I fliall think mod elientiat 
and worthy imitation.

trees, under whofe fpreading branches I come to linger 

out the gloomy fliadow of a tedious being; ieCthefoft 

language of your ruftiing leaves, and the kind nodding 

of yonr fpringing boughs, fatisfy me riiat I am welcome 

to your fliady harbours. O thou my trufty fquire, the 

inCeptrable companion of my adventures, diligently ob- 

ferve what thou fhalt fee me do in this lonely retreat^ 

that tho<i may* ft inform the dearcaufe of tny ruin with 

every pteticular.

Bk6 
my eye»fif bt, quoth Saacbo, what can I fee more tban 
I*ve feen already ? ThoO baft (een nothing yet, aAfwer'd 
Don Quixote j thou muli fee me throw away my ar- 
mour» tear .my cloaths, l^no^k my head againft the 
rockt, and do a thoufand ether things of that kind, that 
will an thee with aftonifhment. For goodncfa-fake, 
Sir, qdoth Sancbo, take heed how you qnanel with 
thofe ungracMttS rocks ; you may chance to get fuch a 
crack o* the crown at the very firft rap, as may fpoil 
your penance at one daih. No, I don*t like that way by 
no means $ if you muft needs be knocking your noddle,

for I hold them for done, unfight unfeen, and will tefl 
wonders to my lady .* wherefore write you yoar letter, 
and fend jne going with all hafte ; for let me be hangM 
if I don't long already to be back^ to take you out of this 
purgatorv wherein I leave you. 

Daft tnou only call it purgatory, Sancho > cry*d Don 
<i^uixote ; call it hell rather, or fotnething worfe, if there 
be in nature a term expreflive of a more wretched flate. 
Nay, not fo neither, quodi Sancho, f would not call it 
hell I becaufe, as I beard our parfon fay, ' There's no 
retention • out of hell.* Retention, cry'd Don Quutote !

Amadis 

never usM to fubfcribe his letters* Ay, reply M Sancho, 

but the bill of exchange for the three a^es muftbcfigtt- 

cd ; for fliould I get it copy'd out afterwards, diey'd 

iay it is not your hand, and fo I /hall go without the 

aifes. I'll write and 6gn the order for *eoi in thi»tabk- 

book, anfwer*d Don Quixote | and as foon as my aiece 

fees the hand, ihe*ll ne?er fcruple the delivery of the 

nfTes 3 and as for the love-letter, when thoagiBt*ftit 

tranicrib'd, thou muft get it thus under- written, ' Yours 

tiU death, the Knight of the woeful figure.* *Tis oo 

muter whether the letter and fubfcription be written by 

the fame hand or no j for, as I remember, Duldnea 

can neither read nor write, nor did (be ever fee any of 

xny letters, nay, not fo ttiuch as any of my writiiig ta 

her life : for my love and her's have always been p«dy 

platonick, never extending beyond the lawfbl bounds of 

a modeft look \ and that too fo very feldom, that I date 

fafely fwear^ that tho* for thefe twelve years ihe haa been 

dearer to my foul than light to my eyes, yet I never faw 

her four times in my life ; and perhaps of thofe few 

times that 1 have feen her, (he has fcarce perceiv*d once 

that I beheld her t fo Ari^ly and fo diicreetly Lorenio 

Corchaelo 
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:orchuelo her father^ and Aldonza Nogalos her mother, 
lave kept aod edacaced her. Heigh-day, quoth San- 
ho ! 4i^ you ever hear the hke \ and is my lady Dulcijiea 
Icl Tobofoy at laft the daughter of Lorenzo Corchuelo, 
he that^s otherwifecali'd Aldonza Lorenzo ? The fjtme, 
infwer^d Doq Quixote ; and 'tis ihe that merits to be 
:he fovereign miftrefs of theuniverfe. Udrdiggers^ quoth 
SdOcho^ I know her full weJl; *tis a trapping wench, 
['faith, and pitches the bar with e'er a lufty young 
fallow in our parifh. By the mafs, "tis a notable, ftrong- 
huilt, fiiable, fiurdy, manly lafs, and one that will 
keep her chin out of the mire, I warrant her ; nay, 
and hold the bed knight- errant to*t that weata a head^ 
if erer he venture upon her. Body o*me, ^hat a pair 
of. iungs and a voice (he has when Ihe fets up her throat ! 
I faw her one day pearch'd up o* top of our fleeple to 
call to fome plough-men that were at work {n a faliow- 
ficld i and the* they were half a league ofF^ they heard 
her as plain as if they had been in the church- yard un- 
der her. The beft of her is, that /he*8 neither coy nor 
frumpifli, /he^s a tra6table lafs, and fit for a courtier, 
for ibe*U play with you like a kitten, and jibes and jokes 
at every body. And now in good truth. Sir knight of 
the woeful figure, you may e*en play at your gambols 
as you pleafe ; you may run mad, you may hang your* 
felf for her fake | there's no body but will fay you e'en 
took the wifeft courfe, tho^ the devil himfelf fliould carry 
you away a pick-apack. Now am I e*en wild to be 
gone, tho* *twere for nothing elfe but to fee her, for I 
have not feen her this many a day : I fancy I (hall h^ ri!y 
know her again, for a woman's face ftrangely alters 
by her being always in the fnn, and drudging and moil- 
ing in the open fields. Well, I muft needs own Tve

Or that the Amaryllis's, the Phyllis*8, the Sylvia*8, the 
I>iana*8, the Galatea*s, the Alidads, and the like, 
wrhich youNhall find in fo many poems, romances, fongs 
and ballads, upon every ftage, and even in every bar- 
ber *s fhop, were creatures of fleih and blood, andmif- 
trelTes to thofe that did and do celebrate 'em ? No, no, 
never think it ; for I dare aflare thee, the greateft part 
of *eni were nothing but the meer imaginations of the 
poets, for a ground«work to exercife their wits upon, 
and give to the world occafion to look on the authors as 
men of an amorous and gallant difpofition • and To *tit 
fufBcient for me to imagine, that Aldonza Lorenzo is 
beautiful and chafte ; as for her birth and parentage, 
they concern me but little ; for there's no need to malce 
an enquiry about a woman's pedigree, as there is of us 
men, when fome badge of honour is beftowed on us { 
and fo ihe*s to me the greateft princefs in the world :

But, Sir, faid Sancho, write it 
over twice or thrice there in the book, and give it mt, 
and then I'll be Aire to deliver the melTage (afe enough 
I warrant ye : for *tis a folly to think I can get it by 
heart « alas, my memory is fo bad, that many times 
I fbrget my own name t but yet for all that read it oot 
to me, I befeech you, for Tve a hugeous mind to hear 
it.

intenfenefi of thiakiog, that had Saacho fiafd hat duee 

weeks frooi htqi* whereas by good- fortune heftaid hot 

three days, the knight of lite woefullig«n-e would liare 

been fo dbfigur*d, that his tmAhcr wonM never have 

known the child of her own womb. 

Bot now *tis necefiary we fiiottld foivehim a while to 
his /ighs, his foba, and his aflMiiroas «Kpoihilatioas, 
and fte iiew'Sancho Pan9a behavM himfelf in his em* 
bafTy.

Scerec had he dcfcryM the Atil 
walls, but afoddan Ihivering finc^d his bones, and he 
fancyM himfelf to be again dandng \n the air ) <b that 
he had a good dBiodta have lodP filrther.bcfefe heb«ted, 

tho' 
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tii«^ itwat^ifmer-tfine^ and Ms inoudi water*d ftrangely 
at Ae tbetigbts of a hot bit of meat, the rather, bc- 
ca[«fe lie htd Jif>*d altogether upon cold vi^aals for a 
long «Mk. This gretdy longing drew him iiear the 
iDity In 1^« of his averfion to the place ; but yet when 
he came to the gate he had not the courage to go in. 
Imt ftoppM there, not knowing whether be bad beft 
«nter or no-. While he fat mufing^ two men happened 
«o4!ome «ut^ end believing they knew him^ Look, ma* 
Her DoAm*, -cryM one to the other, is not that Sancho 
Pan^a, yAiom the honle-keeper told as her maftex ha4 
iaveiglM to go along with him ?

* man does kifs your ladyihip*s hand—* and at laft, 
after a hundred hums and hvws, Sweeteft Dulcinea del 
Tobofo : and thus he went on rambling a good wlule 
wHh I donU know what more of Fainting, and Relief, 
and Sinkiag, till at laft he eAded with 'Yours till 

* death. The Knight of the woeful Figure.* The cu. 
fate and the baiher were mightily pleased with Sancho*8 
excellent memory ) iofomuch, tnat they defir'd him to 
repeat the letter twice or thrice more, that they might 
alfo get it by heart, and write it down ; which Sancho 
did very freely, but every time he made many odd altera- 
tiona and additions as pleafant as the firft.' Then he told 
'em many other things of his mafter, but fpoke not « 
word of his own being tofs^d in a blanket at that very 
inn. He alfo told *em, that if he brought a kind an- 
swer from the lady Dulcinea, his mafter would forthwith 
fet out to fee and make himfelf an emperor, or at leail a

The hoileis being d.eiirous to 
what they intended to do with thofe things, the corate 
gave her a fliort account of I^on Qaixote*8 diib»dio% 
and their defigii. Whereupon the inn-keeper and hit 
wife prefently guefsM this was their romantick kaigbt, 
that made the precious balfam y and accordingly (bcf 
told *em the whole ftory of Don Quixote*! lodgia| 
there, ^nd of Sancho*s being tofs'd in a WaakeU 
V^hich done, the hojdefs readily fitted oat the caxate 
&t fuch a rate, that 'twould have pleasM any ooe te 
have feen hiin j for /be drefsM him up in a doth gova 
trimm*d with borders of black velvet, the breadth of a 
a fpan, all pink*d and jagg'd ; and a pair of green vel- 
vet bodice, with fleeves of the fame, and fac'd witk 
white fattin 5 which accoutrements probably had brea 
in fafliion in old king Banfiba's •days. The curate 
would not let her encumber his head with a wonua'i

his time 5 as in England we fay a thing is as eta *s 
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head-gecr, but only dapp*d upon his crown a white 
qailted cap which lie tis*d to vrtvt a-nfghts^ and bound 
his forehead with ont of his garters, that was of bhtck 
tafFety, making himfelf a kind of muflfer and vizard 
mafk with the other : then he half bury'd his head 
under his hat, pulling it down to fqueeze in his ears t 
and as the broad brim flapped down over his eyes ft 
feem'd a kmd of umbre&a. This done, he wrappM 
his cbak about him^ and ieated ktmfelf on h}s mule 
lide-ways like a woman t then the barber clapb*d on 
his ox-taa: beard^ half red and half grizzlM^ which 
hung from his chin down to his waift ; and having 
mounted his mule, they took leave of their hoft and 
hoftefs, as aHb of the good- conditioned Maritornes 
who vow*d, tho' As was a finner, to tumble her bcads^ 
and fay a rofary to the good fuccefs of fo arduous and 
truly ChrHHan an undertaking. 

But fcarcewere they got out of the inn, when the 
curate began to be troubled with a fcrople of confcience 
about bis putting on woman's apparel, being apprehen- 
five of the mdecency of th? difguife in a prieft, though 
the goodnefs of his intention might Well warrant a dif- 
penfation from the ftriflnefs of decorum : therefore he 
defired the barber to change drcflcs, for that in his ha- 
bit of a fquire he ihould lefs profane his own dignity 
and character, to which he ought to have a greater re- 
gard than to Don Ooixote j withal afluring the barber, 
that unlcfs he coniented to this exchange, he was abfo- 
lutciy rcfolv*d to go no further, though 'twere to fave 
Don Quixote's foul from hell. Sancho came up with 
•em juft upon their demur, and was ready to fplit his 
fides with laughing at the fight of thefe ftrangc mafquc- 
raders. In Aort, the barber c( nfented to be the dam- 
fel, and to let the curate be the fqulre. Now while 
they were thus changing fexes, the curate offered tO' 
tutor him how ta behave himfelf in that female attire, 
fo as to be able to wheedle Don Qaixote out of his pe- 
nance : but the barber defir'd him not to trouble h/m- 
fclf about that matter, afluring him, that he was well 
enough vers'd in fomale affairs to be able to act a dam 

Vofc, I, y 
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fcl without any dirediops t howeTsr, he faid be wrrnld 
not now ftand nddlin^^ and managing his pins to prick 
himfelf up, feeing it would be time enough to do that 
¥rhen thev came near Don Qoiicote^i bermiuge ; aad 
therefore having folded up his cloaths, and the curate 
his beard, they fpurr*d on, while their guide Sancb 
cntertainM *em with a relation of the mad tacter*d gen- 
tleman whom they had met in the mounuin ; however, 
without mentioning % ytfQtA of the portmanteau or th: 
gold ; for, as mucn a fool as he was, be iov^d naooey, 
and knew how to keep it when he bad itj and «as 
.wife enough to keep his own connfel. 

They got the next day to the place wbere Sancbo 

bad ftrewM the boughs todired^ him to Don Quixote ; 

and therefore he advis*d them to put on their di^uifo, 

if *twere, as they told him, that their defign was only 

to make his mafter leave that wretched kind of life, in 

order to become an emperor. Thereupon they charged 

bim on his life not to tal^e the leaft notice who tber 

were. As for Dulcinea*s letter, if Don Q^ote aik*(i 

bim about it, they ordered him to fay he had deliver*^ 

It ; but t^at by reafon £fie could neither write nor read, 

' ihe had fent him her anfwer by word of mouth ; whkh 

was. That on pain of her indignation, be ibould m- 

mediately put an end to his fevere penance, and repair 

to her prefence. This, they told Sancho, together 

with what they themfelves defign^d to fay, was the on- 

ly way to oblige his maAer tp leave the defert, that 

he might profecute his defign of making bimielf an 

emperor ; ufTuring him they would take care be (hou:d 

not entertain the leaft thought of an archbiihoprick. 

Sancho liften^d with great attention to all thefe in« 
ftrudionx, and treafur'd 'em up in his mind, giviog 
the curate and the barber a world of thanks for their 
good intention of ^dvifing his maftei to become ao em- 
peror, 9nd not an archbiihop ; for, as be faid, be ima- 
gined in his fimple judgment, that an emperor- errant 
was ten times better than an archbiihop* errant, and 
Vould reward his fquire a great deal better. 

He 
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He likewife added, that he thbught it would be pro- 
per for him to go to his xnafter ^mewhat before thein> 
and give him an account of his lady's kind anfwer j 
for, perhaps, that alone would be fuificient to fetch 
him out of that place, without putting *em to any fur- 
ther trouble. They likM this propofal very well, and 
therefore agreed to let him go, anid wait there till h^ 
came back to give them an account of his fuccefs. With 
that Sancho rode away, and ftruck into the clefts of- 
the rock, ia order to find out his ma/ler, leaving the 
curate and the barber by the fide of a brook, where 
the neigbbcniring hills, and fome trees that grew along 
its banks, combined to make a cool and pleafant (hade. 
There they fhelter*d themfelves. from the fcorchiog 
beams of the fun, that commonly flunes intoleral)ly hot 
in thofe parts at that time, heing about the. middle of 
Auguft, and hardly three o* clock in the at'ternooo* 
While they ouietly refrefliM themfelves in that delight- 
ful place, where they agreed to Hay till Sancho*^ re- 
turn, they heard « voice, which though unattended 
with any ioArniDent, raviihM their ears with its melo'v 
dious found : and what^creas'd their furprize, and 
their Bdmir^tion, wu to hear fiich artful notes, and 
fuch delicate mufickj in fo unfrequented and wjld a- 
nkice, where fcarcc any rufticks ever ilraggrd, much 
lefe fuch fltilful fongfiiers, as the .perfon whom they 
heard unqueftionablv was } fur though the poets are 
plea8*d to fill the fields and woods with fwain^i and ihep- 
JierdeHles, that fing with all the fweetoefs and delicacy 
imaginable, yet *ti8 well enough known that thofe gen* 
tlemep deal more in fiction thiui in truth* and love to 
embelUfli the defcriptions they make, with things that 
have no exigence but in their own brain. Npr coul4 
our two lift*tiing travellers think it the voice of a 
peafant, when they began to i^ftinguiih thi; words oi 
the fong, for they (eem'd to relifh more of a court- 
ly ftyle than a rural compofiticw. T)i«^ weie. thft 
veiies.

a pretty while, watching with lift'ning ears to catch 

the expeAed founds, expreffing their fatisfa^ion beft 

hj that dumb applaufe. At^laft, condadiog the per- 

fon would fing no more, they refolv*d to find out 

the charming fongAer ; hot at they were going fo to 

do. they heard the wifh^d for voice begin another air, 

vhich iix*d *em where tiiey ftood till it had fung the 

following fonnet :

O Sacred friendihip, heaven*? delight.

This fonnet concluded with a deep figl^ and f 
doleful throbs, that the curate and the barber aov 



of pity, as well as .cvriofity before* fffolv^d iailaody 
to nno ovt who this mounifal ibogfter wasL They lud 
not gone far, when i)y the fide of a rock thejr dtfcovorM 
a man, whofe (h'ape and aTped anfwerM exa^iy to the 
defcription Sancho had giveii *ein of Cardenio. Thej 
obfervM he .flopp*d ihort as (bon as he -^y^d them, yet 
without any iigns of fear j Oftiy he huqg down his headi 
like one abandoned tx> fofrow, never fo much .as lifting up 
his eyes to mind what they did* The cotate^ who was a 
good and a well-fpoken man, prefently gveffing ina 
to be the (ame of whom Sancho had ^von them an 
acoounty went towar^ls him, and addieflii^ himfelf M 
liim with great civility and diicretion, eatneft^ intteat- 
cd him to forfake .this deiartj and a courfe of life f» 
wretched and forlorn^ which endayr'd hia title to a 
hetter» and from a wilful miiery might make bim fall 
into fireater and averlaftittg woes* Cardenio was then 
free ftoT^ the diftra£lion that fo often diftvrb'd his fen- 
fes ; yet feeing two perfons in a garb wholly different 
from that of thofe -few -rufticks who fraqoented thofe 
dei&rts, and hearing *eih talk as if they were no Aran- 
gers to his concerns, he was ibmewhat forpriz*d at 
firft ; however, having lookM upon *em earnefUy for 
fome time,"06ntlenien, fard he, whoever ye be, I find 
heaven, pitying my misfortunes, has brought ye to 
thefe folitary regions, to retrieve me -from this frigfatfni 
retirement, and recover me to the fociety of men : but 
becaufe you do not know how unhappy a fare attends 
roe» and that I never am free from one afSidboo but 
to fall into a greater, you perhaps take me for a man 
naturally endowed with a very fmall flock of feoie, 
and, what*s worfe, for one of thofe wretches who an 
altogether deprivM of reafon. And indeed i cannot 
blame any one that entertains fuch thoughts of me ; 
for even I myfclf am convinced, that the bare remem« 
brance of my difai^ers often diftraAs me to that degree, 
that lofmg all fenfr pf reafon and knowledge, I unman 
my felf for the time, and launch into thofe extravagan- 
cies which nothing but height of frenzy and madneft 
would commit : «nd I am the more lenfihle of i»y be* 

ing 
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ing troobrd with this diftemper, when people tell me 
what I have done during the violence of that terriblfe 
accident, and give me too certftin proofr of it. And 
' after all, I can alledge no other excufe but the caufe 
of my misfortune, which oceafionM that frantiok ra|e^ 
and therefore tell the ftoi^ of my hard, fate to ae many 
as have the patience to h^ar it ; for flien of fenfe per* 
oeiViftg the caufe, will not winder art the cfibfts ; and 
though Ihey can gWe me no relief, yet «t leaft they 
wiii ceole tx> condemm' me % for a bare Mlation tsi mf 
wrongs muft needs mike *em k€t their refentmenttf 
of the tSkSti ef my difbrder into a eompalfion of 
my mifersible Ate. T^avelbre, gentlemen, if you come 
here with that defign, I beg that before you give your 
felves the trouble of reproving or advifing me, you will 
be pleas*d to attend to the relation of my calamities | 
for ferjiaps when you have heard it, you will think 
Vm poft redraft, and fo will fave your ielves the la-^ 
boor you would t^ke. The curate and the barber^ 
who d«fir*d nothing more than to hear the ftory froni 
his own mouth, were extremely glad of his proffisr | 
and having afliirM him ehey had no defign to aggravate 
his mileries with pretending to remedy *em, nor 
would they oroft his inclinations in the l«ift, tiiey in* 
treated him to be^o his relation. 

The unfortunate Cardenio dien began his Aory, and 
went on with the firft part of it, almoft in the fattft 
words, as far as when he related it to Don <^ixote and 
the goat-herd, when the knight, out of foperftitious 
nicenefs to obforve the decorum of chivriry, gave an 
ittterritption to the relation, by quarrelling about ma- 
^r £li«ibat, as we have already fiiid. Then he went 
on with that paflage concerning the letter fent him by 
Luanda, which Don Ferdinand had unluckily found, 
happening to be by, to open the book of Amad^ do 
Gaul firft, When Luciada fent it back to Cardenb 
with that letter in it between the icAW 5 which Car^ 
denio told *aa wu as foUows : 

Ifuaind' 
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Lucinda to Cardenio* 

IDlfcover in you every day fo mudi merxty that I 
am obliged, or rather forc'd, to efieem yoa moic 
and more. If you thiak this acknowied^neat to 
your ^advantage, make that ufe of it which is moft 
confident with your honour and mine. I have a fe- 
ther tl^at knows you^ and is too kind a parent ever 
10 obftru^Sl my ddtgns, when he fliall be latisfy'd 
with their being juft and honourable : to that 'tii 
now your part to ihew yon Jove me^ as yoa picteady 
and I believe. 

This letter, continued Cardenk), made me icfiJve 
once more to demand Lucinda of her father in mar- 
riage, and was the fame that increased Don Ferdiaaiid's 
efteem for her, by that difcovery of her ienie and dif- 
cretioo, which fo inilam*d his ibul, that from that mo- 
ment he fecretly refoiv*d to deftroy my hopes e'er I 
could be (q happy as to crown them with focccfs* I 
told that perfidious friend what Luanda's fothcr had 
■dvis*d me to do, when I had ra&ly 'aik*d her for my 
wife before, and that I durft not now impart this to 
my father, left he flioald not readily confent I Aoold 
marry yet. Not but that he knew, that her qiiaUty* 
beauty, and virtue were fuificient to make her an or- 
nament to the nobleft houfe in Spain, but becaaie I 
was apprehenfive he would not let me marry till he 
faw wnat the duke would do for me. Don Ferdinand, 
with a pretended officioufnefs, profier'd me to fpeak 
to my father, and perfwade him to treat with 
Lucinda's. Ungrateful man ! deceitful friend I amiM- 
tious MariuB ! cruel Catiline ! wicked Sylla ! petfidioos 
Galaloa ! faithlefs Veliido I malicious Julian * I trea- 



• yulian^ Count Julian brought tbt Moors into Spain, 
hecMuje king RoHrigo bad avijb*d bit daughter, Gaia- 
ion and f^eWdo are explained efftxa^eret JUaritts, Cati^ 

chciovi 
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dietom* covetous iadas ! Tiieo all cliole fktal hated 
xocn in oae, falie Fendiaaod I What wrongi hid that 
fgnii coofidiai: wrefecfa iont tfyte,' who thus to thee un- 
bUom'il all Us caret, all the delights, and fecrets of 
his Aral ? What taj«ry did I ever utter, or advice did 
I ever giTe» whidi wese not all dire£led to advance thy 
hooonr and ^efit ? But oh ! I rave, unhappy wrotch f 
I ihould rather aocufe the cruelty of my ftan, whofe* 
fktai iafluence fours mifcfaiefs on me, which no earth- 
ly Mrce cm nenft, or human art prevent. Who would 
have thought that Don Ferdinand, whofe quality and 
merit entitlM him to the lawful poiTeflion of beauties 
of the higheft rank, and whom I had engag'd 
hf a thoofand endearing marks of friendflitp and 
fervices, AonU fvfieit thus his honour and his truth, 
and itf fuch a tteacheiDus defign to deprive me of ail 
theliappine6 of my hfe ? fiat I muft leave expoftulat- 
ing, to end my flary. The traitor Ferdinand chinking 
his fn)e£t uBpra£kicahle, while I ftayM near Locinda^ 
ha»gaiA*d for fix fine hoi^es the fame day he promii*d 
to %eak to my father, and prefently dcfired me to rido 
away to his hrothsr fer money to pay for ^em. Alas ! 
I wm lb far ham £iifpe£bing his treachery, that I was 
glad of doing him -a piece of feivice. Accordingly I 
went that very evening to take my leave of Lucinda, 
and to tell her what i)ofi Ferdinand had piioniiied to do* 
^le Ud me ratufn with all the haAe of an exposing 
lover, not doubting but our lawful wiAes might be* 
oi«wn*d, as foon as my fether had iipoke for me so be 
her*t.

This unufual (cene of 
formw iliaagely amas*d and mov*d me ; yet becsmfe I 
would not minrder hepe, I chofe to attribute this to 
the tendetnefs of her sAeAioa, and unwillingneit to 
part with me. In ihort, avray i went, bur^d in deep 
mcjancholy, and full of foers and imaginatieos, ibr 
wluoh I cosld give me ananoer of reafna. I deliver*d 
Don Eecdinaad's letter to his hrpther^ wAw leoeiv'd m 
» - wit 
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with all the kindoeft imagioable, Imt' did not difpatfih 
nc as lexpe^ed. For, to my forrow^ he enjoynM 
mt to tmrr J a whole wedc, and to take care the dokc 
might not fee me, hia brother havmg fent for money 
unknown to his Either 1 but this was only a devife of 
falie Ferdinand's ; for his brother did not want money, 
and might have difpatch*d me immediately, had he 
not been privately defir'd to delay my return. 

Thit was io difpleafing an injun^lion, that I was 
tctdy to come away without the monev, not being aUe 
to live io long abfent from my Luanda, principally 
confidering in what condition I had left her. Yet at 
laft 1 forcM my feif to ftay, and my refpefb far my 
friend pcevaird over my impatience : but e*er four te- 
djoiis days were expired, a meflenger bmught me a let* 
Ht, :wh*ch I prefently knew to be Locinda's hand. I 
«peoM it with trembling hands, and anaking heart, 
}uiUy imagioii^ ifr was no Ofsdinary concern that could 
lat^ her to fend thither to me : and before I read it, 
I aikM the meiTenger . who had given it him ?

< wherein I found a hundred reals, this gold rii^ whkh 
'.you fee, and the letter whkh I now brought you: 
^ which done, I having made her figns to let her know 

* I would do as flie defir'd, without fo much as ftay- 

< ing for an anfwer, ihe went frpm the grate. This 

< reward, but much more thit beautiful lady's tears, 
' and earoeft prayers, made me poft away to you that 

* very minute, and fo in fixCeenhoon I have travell*d 

* eighteen long leagues.* While the meflenger IpoMy 
I was icis*d with lad appreheafions of fome hSal news s 
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and foch a trembling Aook my. limbs, that I could 
fcarce fupporc my Isuntiog body. However, taking 
courage, at laft I read the letter $ the conteatB of 
which were thcfe : 

DO N Ferdinand, according to bis promiie, has ' 
defired your father to fpeak to mine ; but he 
has done that for himfelf which you had %ngag*d him 
to do for you : for he has demanded me for his wife | 
and my father, allar'd by the advanta^ which he 
experts from fuch an alliailce, has fofar confented^ 
that two days hence the OEiarriage is to be perferm*d, 
and with fuch privacy, that .only hnven and fome of 
the laraily are to be witnefles. Judge of the afHidion 
of my ibul by that concern which I guefs fills your 
own ; and therefore hafte to me, my dear Cardenio, 
The iflTue of this bufinefs will fliew how much I love 
you : and grant, propitious heaven, this may reach 
your hands e^er mine is in danger of being joinM 
with his who keeps his promifes faill« 

I had no fooner read the letter, added Cardenio, but 
away I flew, without waiting for my difpatch ; for 
then I too plainly difcover^d Don Ferdinand*s treachery, 
aad that he had only fent me to his brother t9 take 
the advantage of my abfence. Revenge, love, and im- 
patience gave me wings, fo that I got home privately 
the next day, juft when it grew duikifh, in good time 
to jfpeak with Lucioda $ and leaving my muie at the 
boneft man> houfe who brought me the letter, I went 
to wait upon my miftrefe, whom I luckily found at the

us letfre nothing unattemptcd may lerve oar codsiob 
interefts ; and i afiitie you, if my fwotd does not de- 
fend them well, I wiU turn it upon my own hicaft, 
rather than oi»t*live my difappouitawnt. I cannot 
tell whether Laeinda heard me, for ftat was cailM 
away in great hafte, the bniegroam impatiently ei|icd« 
ing her.

gave me liberty to fee, without being feen. Who can 
defcribe the various thoughts, the doubts, the fears, 
the anguiih that perplex'! and tofsM my fool whik I 
4ood waiting there ! Don Ferdinand entered ths hall, 
not like a hcidegcoom, but in his ofoal habit, with 
«nly a coufin-german of Lucinda^s, the reft were the 
pef^le of> the houfe : fome time alter came Lucinda 
her felf, with her mother, and two watting •wooien. 
l^^p«rceiv*d ihe waa as richly die&*das was coafifient 
•a wHh 
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with her quality, and the folemnity of the ceremony { 
but the diftradion that poffels'd me, lent me no time 
to note particularly the apparel flie had on : I only 
marked the colours, that were carnation and white, ana 
the fplendor of the jewels that . enriched her drefs in 
many places ; but nothing equallM the luf^re of her 
beauty that adornM her perion much more than all 
thofe ornamentsr. Oh memory! thou fatal enemy of 
my eafe, why doft thou now fo faithfully reprefent to 
the eyes of iHy mind Lucinda*s incomparable charms ? 
Why doft thou not rather fhew mp what ihe did then, 
tha(, mov*d by fo provoking a wrong, I may endea- 
vour to revenge: it, or at leaft to die. Forgive me thefe 
tedious digreflions, gentlemen ! Alas ! my woes are not 
fhch as can or ought to be related with brevity \ for to 
roe every circumftance feems worthy to be en]arg*d 
upon. 

The curate aflured Cardenio, that they attended 
every word with a mournful pleafure, that made tlieni 
greedy of hearing the leaft pafTage. With that Car- 
denio went on. All parties being met, faid he, the 
priefl enter*d, and taking the young couple by the hands^ 
he afk^d Lucinda whether (he were willing to take Don 
Ferdinand for her wedded hufband ? With that^ I 
thruft out my head from between the two pieces of ta- 
^eftry, lift*ning with anxious heart to hear her anfwer. 
Upon which depended my life and happinefs. Dull, 
heartlefs wretch that I was ! why did I not then fhew 
myfelf ? Why did I not call to her aloud ? Confider 
whatthon doft, Lucinda, thoaartmbe, and canft not 
be another man^s : nor canft thou fpeak now the fatal 
Tes, without injuring heaven, thyfelf, and me, and 
murdering thy Cardenio ! And thou perfidious Ferdinand, 
who dareft to violate all rights, both human and divine, 
to rob me of my treafure ; canft thou hope to deprive 
aae of the comfort of my life with impunity ? Or' 
think'ft thou that any confideration can ftifte my re« 
fentmenti, when my honour and my love lie at ftake ? 
Fool that I am! now that 'tis too late, and danger 'v 
hr diftant, I fay what I fliould have done, ind ir

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what I did theo : after Tve fufFer'd the tr^fure of mj 
foul to be ftoleo, I exclaim againft the thief whom I 
might have puni^M for the lafe attempt, had I bad 
but fo much refolution to revenge, as I have now to 
complain. Then let meratber accufe my faint heart that 
durft not do me right^ and let me die here like a wretch, 
▼Old both of fen^ afld honoufj the oatcaft of ibdety 
and nature. The prieft ftood waiting for Lucinda'i 
anfwer a good while before Ikt gave it ; and all that 
time I ezpeded ihe would have puilM out her dagger, or 
unloosed her tongue to plead her fbrmer eogageoac 
to me. But, alas ! to my eternal diiappointment, I 
heard her 4X laii» with a feeble voice, pronounce tbe 
^tal Yea ; and then Don Ferdinand faying the fame, aod 
giving her the ring« the facred luiot Was ty'd which 
death alone can dHTpIve. Then did the faithleis hiide- 
groom advance to embrace his bride ; but fhe laylnghec 
hand upon her heart, in that v^ry momeQt fwoon'da- 
ivay in her mothers arms. Oh what'confufion ieix'd 
me, what pangs, what torments rack*d me, ieeingthe 
faL&ood of LuciQda.*s promifes, all my hopes fhipwradc*d, 
and the only thing that made me wiA to live, for ever 
nviih*d from me 1 Confounded, and defpairlng, I kiok*d 
upon myfelf as abapdonM by heaven to the cruelty of 
tny deftiny ; and the violence of my griefs ftifling my 
iighs, and denying a paflage to my tears, I fielt myfelf 
transiix'd with killing ang«i/h, and burning with jesdooa 
rage and vengeance ! In the mean time the whdk com- 
pany was troubled at I«ucinda*s fwooning { and as her 
mother undafpM her gown before, to give her air, a 
folded paper was found in her bofom, which Don Fer- 
dinand immediately fisatchM j then ftepping a Lttle 
afide, he opened it and read it by the light of one of the 
tapers : and as foon as he had done, he as it were let 
himfelf fall upon a chair, and there he fate with hit 
hand upon the fide of his face, with all the fignaof me- 
lancholy and difcontent, as unmindful of his bride as if 
he had been infeniible of her accident* For mv own 
part, feeing all the hbufe thus in an uproar, I refo{vedt» 
leave (bo hated place, without caxing whether I were

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feea or not, and in cafe I were feen, t refoIvM to adt 
fuch a defperate part in puniihiiig the traitor Ferdinand^ 
that the world fliould at once be laformM of his periidi- 
oufoefs^ aj)d the Severity of my juflreTentment t out my 
li^ihy, that prcfervM me for grpatcr woes (if greater 
caa be] allow d me then the ufe of that fmall remainder 
of my fenfes^ which afterwards quite forfbok me : ib 
that I left the houfe^ without reren^ag myfelf on my 
cneoy^A whon^I could eafily have facrific*d to my 
rage in this une^eded dlfor^} andlchofe toinfli^ 
ppon myfelf, for my credulity^ the puni/hment which 
their infidelity defervM. I went tp the meflenger's houfe 
where I had left my mule, and without fo much as 
IHdding him adieu, | mounted, and left the town liks 
pother Lot, without turning tp give it a parting look } 
and at I rode along the fields, darknefs and filence round 
f|^, I yeoted my paBion in execrations againft the 
treacherous Ferdinand, and dn as loud complaints of 
|^ucinda*s breach of vows and ingratitude. I cali'd her 
cruel, ungrateful, falfe, but above all^ covetous and 
Ibrdid, Gnce the wealth of my enemy was what had in- 
ducM'her to forgo her vows to roe : but then again, 
iaid I to myfelf» 'tis no ftrange thing for a young lady, 
fhat was fo ilriAIy educated, toyieldherfelfup to tho 

taidance of her father and mother who had provided 
er a huftand of that quality and fortune. But yet with 
truth and jufiice ihe OEiight have pleaded that ihe was 
mine before. In fine, 1 coodnded that ambition had got 
the better of her iove, and made her forget her pro- 
inifes to Cardenio. Thus abandoning myfeif to thefe 
tempeftuous thoughts, I rode on all that night, and a- 
hout break of day I ffruck into one of the paOTes that 
' leads into thefe mountains ; where I wand<r*d for three 
ilays together without |ceeping any road, till at Jaft 
foming to a certain valley that lies fomcwhere here- 
abouts, I floet fome ihepherds, of whom I enquired the 
way to the moft craggy and inacce^ble part of thefe 
jrocks. They directed me, and I made all the haftf* ' 
could to get thither, refolvM to linger out my \ 
lifc'fo irom the (onverieof falfe ungrateful man 
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When I came zBooog tbefe deiaits, mj mnley thno^ft 
weaHneft and hanger, or rather to get rid of ib nfeldi 
a load as I was, fell down dead, and I myfelf was ib 
weak, fo tirM smd dcjeded, being almoft hmVlkCi^ 
and withal deflitate and cardels of rdief, that I iboii 
laid royfeif down, or rather bunted on die g^bcuid, 
where I lay a confiderable while, I don^t know how 
kmg, extended like a corpfe. When I came to mj^ 
again, I got up, and coa*d not perceive I had any ap- 
petite to eat : I foimd feme goat-beik by me, who, I 
fuppofe, had ^ven me f(mie fuftenance, dio' I was not 
fenfible^cf theit relief : for, they told jne in what i 
wretched condition they fbnnd me, ibning, and taliuog 
fo ftrangely, that they jodg*d I had quite loft-my fenTcs. 
I have indeed fihde that had but too much caule to thiok 
that my reafon fometimes leaves me, ao4 that I com- 
mit thofe extravagancies which are only the efiejfis of 
fenfelefs rage and frenzy ; tearing my doaths, howling 
through thefe defarts, filling the air with curfes aad 
lamentations^ and idly repeating a tfaon/and times Lo- 
cinda^s name ; all my wiihesat that time being to breatbe 
out my foul wirii the dear word upon my lips j aad when 
I come to myfelf, I am commonly io weak, and £> 
weary, that I am fcarce able to ftir. As for my place of 
abode, *tis ufually fome hollow cork-tree, into which I 
creep at night ^ and there ipme few goat-herds, whoCe 
cattle browfe on the neighbouring mountains, oat of 
pity and chriiHan charity, fometimes leave fome vidoab 
for the fupport of my iniferable life : for, even when 
my reafon is abfent, nature performs its aniinal fun^Hons, 
and inftind guides me to fatisfy it. Soimetimet thefe 
good people meet me- in my ladd intervals, and chide 
me for taking that from *em by force and furprice, 
which they are always fo ready to give me wHUogly % 
for which violence I can make no other ezcufe, but the 
extremity of my diftradion. Thus muft I drag a mifo- 
able being, 'till heaven, pitying mv af&ftions, will 
either' put a period to my life, or blot out of my me- 
mory peijurM Lucinda*s beauty and ingratitude, aad 
Ferdinand's perfidioufnefs, 'Could I but befo happy e'er 
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% die, I might then hope to be able, in time, to com- 
pofe my frantick thoughts : but if I muft defpair of fuch 
a favour, I have no other way but to recommend my 
ibol to heaven's mercy ; for I am not able to extricate 
my body or my mind out of that mifery in which I 
have unhappily pIungM myfelf. 

Thus, gentlemen, I have given you a feithful ac- 
count of my misfortunes. Judge now whether 'twas 
pol&ble I fliould relate 'em with lefs concern. And 
pray do not lofe time to prefcribe remedies to a patient 
who will make ufe of none : I will, and can have no 
health without Luanda \ fince (he forfakes me, I muft 
die : fhe has convinc'd me, by her infidelity, that ihe 
deiires my ruin \ and by my unparallel'd fuflferiogs to the 
IsA, I will ftrive to convince her I deferv'd a better 
fate. Let me then fuffer on, and m^ I be the only un- 
happy creature whom defpair could not relieve, while 
the iffipoflibility of receiving comfort brings cure to fo 
manyother wretches ! 

Here Cardenio made an end of his mournful ftory ; 
and juft as the curate was preparing to give him fome 
proper coniblation, he was prevented by the doleful ac- 
cents of another complaint that engag'd 'em to new at- 
tention. But the account of that adventure is referv'd 
for the fourth book of this hiftory j for our wife and 
judicious hiftorian^ Cid Hamet Benengeli, puts here a 
period to the thisd. 
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
